LENTEN PROGRAM

EVENSONGS, MATINS AND COMPLINE 


EVENSONG, which is sung beautifully every fourth Sunday at 7:30 p.m. is a magnificent service. Try it sometime. 

Someone once called it “the jewel of Anglican liturgy.” MATINS, or Morning Prayer, is every third Sunday at 11 a.m. Recently 
we have brought back COMPLINE, a magnificent evening service. The title comes from the Latin word COMPLEO, meaning 
the completion of the day. COMPLINE is sung to an already growing congregation - eighteen last time - - in the Chapel once. 
a month, The next dates are Tuesday February 12 and Tuesday March 12 at 7:30 p.m. 


THURSDAYS AT 6:30 p.m. and FRIDAYS at 6:45 a.m. 


These celebrations of the Eucharist continue. They are small in numbers but important to those who share them. 
THURSDAY EVENING at 5:30 is for families who know they cannot be in church on Sunday. It is an ideal service 
for children because there is a total intimacy and ease which can involve children fully and easily in the short 
service. It lasts about 25 minutes.. FRIDAY MORNING at 6:45 is very short but very focused. We meet in the 
Chapel, say the Collect and read the Gospel for the following Sunday. A very short reflection is read by the Rector. 
We then kneel down and offer the week that is ending - what went wrong, what went right - what worked, what 
didn't - what we are glad about, what we regret - then there is a very simple act of Eucharist. The whole thing is 
over at 7:05 and there is a cup of coffee and a muffin steaming at the back of the Chapel. At least the coffee is 
steaming, not the muffin! 


NOTES ABOUT HERE AND THERE... 


Our confirmation Sunday this year will be May 12... This year the Christ Church Peter Craigie Memorial Graduate 
Award at the University of Calgary was awarded to Alan Kirk, a graduate student in Religious Studies... Have you 
noticed the very fine rail from the Hall door to the sidewalk?

The boys’ choir and the girls’ choir are growing and 
we need to encourage them both... Have you noticed the series of Saturday night movies in the Crump Room? ... 
Did you know that the Rev. Joe Ellis is working on a stained glass window for the reredos? ... What's a reredos? | 
hear someone say! It's the carved wood behind the altar where the Cross is, Speaking of “did you know” - have 
you noticed that the office of Calgary HABITAT AND HUMNANITY is now in one of the rooms off the gym. Itis a 
world wide fellowship of people who build houses at cost for those who need them. More about Habitat another

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


Lots of people expressed appreciation for the first issue of KOINONIA. Remember how it's pronounced? 
KOY-KNOWN-IA. lt means fellowship. The early Christians used it a lot and we thought it a good name for our 
newsletter. Since doing the first one | can't help thinking of it as more a letter than a list of specific pieces of 
information. There will be information about various things but the weekly bulletin takes care of most of the 
ongoing stuff. | think of Koinonia as more a chatty letter about this and that and everything that might be a part of 
our common life as a parish. For instance... 


VESTRY 


A couple of weeks ago the twenty or so people who meet once a month to look after our parish's life, met out at 
Entheos for most of a Saturday. It was a good day. One fascinating thing that we did was to go around the circle 
and share the very different ways we had ended up having Christ Church in common. Doing this made one realize 
the infinite variety of all our spiritual journeys these days. We also fixed up various things like who is responsible 
for what committee etc. etc... 


HOSPITALITY 


There are many occasions when we get together and do some eating and drinking. We have coffee hours on 

‘ Sunday, Lenten suppers, Seder Meal, Newcomers’ receptions to name only some. Who looks after all these? Who 
has coffee on? Who produces the casserole on the table? Not so easy to answer this in a large parish like ours. 
Nobody wants to be stuck with it all. So what should we do? What we have decided to do is circulate a sheet of 
all the occasions in the year for which hospitality is needed and ask you if you would consider being involved in 
ONE OCCASION, either organizing it or contributing to it. The list will appear soon. Do your best to respond to 
one event and the whole thing will be dealt with by many hands making light work. 


WISH LIST 


Every community has a wish list. Things that would be a godsend or would beautify the place or would enable 
good things to happen. Here are a few things that cannot be in the budget but might become gifts that someone 
might wish to give. We badly need to fix up one of our washrooms for use by handicapped parishioners; cost - 
$5,000. In the office we need to upgrade our computer to handle the lists that a growing parish must have. It must 
handle all our accounts, all our parish lists, all our organizational lists, monthly changes, etc. Put it in the category 
“godsend”; cost - $2,000. Another possibility is a tape recorder to tie into the church's sound system. Every 
week Bill Boley brings his own recorder and plugs it into the control board in the gallery. Tapes are made each 
week for the library and for shut-ins - tapes, by the way, that are being used more and more. We need a parish 
tape recorder; cost - $300. The fourth wish is something that would enhance the Church in more ways than one, 
Rather than have small brass plaques here and there marking particular gifts made to Christ Church, we could have 
an attractive carved wood plaque on which they could all be placed as gifts continue to be given. The wood 
plaque would be carved to reflect the furniture already in the church; cost - $1,200. There are four “wish list” 
possibilities for your consideration. 


PWARDF 


That stands for the Primate's World Relief Development Fund. It never fails to boggle my mind when I read how far 
our gifts to that fund go. Here's a partial list from a recent bulletin. Ahli Arab Hospital in the Gaza Strip. Tanzania - 
AIDS training for women, Papua New Guinea - Aiome Water Supply. Solomon Islands - a forestry project. Brazil - 
Rehabilitation for Land secured farmers. Sri Lanka - Medical aid, milk supplies. Sudan - refugee relief. Dominican 
Republic - relief work among Haitian sugar cane workers. The Phillipines - Earthquake rehabilitation. Honduras - 
refugees. Peru - family small animal farming. That's only part of the list. Thank you for making the list possible... 


SOME HAPPY FINANCIAL NEWS 


You remember our perilous financial state before Christmas. As you know by now your tremendous response not 
only dealt with all the red ink but actually gave us a surplus to carry into 1991. In thanksgiving for this our wardens 
and vestry decided to give our Outreach Committee an extra $1,500 for its work. Doing this was a way of saying 
thankyou to God for the great gifts given to us. The surplus also made it possible for the annual meeting to vote to 
restore to our growing youth program some badly needed funding that had had to be cut. By the way, do you know 
that in 1987 there were three youth in the youth program; now there are over fifty.

ISLAM

have had a largely tragic record of mutual encounter. In the January 28th issue of the New Yorker there was a 
magnificent article by William Pfaff entitled “Islam and the West". If you are interested, some copies are available 
at church or in the office. Let's also have a look at this subject in a sermon or two. The way our world is going we 
cannot avoid getting to know one another a lot more intimately than in the past. By the way, if you want one 
magnificently readable and unputdownable book about the Middle East, get FROM BEIRUT TO JERUSALEM by 
Thomas Friedman. 


AWAKENINGS 


Sometimes a wonderful movie comes along quietly and without fanfare, Try to see AWAKENINGS before it leaves 
town. If you can't see it, get it later on video. It's a deeply spiritual film, a magnificent essay in caring. You'll have to 
see it to find out more. As we are on to movies - try to see THE LAST WINTER, a beautiful Canadian movie set in 
Manitoba in the early Fifties. Lastly, if you have not seen BABETTE’ S FEAST, rush out and beg, borrow or steal it, 
You'll know why when you see it. 


CALLED TO CARE 


Recently Terry Wilson came to speak to our "Called to Care” community about the Food Bank. Here a is a little of 
what people learned that evening. .. 
"The government says poverty is when 58% or more of an individual's income is spent on food, clothing and 
shelter. The remaining 42% is hardly luxury money. Rather, it is ear-marked for unemployment insurance, 
taxes, and other modern day necessities like transportation and health care. 


There are 3.7 million Canadians living in poverty today. Some of these people are the second and third 
generations to do so. These people are not welfare cases; they are the working poor. They live a 
precarious existence where any unforeseen expenditure can tip the scale between getting by and disaster. 


These people don't have savings and they usually earn minimum wage. Low income jobs rarely have 
benefits, thus programs like dental health plans, medical plans, insurance, come directly out of their own 
pocket. 


In these economically uncertain times, people from all walks of life have learned what it means to become 
unemployed. The people who live on or below the poverty line experience even more stress if they lose 
their job becuse they have no savings, no investments, no network of influential people; they have no 
cushion to fall back on." 


PEWS NEWS 


A recent inspection by the House Committee showed that 75% of our pews are affected by splitting wood. To fix 
them is specialized work. Probably a few hundred dollars per pew. We're thinking of doing some each year over 
the next six or seven years. Atleast it shows that they are well used ! 


“THE PLAY'S THE THING” 


So said Hamlet. Here is news of another play. It's called JUDAS THE DISCIPLE. It's by David Gravells who has 
had a lot to do with St. Peter's Players.

His name is lan Duivan and he 
comes to us from St. Luke's parish and from Entheos where he has been 
in the School of Discipleship program. lan's official title is Assistant Youth 
Co-ordinator, and he will work with Barb Jipp, our Youth Co-ordinator. This 
means that the field of youth work can eventually cover junior high, senior 
high and young adult. Even to write this paragraph about our youth work 
makes one realize again how blest we now are as a parish with all that 
has been achieved in this area, not least because of the support of a team 
of parents. By the way, all sorts of events coming up in the youth area. . . 
Watch the bulletin. In May there will be a Rollathon which will ask for your 
support. June 2nd a Pie Auction. Hang on to your hats and watch the 
bulletin and the notice boards.

It is a project of 
the Mennonite Central Committee and it provides young people with the opportunity to work with 
individuals in the inner city; in soup kitchens, shelters, seniors centres, and child care facilities. The 
work will be linked with reflection from a Christian perspective - who are the poor? what is the 
difference between charity and justice? why should we be involved? what can we learn from each 
other? how can we take home our new knowledge and act on it? At the moment, thanks to 
donations and fund raising almost half of the necessary funds have been raised. About $1,800 
more is needed. Would you be interested in helping? If so, let the office know (243-4680).

AN OPPORTUNITY 


One day about six months ago one of our Christ Church people involved in social service phoned 
and told me of a patient in the Tom Baker Centre who was in dire need of some funds for 
medications he needed as part of cancer treatment. I was able to provide a hundred dollars out 
our discretionary fund but something much more significant has come out of that experience. 
Through the initiative of a member of our “Called to Care” community in the parish a fund has been 
set up with the full agreement of the Tom Baker clinic to provide this kind of assistance to people 
really in need. An account has been opened at the CIBC at Foothills Hospital. Cheques given 
through Christ Church should be designated Christ Church/Oncology Program. Al! who donate will 
receive a tax receipt. | commend it to you as a direct link between the life of our parish and the 
work of the Tom Baker Centre. May |, as ! do this, commend to you also the Rector’s Discretionary 
Fund which makes possible this kind of response to particular immediate needs. A few years ago 
the fund was helped by a significant gift of $2,000 from the estate of the late Mrs. Harvie but it is 
now down to a few hundred dollars. Any gifts to it should be marked Christ Church - Rector’s 
Discretionary Fund - and such gifts are tax receiptable. : 


THE LIBRARY 


A commited and imaginative library group are keeping up the quality and variety of our shelves. 
Mosaic Madness by Reginald Bibby makes good background reading for thinking about the 
changes in every aspect of Canada’s life. There are two new childrens books, as well as a 
copy of the beautiful Oxford Illustrated History Of Christianity and at least half a dozen 


other additions. 


MARRIAGE. 


Two incidents happened within an hour of each other recently that 
made me think. The first was a phone call from a young man saying 
that he felt he and his wife needed marriage counselling and would ! 
recommend some source of extended counselling. The second was 
from a young couple who wanted to say how much a recent 
experience of MARRIAGE ENCOUNTER had meant to them. It had 
made all the difference in their relationship. Details of this program 
are always on the notice board if you want to check it out.

Look at it from time to time and silently offer these men and their 
families to God's grace, praying too for their freedom

“Called to Care”. Recently a decision was made to 
support the coming to Canada of Bereket and Hiwat's 
brothers. This support is for six months at $300 per month. As well the decision was made to 
support the Hailemicael family, parents and three children. As you can guess this is a major 
undertaking but, if we choose, well within our means to carry it out. Very often we are overcome 
with the needs of the world of our time and we long for some focused straightforward way to 
respond. Here is such an opportunity right in one’s own parish. | commend it to us all.

For months now we have had two weekday services in addition to Wednesday at 10:30. The latter 
has been around for years.

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GOOD THINGS THAT HAPPENED 


There are five things we should recall with great pleasure. The first is the magnificent Mozart 
concert which the choir did on April 26. There was an immensely appreciative response far and 
wide. It was the choir at their most inspired and we should be very proud of them. The second is 
the wonderful evening we had when the Boys’ choir sang Evensong on their own on April 28th. 
They astonished us - and | think themselves! They did so well that we hope very much to repeat 
this again perhaps this Fall. We shall see. The third thing is ADAM'S APPLE, the musical special 
put on by both the Boys’ Choir and the Girls’ Choir on May 26th. They did it twice on Sunday 
morning and it was great. Much thanks to Margie Newman and Ron Fawcett for the work they 
have put into these two choirs. It is easy to forget that such work is an invaluable investment in the 
total youth programming of our parish. The fourth thing was the commissioning of lan Duiven as 
our assistant to Barb Jipp in our youth program. The growth of this part of our parish has been 
wonderful and lan's coming will strengthen it even more. The fifth thing did not take place at Christ 
Church but it involved Roger and Ann Dunton who in a simple but moving ceremony became 
Canadian citizens recently. 


ECHOES OF SYNOD 


The recent Synod was a synod with a difference. Its “business” was to 
discover how we begin to learn to speak about our Christian faith and 
how we become aware of our own Christian story. One Sunday 
morning recently you could have heard the proverbial pin drop as two of 
our Wardens told something of their personal faith journey. To say the 
effect was powerful on all who listened is to make an understatement. 
A few weeks later two of our young people told us of the effect of a 
recent weekend - Teens Encounter Christ - has had on their lives.

FAR AWAY PLACES 


Interesting letter in from the Robinsons who have just 
arrived in Temotu. They are there for two years as 
Volunteers in Mission. Here are a few lines: “After our 
arrival, arrangements were made for us to visit Bishop 
Patterson Training Centre, the Melanesian Brothers Centre 
and the Airahu Training Vocational Centre at Auki in the 
Malaita Province. The viewing of that vocational centre 
was to set the tone for what should be done in the 
Temotu Province. Bishop Lazarus said he expected 
something on a smaller scale. After we visited the Airahu 
Centre, Terry Brown (Terry is from Church House in 
Toronto) and | discussed the financing of the Temotu 
project. He informed me that the money is to build two 
vocational centres and | was advised to avoid cost over 
runs. | should avoid requests for more funds . . ” Just a 
glimpse of the lives of two Calgary people who have 
given two years of their practical gifts and experience to 
this Pacific diocese. We'll be hearing from them again . . . 


FOR CHILDREN 


| pass on a book commendation from Helen Jull. It’s called 
Honey For A Child’s Heart by Gladys Hunt. It deals with the 
imaginative use of books in family life, including poetry, 
fantasy, and realism, Bible reading, and the pleasures of a 
shared adventure.

For some time we have been asking for groceries for the Food Bank. | 
wondered if another idea would work more effectively. As you come into 
the narthex there is now an open cupbard with a large sign on it asking us 
all to fill its shelves. | thought it would work if a number of us got used to 
bringing one item of groceries any time we come to church. If we all got 
into that habit wonderful things could happen. Let’s try it for a while and 
see. There are two other regular food programs you can be part of. Once 
a month we ask for loaves of sandwiches for the Drop In Centre. You put 
your loaf in the freezer in the either upstairs or downstairs kitchen. The 
other program started by Margie Newman is our taking responsibility for 
cookies for street kids. Already a group bake these cookies at regular 
intervals.

"APPORTIONMENT" WHAT IS IT? 


One quarter of the Christ Church budget, $128,000 in 1991, was sent in monthly installments 
to the Diocesan Office in what is called our apportionment. By so doing Christ Church carried 
its share of our Diocesan outreach, here in Southern Alberta and beyond, through the networks 
of the National Church and our Partner Anglican Churches overseas. It is called “apportionment” 
because it is our portion or a-portion of the total Diocesan program. 


What follows is an attempt to show how this -$128,000 went to work in 1991 by the 


proportioning of the Diocesan Budget.

The apportionment is 
the amount of money which every parish gives to the 
diocese and then some of that money goes on to the 
national level of the church. Quite often we may 
have feelings about a considerable amount of money 
going to an invisible and seemingly distant “they”. 
Because of this | asked Rick, who has a much better 
head for these things than | have, to give us a clear 
picture of all this. Here it is enclosed. In 1991 Christ 
Church passed on $128,000 of your givings and mine 
to these other levels. So what do they do with it? 
Here is to my mind a very clear answer. | hope that it 
is not only interesting for you but that it also makes us 
all realize the worth-whileness of the other work that 
goes on beyond our own parish. Incidentally, if you 
have any questions about this, direct them to Rick for 
the reason given above! 


Once a year the Bishop visits us other than for 


Confirmation. This time our Sunday is March 15. 
He will be with us all the morning at all three 
services. As well, between the two large services, 
from 10 - 10:50, the Bishop will lead a forum on the 
important areas of the agenda of the coming 
Diocesan Synod. This will be either in the Crump 
Room or the Church depending on numbers. 
Doing it this way means that you could come 
either after the 9:15 or before the 11:00. So try to

BLACKFOOT WOOD 


“Do you know, Mr Dean, what is holding up your 
Cathedral? It is Blackfoot wood floated down the Bow 
River”. That quiet sentence was said at a meeting 
planning the Diocesan Centennial. It was said by Alan 
Wolfleg, son of an elder of the Siksika Nation. 


Alan eventually participated in the Cenntenial service, 
lighting the flame which began the ancient Sweetgrass 
ceremony to invoke the presence of God’s spirit, then 
accompanying his father in offering a prayer for God’s 
blessing on the future of the Diocese. As our centennial 
year continues, we have invited Alan Wolfleg to be our 
preacher on Sunday April 5th. 


MISSIONARIES 


Old fashioned word? Not really, if you are prepared to go to a far away society which 
needs your very practical expertise to build two vocational training centres. That’s what 
Lloyd and Maisie Robinson of this diocese have done. They are in Temotu. Our diocese 
backed them to the amount of $18,000 for a year. That includes their fares. So far 
$10,000 of that has been given from across the diocese. The remainder is needed ~ 
urgently before the end of August when the Robinsons will have completed their mission. 
if you feel you wish to support the Robinson’s giving of themselves you could give your 
gift through Christ Church, making the cheque payable to the Diocese of Calgary.) 
Speaking of Temotu — our childrens’ Sunday School offering for the children of that © 
diocese came to $1,076, and the proceeds of the Temotu Pacific night, given to the 
already existing Training School came to $316.

Any questions could be 
answered by phoning 268-9111. A letter from the Food Bank said thank you for help 
and pointed out that 15% of the population of the province now exist in poverty, 
including one child in every six. | notice the shelves in the narthex are becoming 
more full more often, as many of us get into the habit of bringing just one thing each 
time we come to church. 


A LETTER FROM BROCKET 


We received a very interesting letter from Margaret Waterchief. 
She is the Lay Pastor in St Cyprian’s Church in Brocket. Christ 
Church, through Called to Care, gave $1,200 to the congregation 
to make some changes in their Church. Margaret says, “These 
changes are all part of an effort to be who we are and still bea 
part of the Christian congregation of Jesus Christ”. 


CALLED TO CARE 


Called To Care gets letters because, through the work of this group, all of us are enabled 
to reach out to many needs. A special letter from someone we will call Andrea. She is a 
young woman who recently underwent a bone marrow transplant. Ironically if one 
insists on staying off social assistance one has to pay for one’s own drugs. On the other 
hand it is physically impossible to work. Andrea was helped by the Oncology Fund of 
our parish’s Called to Care community. 


Recently she wrote returning most of the grant she received from us, with a letter of 
thanks. She had been refunded by Blue Cross. Thé point is that in the gap she really 
needed the money for her drugs. Andrea is 26. She is back at work after two years in 
and out of hospital. She is not the only one this parish fund has helped. The fund is now 
very low.

AN ENCOUNTER 


‘Talking of children, | watched a rich moment of encounter between a very elderly 
person and a child at the coffee hour recently. The child and the adult had almost met 
head on as the small one worked off some energy chasing someone else. What was 
good to see was the way the adult responded smilingly even though a bit shaken and 
the way the child expressed concem for the near collision. We have all the generations 
sharing spaces that are sometimes pretty crowded (nice problem for us to have) but we 
need to be considerate about this. 


AND SO TO END 


Once again | arrive at the end of a letter with the vague feeling that there are all sorts of 
things left unsaid. Perhaps that’s the nature of letters and the reason why they continue to 
be written. 


As | look back on what I’ve said | -ealize that it has all been about this time of transition 
for us all. Maybe the biggest thing of all at such times is that we all help to row the boat. 
This is particularly true for those cf us who have certain responsibilities such as heading 
an organization or holding some office such as vestry member. The way to move through 
this period is together, each one contributing to the continued strength and vitality of this 
place. 


The other day | happened to look at the line of photographs of rectors on the back wall of 
the church. Each one is different, 2ach one had strengths and weaknesses, each one was, 
as we all are, a human being with all that that means. And yet, the interesting thing is that 
through all those years this parish has remained strong and vital and healthy in spite of 
differences of style, different meth ods of administration, different ways of communicating, 
different personalities. Almost ma<es one suspect that some Spirit must be at work other 
than we laity and clergy! 


As | have often said, | know a letter such as this finds you all in many different 
circumstances. To those of us who for some particular reason need grace and strength at 
this time, may God come as healiag presence and inner strength. May all of us enjoy the 
beauty of this Summertime.

AN ENDING AND A BEGINNING 


A great deal has taken place since | last wrote. A few weeks 
ago | announced my own retirement from parish ministry as of 
this coming December. At much the same time an invitation 
came for Richard to join the staff of St. George’s College in 
Jerusalem, and Kathy responded to an invitation to become 
associate priest in St David’s Tsawassen in the Diocese of 

New Westminster. Thus ends what has been a very 

closely knit team for the last five years or so. 


One of the advantages of the Church having a long 

tradition is that there is a very clearly set out system for 

moving through such times of parish transition. A 

Canonical Committee has been formed around the 

wardens. This committee begins consulting in many ways 

with all of us in the parish as it prepares to find a new Rector. 
There really will be many opportunities to feed in your thoughts 
or your hopes — even your warnings! — about the future. The 
names of the committee have been published. If you wished 
you could drop a line to the wardens through the office. 


WHAT HAPPENS NEXT? 


In the early Fall there will be a series of house groups in 
every area, and you could give an evening to one of those, 
and help to work out what the future needs of Christ 
Church are. For those of us who don’t come out much in 
the evening there will be an opportunity to express our 
thoughts on some day or days at an earlier hour. Details 
about all these places and times will be available in early 
September, however that does not mean that you have to 
wait till then to pass on your thoughts. 


From all this consultation a pattern of hopes and plans will 
emerge. This will become a document giving a profile of 
the life and work of the parish. Then it will be announced 
across the Church that this parish is vacant and is seeking 
applications for the position of Rector. Those various 
applications will come in. Each applicant will be sent the 
profile of the parish. Some or all who receive it will apply. 
In consultation with the Bishop the Canonical Committee 
will look at the names and curriculum vitae of those who 
apply. A short list will be made, and then interviews begin. 
Finally a choice is made. If the Bishop confirms that choice 
then that person is invited to be Rector. A new era begins. 


What remains then is for this person, whoever he or she 
may be, to begin with the wardens to assemble a staff for 
the next few years. 


Having said the above | am trying to think if there is 
anything important | have left out. You may have a question 
| haven’t even thought of. If so please feel absolutely free to 
ask it of me or of someone else. The task of seeking a new 
rector for this alive and strong parish is far too important 
not to involve the insights of every single one of us who 
wishes to be involved. 


TOWARDS THE FALL 


The very good news about the Fall, and indeed about the 
coming year, is that a genuinely superb person is coming to 
us in September, mid September to be exact. From that time 
Rev. Sally Boyles, up to now the Rector of St George’s here 
in Calgary, is joining us as Associate Priest. She will be 
with me until December and then she becomes 
Priest-in-Charge of the parish until a new Rector 
comes. At that point there will be some 

arrangement made that Sally stay until future 

staff appointments are made. 


Meanwhile this is the time of year when the Fall 
programs and events of the parish get put together. 
Already we have had a meeting about the parish conference 
in February 93 and good ideas have come. Stewardship 
committee has met and their dates are lined up. Christian 
education committee has met. . . and so on and so on! You 
might want to put in your diary that Patronal Festival is the 
weekend of November 20-22. 


YOUTH 


Going back to the su ject of staff changes, we have said 
farewell to Barb Sue and David Jipp. To say that this young 
couple made a difference in this parish in recent years is 
to make an understate ment. A strong youth presence in 
our life has been built up. | suspect that the most 
important task we novv have is to ensure that this 
foundation is built on As I write to you a great deal of 
thought is going into a successor to Barb. 


MAKING A JOYFUL NOISE 


Summer is the time that many decisions are made in families 

about Fall commitments. So it’s not too early to suggest 

something. Here at Christ Church there are two superb programs 

for boys and girls centred around our choirs. Both the boys and 

girls choirs have gone from strength to strength in recent years. 

Next year each will have a whole program each week. Each will 

have choir practice, sports, Christian education, and supper. They enjoy the time 
immensely. Have you got a boy or girl who might join? If so why not think about 
this now. In fact, now that | have your attention, have you yourself ever thought 
about joining the parish choir! Or how about joining Cornerstone at 9:15! Who? 
Me? Yes, you! 

Other decisions you might make, or encourage someone else 
to make. . . There is always a need for more folk to welcome 
people on Sundays and to look after things in general during 
and after a service. Traditionally this is called being a 
Sidesperson. | am always afraid someone is going to ask me 
where that term comes from because | have no idea! 
However what is essential about the ancient function is that it 
is all about making people feel welcome and at ease in worship. These days, 
when we always have someone visiting, or someone coming to a church for the 
first time, or returning after some years, or dropping in because they face some 
tough decision or have suffered some loss, it becomes terribly important how we 
welcome people. Why not offer your name for that roster and be on duty from 
time to time. 


FAMILY FINANCES 


| asked Grant Hanna our Treasurer to give me an idea how 
things are in the ” family” finances at this stage of the year. 
He tells me that out of a total 1992 budget of $467,000, we 
require (as of June) $233,500 to break even. We have all 
together given $207,900 to this point so we have a $25,600 
shortfall. So let’s all do the best we can, and a most sincere 
thank you for what you have already generously given. 


There is something else we can all do. Already you may have put up on your fridge, or 
wherever, a simple prayer for this time. In case it has disappeared here it is again:

Last Sunday we dedicated a new and very beautiful stained glass window in the upper level 
of the church at the south side. It is given in memory of Francis Harkness. The apostolic figure 
is that of Saint Andrew, and the scene is the countryside looking west from a point south of 
the city. 


Speaking of this gift, there may be other families who have from time to time considered 
making such a gift. As is obvious, there are now only a certain number of available 
opportunities for the placing of windows. If any of us have any questions about this you have 
only to ask me for details of source, cost etc.

It wil] be a year of change and 
transition. There is one way we can all contribute to making it a very good year, by 
committing ourselves in faithfulness to the life of this wonderfully alive and creative 
parish, one where there is room for many spiritual journeys and for many ways of being 
Christian in today’s world, all of them centred on Our Lord Jesus Christ.

FAMILY FINANCES 


You may or not be one of those efficient folk who make personal or 
family budgets. Alas, | am not. But parishes have to, and the more going 
on the more necessary it is. Here is how our parish budget stands at the 
end of August. For the whole of 1992 we budgeted $467,000. If we were 
all absolutely up to date with our givings that would mean that by 
August 3 Ist $312,000 would have come in. What has actually come in to 
that date is $271,000. That means we are $41,000 behind where we 
should be. : 


Statements like this are always a simple portrait of something that is 
more complex. Some of us give once a year. Some of us are up to date 
or even ahead with our pledged giving. But whatever the small print is, 
this short report will be a reminder to us to continue to do our best part 
in what | have called the family budget. 


As we are talking about all this, once again I say a thank you to Grant 
Hanna our Treasurer who gives his gifts so generously to us.

It is the word 
the early Christians used where you and I would probably speak of 
community or fellowship. | wanted it to refer to everything that 
we try to do here together in Christ Church. 


The only catch is that it is not the easiest word in the world 
to get your tongue around if you are not very much into 
New Testament Greek. I notice that when most people 
refer to this parish newsletter they approach the title and 
then shy away from it, rather like a willing but nervous 
steed at Spruce Meadows coming right up to a jump and 
then balking! A stricken look comes over the person when 
they refer to the parish newsletter by name. Strange sounds 
come from the throat, the dreaded moment passes and a look of 
relief comes when I say something helpful such as "Oh, you mean Koinonia, don’t you”.

The lines of the 
design of the space may communicate serenity, 
majesty, peace. Space is immensely mysterious. 


Think now about another aspect of Christian faith. At the 
heart of the contemporary Christian experience is the 
Eucharist, the gathering place of modern people hungry and 
thirsty for the food and drink of God. At the heart of the 
Eucharist is the altar, the sacred table. As we move into the third 

_ millennium this sacred table needs to be given beautiful and 
proper placement. The eyes should be drawn naturally to it on 
entry, just as in a Gothic cathedral the eyes are naturally drawn 
upwards the moment we enter the great doors. 


Think now of a third mysterious element of worship, its song and music. 
Music is what we reach for when the mystery can no longer be expressed in 
words. It is important how and where we sing the sacred song and play the 
sacred music. 


These three elements join to give a parish church and its worship that 
intangible but most important thing — atmosphere. My great hope for Christ 
Church is that you can continue to work at a balance of these three elements, 
sacred space, the Eucharist, and the music of worship. These are at the heart 
of the life of this or any other parish. 
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A JOB WELL DORE 
Many people will havé encountered Tracy Lloyd over the last couple of months. 
She came to us for the single purpose of ensuring the ongoing health of youth 
work. To say she has done a good job is an understatement. She has a most 


obvious gift for this work and the results are obvious in what has been happening 


this Fall. Alas, Tracy could come to us only for this short term to the end of the 
year. In January she heads off to college to work towards her own ordained 
ministry. As she leaves she will take the gratitude of this whole parish for the 
contribution she has made among our youth. 


THE MINISTRY OF HEALING 


Some things in Christian faith are so old 

that when they reappear after some centuries 
we think them new. So it is with the simple but 
significant rite of the laying on of hands with 
prayer for healing. It is one of the most ancient 
elements in Christian faith. One wonderful thing about 
it is that it has always been seen as a ministry of the 
whole church, not just of those in the church who are 
ordained. 


In every age there are men and women who have felt called to 
this ministry, to listen to the prayers of others, to offer prayer 
themselves, and to lay hands on others in the name of Our Lord. 
Within our worship here at Christ Church this ministry has returned. It 
is a gift given to us to use as we would.

OUR COMPANION DIOCESE — TEMOTU 


Cyclone Nina devastated much of the Diocese of Temotu as it moved through the 
Solomon Islands during the first week of January. In response to this disaster in our 
Companion Diocese the ‘Called to Care’ committee sent two 
thousand dollars to Bishop Lazarus Munamua to assist with 
emergency relief effort. About 75% of the population have 
been left homeless and almost all of the people will be without 
food sources locally for the next six months. Churches, 
schools and the very limited medical buildings have also been 
devastated. 


If persons wishing to help made cheques out to the Diocese of 
Calgary — for the Diocese of Temotu the money would be 
deposited in the ANZ bank directly and enable help to reach our . 
companions more easily. These could be sent to the Synod Office at 3015 Glencoe:

them onward. Both the Bishop and his wife Christina were uninjured during the 
cyclone.

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to our losses, stimulated by opportunity and new directions now before us, and 
anticipating the arrival of our new Rector and Associate, it is important to remind 
ourselves that we are all part of the body of Christ and part of His ministry. Our 
worship, our programs and our stewardship are expressions of this and it is central 
that we participate fully and faithfully in them. 


REDISCOVERING OUR TRUE SELVES 


We are living in a world in which our intrinsic kindness has been violated. The 
Christian gospel asserts that God created us the sort of people for whom compassion 
is natural. But many of us have buried our true being. 


Thoughts along this line caused us at Christ Church this year to organize our Lenten 
Wednesday programme around the theme of "A Spirituality Named Compassion.” 


At our first session, on Ash Wednesday, we looked at several quotations in trying to 
understand what we mean by compassion. Quotations such as Jesus saying "Be 
compassionate as your Father is compassionate.” Or Meister Eckart: “You may call 
Him Goodness, you may call Him love, but the best name for God is Compassion.” Or 
Thomas Merton: “Compassion is a keen awareness of the interdependence of all living 
things which are involved in one another and are all part of one another.” And Henri 
Nouwen: "All—pervasive competition, which reaches into the smallest corners of our 
relationships, prevents us from entering into full solidarity with each other, and stands 
in the way of our being compassionate." 


The second evening Dr. Mathew Zachariah of the U. of C. 
Department of Education who hales from south India and is 
a member of St. James’ parish, helped us think about 
"Compassion in our Global Village”. We discussed how 
over 70% of the world’s population lives in 
underdeveloped countries, and how mass poverty 
threatens the interconnected world with social chaos 
unless eradication of its causes becomes a primary 
concern — for everyone. We realized that many 
are suffering from battle fatigue in the matter of 
aid to the third world. They are suffering from frustrations and doubts. Nevertheless, 
the fact of our interconnectedness compels us to continue to relate to the third world 
with empathy and compassion, primarily, for effectiveness, through non-government 
agencies. 


Another evening we looked at “Compassion for the Earth”. Thomas Berry, an RC. 
priest, who calls himself a geologian spoke to us through the VCR and asserted that 
none of the world’s religions has adequately approached the matter of humanity's 
place in God's creation. He points out that human beings are unique in creation in 
their self-awareness and awareness of God who is the source of all being, and of our 
threatened environment. Humanity is uniquely called upon to be co—creative with the 
God who is Compassion in maintaining the well—being of the planet. As Piérre Teilhard 
de Chardin puts it, "The future of the world is in our hands.” 


"Compassion and Living in the World” was the theme on the evening when our very 
own Peter Gzowski, Richard Osler, got together a “Morningside” panel made up of 
Dennis Burns, Stephen Brown and Pat Cashion. A fascinating discussion took place 
which took us into overtime, for no one seemed to want it to end. We learned that two 
members of the panel had actually lost their jobs for trying to be compassionate in a 
world in which compassion is “out of order”. Many people may be compassionate at 
home, but do not even try to carry their loving, caring nature into the workplace. 
Indeed they have been brain—washed by our world into thinking that kindness, 
compassion and civility in the workplace are in fact inappropriate. 


Such people, we considered, are totally unreal, in spite of their pretensions to 
practicality and results. For if, as we assert, compassion is the true reality and they 
have suppressed the compassion that is in them, then they do not understand 
themselves and others. They are lost in spite of their great power over other people's 
lives. 


As | write, we are looking forward to an evening of examining "Compassion and the 
Lepers of our Society”. A speaker from AIDS Calgary will be with us. 


I have reported what has been happening in adult study series #1. While we have been 
participating in this exploration, study #2, under Sally Boyles has been discussing 
"Nurturing Compassion in Families”. 

One evening,.this group used Jesus’ parable of the prodigal son as a means of 
examining compassion in families. Justice and caring in relation to money in families 
was the subject of another evening. 

As in our parish weekend at Entheos, the participation of Christ Church lay people in 
our programmes has proved outstanding. The wealth of human resources and the 
wondrous commitment of so many of our people which we have witnessed on these 
Wednesday evenings in this year of transition, has been heartening for us all. 
Compassion and commitment and competence are alive and well at Christ Church, 
Calgary.

But God's mercy is so abundant, and his love for us is so great, that while 
we were spiritually dead in our disobedience he brought us to life with 
Christ. It is by God’s grace that you have been saved. In our union with 
Christ Jesus he raised us up with him to rule with him in the heavenly 
world. He did this to demonstrate for all time to come the extraordinary 
greatness of his grace in the love he showed us in Christ Jesus. For it is by God’s grace 
that you have been saved through faith. It is not the result of your own efforts, but 
God's gift, so that no one can boast about it. God has made us what we are, and in our 
union with Christ Jesus he has created us for a life of good deeds, which he has 
already prepared for us to do.

IMPROVEMENTS anb RENOVATIONS 


An update on our plans for physical improvements around the Church and Rectory: 


As you know, plans were approved at the Annual Meeting to raise funds for necessary 
maintenance. To date, in excess of $6,000 dollars has been raised. We are moving ahead to 
contract for the replacement of the gym doors, which will enhance both accessibility and security. 
In addition, a considerable amount of painting has been accomplished and progress has been 
made in cleaning up the Church generally. Your continued support of this program is'very 
important as much needs to be done. Further information 
on specific projects may be obtained from the Wardens. 


Plans for work on the Rectory have altered somewhat, as 
it will be leased for the next year, consequently reducing 
our requirements for major work. Expenditures in the 
range of $6,000 — $7,000 are, however, required. 


Regarding major renovations to the Church, the feasibility 
of government grants is being examined. The extent of 
this funding will have a major impact on resources 
required and the extent of renovations, so our planning 
and priorities will be assessed as we understand this 
situation better. 


With respect to improvements to the Chancel, a 
presentation was recently made to Vestry by Fred 

- Valentine, and various alternatives are presently being 
costed. More about this soon. 
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SAFETY AND SUPERVISION 


There have been several tragic events around the world concerning 
the safety of young people. The Vestry wishes to remind 
parishioners involved with children’s groups that we require children 
under 14 years to be supervised at all times when they are on the 
church premises.

"Permit me to express my extreme gratitude to you for your magnificent benevolence and 
kind deed, a life-saving deed. Thank you for “supplying coal in the snowy weather” (a 
Chinese saying which means helping out in one’s moments of need), sending letters about 
me and a sum of money after my release from prison on Amnesty grounds, which enabled 
me to seek medical treatment for my broken body. 
I really don’t know how I am to repay you for this deed of great kindness. 
l earnestly pray that your organization will survive forever and that all your Amnesty 
workers enjoy a long and safe life. You are engaged in this world’s greatest peaceful 
undertaking and you have people's respect and admiration. You ensure the release of 
innocent victims of persecution, enabling them to have fresh hope and a new life, and for 
this the entire world’s righteous people will cheer and support you. With you around, | 
firmly believe that darkness will be overcome by light and evil by justice... .”

RECTOR’S LETTER 


Lent no longer has connotations of rigorous 
disclipine, either self-imposed or imposed by the 
Church. Instead we now use it as an opportunity for 
spiritual growth. LENT has its origins in the Old 
English word for Spring — lencten, and therefore 
growth in knowledge and in love for God and our 
neighbour is most appropriate. 


At Christ Church there are several opportunities for 
us to pursue this goal. The Lenten program on 
Wednesday evenings, starting in the church at 5:30 
pm., provides a mixed opportunity of worship, a meal 
together and study. The details are elsewhere in this 
edition. An Adult Inquiry class led by the Rev. David 
Ellis is another excellent way to deepen one’s faith. 
Then there are the ongoing Bible studies and support 
groups about which you can find out more by a 
phone call to the office (243—4680). I want to 
encourage you to use Lent for this purpose and 
consider making a Reaffirmation of your faith during 
the Baptism/Confirmation service, when the Bishop 
visits on April 10. Taking such a step in the company 
of others is a powerful means of growing in our 
Spiritual journey. 


On Sunday, January 30 we had an evening 
celebrating the fact that we are part of God's family 
and we were reminded of how all people everywhere 
are also part of God's concern. By using the word 
family to describe the complex and varied 
membership of Christ Church, we offer to those who 
have no family, a place where they can belong and 
discover brothers and sisters in Christ. Then from the 
strength we feel here, I believe it is critical to the life 
of the Church that we see ourselves in partnership 
with other people around the world. This partnership 
is being developed in the excellent work done by our 
National Church through the Primate’s World Relief 
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and Development Fund, and through the. 
educational materials provided by the ecumenical 
"The Ten Days for World Development.” It is 
important to realise that we are an integral part of 
this and to become actively involved in the wider 
vision. 

At our Vestry Retreat, we ended the day by 
dreaming together about some of the things we 
would love to see happening at Christ Church. There 
were many wonderful ideas. This is the first step 
when beginning to develop a long term plan of who 
and what we want to be. You may have some ideas 
too and I encourage you to share them with any 
member of Vestry and they will be considered. 
Feasibility comes after we have wrestled with the 
dreams. But even as you begin to think in this way, 
the Holy Spirit has a fresh opportunity to work in 
our midst. 


Since Spring is of such short duration in this part of 
the world, let us “seize the day” if such is Spring, 
and make the opportunities count.

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 


Last year, Vestry considered plans and priorities for 
capital improvements to Christ Church. The 
upgrading of washrooms and the installation of 
facilities for the handicapped were agreed to be 
immediate priorities, but it was the consensus of 
Vestry that a long—range plan that could be 
implemented in stages should also be developed. 


Government funds may be available to assist in 
providing facilities for the handicapped, such as 
washrooms and an elevator. An application has 
already been made to one fund. Another is 
currently being planned for a second fund, the 
Community Facilities Enhancement Grant. Funding 
(if it is appropriate) would be provided by the 
Province on the basis of Christ Church's role in the 
Elbow Park Community. The church is in almost 
constant use by various community groups and with 
government cut—backs in many areas it seems likely 
that the church and the various organizations who 
use the building will assume more social 
responsibilities in the future. 


It is important that any proposed changes to the 
church be made with the support of a large portion 
of the congregation. First, this building is our 
spiritual home, and members of the family should 
be consulted in such matters. Second, this 
endeavour would require your financial support and, 
where possible, your volunteer hours. The 
Community Facility Enhancement Grant is a 
matching Grant and we would be required to match 
government funds by either volunteer hours or 
dollars, or both. 


While we are blessed by having the sanctuary, office 
and Crump room on the main floor, persons who 
have difficulty negotiating stairs are precluded from 
attending Christian education sessions and meetings 
held upstairs or participating in events such as 
Lenten suppers and special luncheons downstairs. 
An elevator could open the entire church to these 
persons. 


Proposed changes such as an elevator or 
handicapped washrooms have also included more 
extensive dreams for the church that would improve 
accessibility for all and provide a less congested 
traffic flow to the Crump room. 


Any decisions made about these proposed 
renovations must be made with integrity; we cannot 
pretend that certain needs do not exist. We can 
acknowledge the need, but say that there are other 
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priorities that are more important. We must then 
turn our attention to these other matters. 


In any event, it is important for us to know: 


1. Do you rate as a high priority changes that would 
make Christ Church accessible to persons with 
physical disabilities? 

2. Do you rate as a high priority the installation of 
an elevator that connects all three levels of the 
Church? (It could be used as well for moving the 
TV, or transferring food from the downstairs 
kitchen to the upstairs). « 


3. Do you rate as a high priority making more 
extensive changes that could include, in addition 
to handicapped facilities, improvements to the 
nursery, the meeting rooms, or the creation of an 
additional, perhaps smaller, Quiet room. 


4. Do you have other priorities or needs we should 
know about? 


Please let us know your views. We hope to provide 
plans for various alternatives at a future date, but in 
the mean time, we request that you write a response 
to Margie Ramsay and leave it in the “Wardens and 
Clergy” box at church or mail it to Margie Ramsay at 
Suite 605, 318 — 26th Avenue SW., Calgary, Alberta, 
T2S 2T9.

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THANKS TO 
THE HEALING MINISTRY 


This past year I was privileged to participate in the 
Ministry of Healing at the morning services, not as a 
member of the team, but as a recipient of the 
ministry. Both times it was a warm, caring 
experience for me. 


1993 was a difficult year for me, and one Sunday 
morning as I was worried and concerned about the 
illness of a family member, I felt impelled to go to 
the chapel for prayers for healing. Later in the year I 
went again, this time for myself. 


I found the team members on both occasions to be 
loving, supportive, and compassionate. They went 
about their work in a quiet unobtrusive manner, 
asking for my reason for being there and how they 
could help. They prayed earnestly and thoughtfully, 
and skilfully directed my own petitions, from my 
perspective, towards God’s will for the future, asking 
for His guidance and help.

It is an excellent idea for this ministry to take place 
during the morning services, as I felt part of the 
congregation, yet also needed to be apart for a time 
for more prayer and meditation. Then I was able to 
rejoin the congregation for the remainder of the 
service, 


This has been my experience with this ministry. I 
recommend it to you if you have needs that would 
be met by it. I expect your experience may be 
different.

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NEWS and VIEWS from the 
NURSERY 


Presently, the Nursery operates at both the 9:15am. 
and 11:00am. services. It serves to provide care of 
infants and young children, so that their parents 
may participate in our Church's worship services. 


Parents usually assist in the provision of this care on 
a rotation basis. However, this past year enrollment 
has decreased and we do not have enough 
volunteers to care for these children. With parents 
already doing their "turn” in the Nursery, as well as 
teaching Sunday School, singing in the choir, ringing 
bells, serving as sidespersons, etc., the Nursery does 
not have a sufficient supply to call upon. 


This current state gives us three options: 


1. Secure at least two paid people to staff the 
Nursery each Sunday morning. 


2. Close the nursery when no one has committed to 
care for the children on a given Sunday. 


3. Expand the roster supply to anyone in the parish 
who would volunteer for this ministry. 


The first option appears workable, but where would 
the funds come from? Are we as a Christian 
community comfortable with employing people to 
do this "job"? 

Closing the nursery on days when volunteers are not 
available is also a possibility. However, when do we 
begin to welcome and nourish our youngest 
generation? What message do we wish to deliver to 
the families who desire to worship and serve with 
us? 

Our third option directs us to the congregation— 
at—large, again, a feasible solution. This is a large 
parish with many talents. Can we rise to this 
challenge? Can we save the parish another financial 
strain? Can we offer a welcoming Christian 
environment to the infants, young children and 
parents of Christ Church? The Nursery is oftentimes 
a young family’s initial entrance to our community. 
How can Christ Church share in God's ministry to 
HIS future generation? 


As outgoing co-ordinator for the Nursery, I 
encourage all of you to prayerfully consider your 
responses to these options. Your prayers will show 
us God's Plan and the action He requires of the 
Christ Church community. Please also join me in 
prayer for the development of a committee of two 
or three to coordinate this action. Are you being 
called to this ministry?

BAPTISMS 
AT CHRIST CHURCH 


This summary of Baptismal practice is for everyone 
to read since every member is potentially involved 
as a parent, grandparent, godparent, friend and 
because the whole congregation takes some 
responsibility to support the newly baptised. 


We always have the Sacrament of Holy Baptism at 
one of the main services on certain Sundays, which 
are related generally to the Church calendar, and 
the dates for the next year are listed below. We do 
not have “private” baptisms any longer, nor special 
requests for Sundays other than those fixed below. 
Godparents must be baptised Christians themselves 
as they have important questions to answer 
regarding their faith and the example they will be 
for the baptised child. We require preparation for 
this important decision which is being made 
publicly. A team of lay people lead the preparation 
classes. If a request for baptism comes from 


someone not able to become part of the Christ 
Church family because they live far away, 
arrangements are made to connect that family with 
their nearest Anglican Church. In summary, we 
welcome all who desire baptism and rejoice with 
them, but we make sure they understand this 
summary of the responsibilities that go with their 
decision.

WASHROOM RENOVATIONS 


Renovations will be made to the main floor 
washrooms this summer! This has been made 
possible by a grant from the Recreation Parks and 
Wildlife Foundation for the sum of $15,000.00 
These funds, which we have been directed by the 
Foundation to apply to washrooms, will be used to 
make one unisex wheelchair accessible washroom 
and a two—stall women’s washroom in the space 
presently occupied by the men’s and women’s 
washrooms and the janitorial closet. 


The latter, which contains a slop sink, must be 
relocated on the main floor. We are most 
appreciative of the assistance from the Recreation, 
Parks and Wildlife Foundation in this project and are 
pleased with this recognition of Christ Church’s role 
in the community. 


Two factors were essential to making our application 
to the fund successful: ‘one was the supportive 
letters written by groups from the community who 
use Christ Church's facilities, the other was the 
generous response to the Building Improvement 
Fund initiated last year. 


The work accomplished this past year as a result of 
this fund indicated our commitment to keeping this 
building a pleasant, safe and practical place for 
Church and community members to gather. To those 
of you who gave your support through letters and 
donations: THANK YOU. 


The proposed changes to the washrooms are 
ambitious and costs may exceed our grant simply 
because much of the plumbing is either worn out or 
does not meet current building standards. If you 
would like to assist in this project by making a 
donation to the Building Improvement Fund, we 
would welcome your participation. Such assistance 
would ensure that the project can be entirely 
completed this summer.

RECEIVED BY A FRIEND 
FROM JERUSALEM (i mid-April 


Well, 1 must start this letter with an apology for not 
responding to you earlier but life has been so tense 
here since the massacre that it is all I could do to 
get through the days with the needs of the family. | 
have tried to reach out as much as possible to 
friends here who have been under curfew, living in 
very dangerous areas. .. The same week of that 
horrible event, the streets around the College were 
riddled with soldiers and tear gas and shooting 
incidents were happening every day. We went up to 
Galilee for a break and ended up getting caught in 
the middle of sniper fire from the Jordanian border! 
We were at Hamat Gader, a family theme park and, 
of course, we didn’t understand the Hebrew 
instructions to take cover! It was quite a time!... 
Things seem to have settled down here, at least for 
the time being. People are avoiding the West Bank 
as stones are flying so that we confine our lives to 
the safer parts of Jerusalem. For the Easter break, 
we went with the course on the bus as far as the 
Sallylands Hotel. The boys and I spent a glorious 4 
days on the beach while Richard took the group off 
to the desert. He then came back and picked us up 
and we all went as a family to Jordan. It was a 
marvellous trip! The ferry to Aqaba was quite an 
adventure with me being the only woman on the 
top deck with Saudi labourers strewn everywhere. I 
was continually stared at, so put on the hood of my 
jacket and spent the entire 7 hour journey facing the 
wall! Fortunately I was still plodding through The 
Source so that distracted me amply.

A GOLDEN LETTER TO 
CHRIST CHURCH 


The “Vicar” of Christ Church received a letter in 
April from Mr. L.S. Norman, 111 Penhill Cres., St. 
Johns, Worcester, England. 


On April 8th, 1944 R.A.F Sgt. Pilot Les Norman 
married Rose May Abraham in Christ Church. Les 
was a flying instructor at De Winton and Rose was 


from Arnprior Ontario. After honeymooning in Banff, 


they lived with Mrs. H. Desson? on 16th Ave. NW. 


Rose became a war bride when Les was moved back 
to England in May 1945 and found life in post—war 
England difficult coping with loneliness, the cold and 
rationing. Les and Rose benefited from “Care” 
packages sent by Rose's family. Les says he still has 
the bubble Christmas tree lights received in 1951. 


Their fourth child was born in 1957 and by 1961 Les 
was working as an engineer on guided missile 
systems for the government. In 1966, Les and Rose 
became tenants to a brewery and took on a Public 
House. Rose ran the pub while Les retained his day 
job, helping Rose in the evenings. 


Two of their children have emigrated to Canada and 
two remain in England. ‘Les closes his letter by 
saying; 

"Thank you for reading this far, you are welcome to 
do as you wish with this information. Please say a 
prayer for us, especially “Rosie O'Grady” who really 
is a credit to Canada.”

CHANCEL RENOVATIONS 


By now many of you will be aware that a significant 
plan has been developed to improve the existing 
conditions in the chancel area. What started out as a 
modest experiment has led to a more ambitious 
plan which we believe will result in a very exciting 
solution to a number of issues which have been of 
concern for some time. 


The major issues that affect the use of the chancel 
space are light, sound, function, and focus. 
The lighting issue revolves around inad- 
equate levels of light, such that the 
chancel space is darker than the 
nave. While this problem could be 
remedied with the introduction of 

more artificial light, this solution is 

static and precludes any mystery 

and symbolism of the progression 

of natural light into the space. 

Therefore, the optimum solution 
here is to introduce natural light into a 
the space through the insertion of a win- : 
dow into the east end. 


The sound problems emanate from the fact that 
the chancel roof line is considerably lower than the 
nave roof. The result is that up to 30% of all sound 
(organ and choir) is lost. It is as if the music is com- 
ing from a separate room. The initial impetus for the 
experiment was to place the choir in the west gal- 
lery so they would sing into the same room (the 
nave) in which the congregation was seated. The 
conclusion from that experiment is that the sound is 
greatly enhanced when the choir is situated in the 
gallery. The problem is that you cannot separate the 
choir from the organ. The time delay between choir 
and organ makes it very difficult to balance sound 
and maintain a consistent tempo. 


The best solution to the sound problems is to place 
the choir and organ together in the west gallery al- 
lowing them to combine effectively and maximize 
the sound potential. They would both sing directly 
into the same space in which they are meant to be 
heard. 


The function issue relates to the fact that our chan- 
cel was not built to accommodate a fairly large, free- 
standing organ. The organ occupies about one third 
of the existing chancel space. The choir, clergy and 
altar are crammed into the remaining space. The 
chancel area is simply not large enough to accom- 
modate all of these functions, so that the net result 
is clutter and congestion. An obvious corollary to 
this point is that the space lacks focus. The 
organ becomes too prominent and the li- 
turgical focus, which should be the 
proper function of the space, be- 
comes lost. While this issue is easy 
to overlook, because we have be- 
come accustomed to the existing 
arrangement, the impact on the 
congregation of re—emphasizing 
the central liturgical acts of wor- 
ship should not be minimized. 


In summary, the plan would relocate 
the choir and organ to the gallery and 
extend the gallery by approximately one 

bay into the nave in order to adequately ac- 
commodate them. The rose window in the west wall, 
which would otherwise be covered by the organ, 
would be transferred to the east wall of the chancel, 
thereby allowing natural light into the worship 
space. The chancel furniture would be reduced and 
rearranged to strengthen the emphasis on the altar 
area. While cost estimates are not yet complete, it is 
anticipated that a special gift already pledged spe- 
cifically for this project would defray the majority of 
the costs. 


A special meeting of the parish to review this pro- 
posal in detail and respond to questions or con- 
cerns will be held at 12 noon in the Crump Room on 
Sunday, May 15th immediately following the 11 o'- 
clock service. Please mark your calendars and plan 
to attend as this is a unique opportunity to obtain 
more information and provide your input to what 
we believe is a very exciting and workable proposal.

THE WINDOW OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 


Although many of us have called it the Rose Window, 

William preached an informative homily on what 
should rightly be called the Holy Spirit Window. Here 
are some of the highlights from it. 


The beautiful circular window of blue, purple, yellow, 
green and orange stained glass now located in the 
east end of the Church is a symbolic representation 
of the Gifts of the Holy Spirit. 


At the top in green coloured glass is the symbol of the 
dove which is how the Spirit is described at the Baptism 
of Jesus. 


Radiating out from the central purple Star are seven shafts of 
light representing the seven gifts of the Holy spirit mentioned in Isaiah 11 verse 2 — Wisdom, 
Understanding, Counsel, Fortitude, Knowledge, Piety, Fear of the Lord. At the end of each 
shaft of light there are orange and gold irregular small pieces of glass, representing the 
distribution of gifts to all people. 


The window was made in England at Coventry in 1955 and was designed and executed by 
Keith New who also designed three of the name windows in Coventry Cathedral at about the 
same time. 

We are indeed fortunate to have such an inspiring piece of art at the front of our beautiful 
church.

CONGRATULATIONS TO MICHAEL FORBES! 


We were proud and pleased to hear that Michael had been chosen as a member of the Canadian 
Team to attend the International Physics Olympiad in Beijing, China, for 10 days in July — and that he 
won TWO bronze medals! 


Having watched Michael's progress through Christ Church — boys choir, youth group, server, adult 
choir — many of us are admirers of his and now know that this circle has grown internationally. 


Competitors in the Olympiad are teams of 5 members from 47 countries. Members study together 
as a team but each is judged individually. 


The rigorous selection process starts with six tests of problem sets throughout the school year. The 
top 20 Western students go to University of British Columbia for further tests by the Canadian 
Association of Physicists and for the National Selection exam. Any high school student is allowed to 
write the exams if they have been missed earlier in the process. Similar steps are taken in Eastern 
Canada. 


The top 20 students from across Canada were invited to a training 
camp in May, this year held in Lennoxville, PQ. There, for one week, 
they enjoy lectures, tests and challenging afternoon labs. From this 
high powered group the top 5 are selected for Team Canada. This 
year there were three students from Quebec, a young woman from 
Ontario and Michael. 


During the 10 day Olympiad only two days were devoted to 
competitions. There were five—hour exams in both the theoretical 
and experimental lab sections which included thorough 
measurements as well as error analysis. Michael won the Bronze for 
overall performance as well as a bronze in the theoretical section. 


For the other eight days of the Olympiad there were opportunities for networking and sightseeing 
including a visit to the Great Wall. Michael found it expanded his horizons and brought the world 
alive to meet those so culturally different yet with similar interests from all over the globe. For 
example, the top overall female competitor was a young woman from Iran, whose dress covered her 
completely except for her face. 


Michael is now attending UBC on a National Scholarship of $26,000 for four years. He will be taking 
a broad based, first year program called Science One that is an integration of chemistry, physics, 
biology and math. He will also be doing computer science in the co—op program.

A TRIUMPHANT MOVE 


Our sixteen year old Kney organ was moved from the chancel area to the gallery this past 
summer. We had an extremely tight deadline as this instrument was used for the first round 
of competition in the Calgary International Organ Festival, on October 7 and 8. 


The move was completed in time and everything 


gee a went quite smoothly for the competition. with the 
j superior acoustics in the gallery, Steve Miller (our 
master of the move) was able to make some 
l | ey adjustments to the instrument, such as lowering the 
wind pressure, rearranging the Spanish Trumpets 


and fanning them out more, all of which made the 
organ sound much warmer. 
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The competitors all were very impressed, with Suzanne Rohn, bronze medal winner, 
declaring it her favourite instrument in Calgary. The jury all had a chance to play it. Simon 
Preston, artistic director of the festival said it sounded like a different instrument in its new 
location, while juror Naji Hakim pronounced its present location as perfect. 


On October 12 a group of music critics from Canada and the US, led by William Littler of the 
Toronto Star, held their critics forum in our church and spent another hour learning about the 
organ and having it demonstrated for them. 


The instrument was also featured on CBC radio when various performances by the 
competitors were played. A film of the entire competition has been made which includes the 
moving of our organ and the first round of competition at Christ Church. Dates and times of 
airing will be printed in the bulletin when confirmed. Christ Church should be very pleased 
with what has happened in these last few months. The move and competition were a 
resounding success!

SOMETHING IS MISSING 


Throughout the excitement of the summer renovations and the Calgary International 
Organ Festival there has been one constant that has gone virtually unmentioned. The 
author of the previous two items is too modest to blow her own horn so we will blow 
it for her. 


Margie Newman was the constant and steady hand on the tiller. Regardless of the 
other issues involved, there is no doubt now that moving the organ to the gallery was, 
accoustically, the right decision. Without Margie’s persistance, our organ would 
probably still remain hidden under its hay stack in the chancel. 


Margie’s daily, if not hourly, attention to the details of the renovations and the organ 
move ensured that there was a minimum amount of delay. Margie, together with 
Larry Johnson, provided Fred Valentine, the contractor and Steve Miller (the fellow 
who moved the organ) with the environment to ensure communications were open 
and issues were resolved quickly. 


Timing is everything. Literally hours after Steve Miller tuned the last pipes, Margie put 
the Kney through its paces playing the Widor Toccatta for John Edward Searchfield’s 
wedding, playing a short recital for the Organ Crawl and finally stepping aside to let 
the competitors practice relentlessly before the Christ Church recital round started 
six days later. Margie opened the church early in the morning and was often driving 
the competitors back to the Palliser hotel after midnight. Even after the Christ Church 
recital round was over, the competitors insisted that they practice on the Kney. During 
the two weeks surrounding the Organ Festival, the Kney received about a years worth 
of play and it allowed the organ to settle in much faster than normal. 


The proof of the pudding is in the tasting and oh what a tasting we had! Curiously 
only a few parishioners came to hear the Christ Church recital round but those who 
did attend were treated to a truly spirtual event. Our organ had its coming—out and 
was finally heard as it was intended. 


At the final concert in the Jack Singer Hall, all the participants and organizers were 
mentioned and thanked, except for Margie Newman. The organizers forgot her but 
we shouldn't. Remeber, when Margie plays a voluntary, don’t jump up and start 
chattering, sit quietly and listen carefully to the gift she is giving to you. It is more 
valuable, and is offered to you with more love than you think.

MEGANTIC MEMORIES 


When you start writing a book about memories, 
you never know where they will take you. That was 
the experience of Calgary author Laurel Buck as she 
wrote about her memories and family history 
around Megantic county in Quebec. She could write 
with ease about her maternal family but she found 
herself blocked when she tried to write about her 
father’s family. Reluctantly she realized she would 
have to be the one to deal with “the open secret” of 
her family. She would have to integrate long past 
memories into her present life. 


She was given grace to do this through the healing 
team at Christ Church Elbow Park and by Rev. Sally 
Boyles — grace to deal with the suicide of her 
father’s father. 


When Laurel and her husband, Rev. John Buck, were 
in Montreal in May 1993, at a weekend Festival of 
English Speaking Writers of Quebec, they found a 
veritable renaissance of writers and publishers in 
English. Laurel signed up. She approached 
Shoreline Publishers about ideas that eventually 
turned into Stream of Memory: Reflections of 
Megantic County. It was interesting that an Alberta 
author ultimately came into print through grants to 
a Quebec publisher from Canada Council and the 
Quebec government. 


Response from French Canadians in the Megantic 
area was, "When will it be translated?” That is in the 
works. One translator that Laurel might work with 
found it ”...heartening to see a Quebec writer that is 
Alberta based illuminating the goodwill that we 
know exists between her family and their French 
neighbours." 


Her publisher provided a first class launching for 
this book with appearances in the same Montreal 
bookstore where Mordecai Richler had appeared 
the night before; at Bishop’s University in 
Lennoxville, PQ: at the Eastern Townships Research 
Centre Conference; the Megantic Historical Society: 
and the Beaconsfield Quebec Family History 
Society. Laurel also appeared with pro—federalist 
broadcaster and retired Senator Solange 
Chaput—Rolland, now 75, at the Montreal General 
Hospital “Expressions 94” conference to promote 
creativity in seniors. The focus was on the written 
word. 


Publishers have noticed there is writing being 
undertaken by seniors drawing together a life time 
of Canadian experience. Threads are drawn together 
across Canada about living through the depression, 
war, migration from rural locations to urban settings 
and the decline in family numbers.

LENT 


Lent has had a chequered history in the life of the Church. It began as a 
preparation time for Baptism at Easter. The length of time devoted to this 
varied from a few days in the first and second centuries to the forty days 
we now have. The strictness of the observance has also varied, from 
much fasting and special devotions to the present general custom, (as 
we do at Christ Church) of a mid—week study and an extra Lenten 
Eucharist. Lent is also an opportunity for personal growth in faith. We 
can do this by taking on the discipline of extra prayer or by reading 
some books that will provoke thought and deepen spiritual life and faith. 
I would encourage you to look through the selection in our library, 
particularly in the Devotional or Spirituality sections. Marcus Borg’s 
Meeting Jesus Again for the First Time is a suggestion that comes to mind. 


Communication is a major issue in a parish such as ours. The Sunday Bulletin 
reaches only those who come to the services on that particular Sunday. Even by repeating items, we still 
only reach a small portion of our total membership. Your recently elected Vestry will be looking at this 
whole issue during their orientation day in February. The Courier is an important means of Parish 
Communication since it reaches every home. So let me use it to explain one symbolic act that occurs in 
both Liturgies we use. I refer to the Peace. The origin of this greeting was a sign between worshippers of 
God's forgiveness and acceptance. We say to our neighbours "May God’s/Christ’s peace be with you”, 
and they return the greeting. It is not an introduction of yourself nor a time to say "Good Morning”; that 
ought to happen following the service or before it begins. Reconciliation with God cannot be separated 
from our desire for peace and love for our neighbour. I hope you will bear this important point in mind 
next time you are invited to share the sign during worship. 


I would like to acknowledge and thank a group of people whose commitment often goes unmentioned. I 
am referring to those who act as chairpersons for our many committees and activities. I believe strongly 
that these positions should be for a specific term, in most cases this would be two years. Just recently 
the leadership has changed in the following activities; the Library, the A.CW., the House Groups, Sunday 
Coffee and Called to Care. Last September, many others stepped down from other groups while others 
took on new responsibilities. The parish is enriched by this changing and expanding group of leaders. 


May the work of the Holy Spirit be evident in our midst.

HANDS ON THE BIBLE 
Lenten Series 
Wednesdays in Lent 


Our Lenten program this year will consist of 5:30 p.m. Pot Luck Supper 
6:30 p.m. Eucharist and Bible Study from 7:00 — 8:30 p.m. 


Our goal is to give an overview of the structure of the Bible over the six 
weeks of our time together. We hope to discover how God speaks to us 
through God's involvement with the people of Israel and in the life and 
work of Christ. The Bible unfolds a developing understanding of God's 
purpose of creation and redemption for humanity. Each evening will 
introduce one important section of the Bible through selected readings. 
Then there will be discussions of themes from the readings in small groups. 


Reading ahead would certainly enrich the experience of the whole study! 
Here are the selected readings for the six weeks: 


March 1 (Ash Wed.) The Law: Genesis 12; Exodus 14: Leviticus 19. 

March 8 The Prophets: Isaiah 38; Jeremiah 19; Ezekiel 37. 

March 15 The Writings: Job 1; Psalm 65; Song of Songs 5. 

March 22 Epistles of Paul: Galatians 3; 2 Corinthian 5; 1 Corinthians 15. 

March 29 The Gospels: Luke 6: 17—38; Matthew 17: 14—23; Mark 8: 31-33. 
April 5 Our story: ] Peter 2:4—10; 1 John 3:11—24; Hebrews 12: 12-29. 


The study will begin with some introductory remarks by Roy Darcus about the readings and 
then we will break into our groups for discussion. They will end about 8:00 p.m. when we will 
gather together as a full group to discuss the insights we may have gained from our study. 


Any translation of the Bible will serve, but if you are looking 
to buy one, I would recommend the New Revised Standard 
Version, since it is the one we use here in our liturgy. It aims 
at inclusive language in translating the intent of the authors. 
A variety of translations, however, can shed light on the 
passages under study. 


My thanks to the Christian Education committee, chaired by 
Jill Burns, which brought together the general idea for this 
series. Hope that everyone will enjoy our study and our 
discussion!

The 1994 year ended with a $27,955 operating 
deficit, largely due to a decrease in estimated 
revenues (givings) of $33,000. In 1993 our deficit 
was $18,776, so our total deficit has reached 
$46,731. 


The 1995 Budget presented at the Annual General 
Meeting was designed to reduce expenditures by 
some $26,000, compared to 1994 actuals and create 
a $15,000 surplus (to be applied to the deficit). 
There were two important amendments to the 1995 
Budget before it was carried. 


The first, "that salaries be retained at the 1994 level, 
based on our ability to finance a temporary shortfall 


to cover these salaries and raise funds through 
increased contributions or other options including a 
temporary reduction in our contribution to the 
Diocese. Increased contributions and other fund 
raising options are to be developed by the 
Stewardship Committee as directed by the 
parishioners” 


In order to do this the original 1995 revenue 
estimated of $475,600 was increased to $484,100. 
The second amendment, “that immediate action be 
taken on the deficit followed by an early review. 
Out of the Annual General Meeting comes our 
challenge for 1995. 
1. To increase our revenues for 1995 and create a 
$15,000 surplus. 


2. An immediate attack on this deficit in the Ist 
quarter of 1995 which many parishioners have 
already undertaken. 


A general meeting is tentatively planned for April 
30, 1995 to discuss and review our progress. 


We look upon this challenge as a total parish 
undertaking and ask for your commitment, 
comments and prayers.

REPORT FROM VESTRY 


The December meeting of Vestry was devoted 
principally to three topics: 

fo planning for the Christmas services, 

I the budget, and 

WE a presentation from St. Paul’s Church, 

Midnapore. 

After a written summary of parishioners’ comments 
at the parish wide budget meeting, a motion was 
passed: 


That the wardens consider a plan for clearing our debt 
in two years, and that the kick—off is at the Annual 
General Meeting, January 29, 1995. 


Mr. Chris Spence, from the New Church 
Development committee of St. Paul’s Midnapore, 
and Mr. Steve Koning, representing the Calgary 
Diocese, made a presentation on the plans for 
fundraising for construction of a new church at 
Midnapore (total estimated cost of the land is 
$800,000, and of the church is $600,000). A copy of 
their brochure outlining details is available from 
vestry members 


They were seeking permission to fund—raise in 
Christ Church in 1995. Discussion after their 
departure produced a motion to send a letter 
allowing them to fund—raise here with the following 
stipulations; they must incorporate into their 
material information prepared by Christ Church on 
our own financial status and needs, and they must 
wait until March 1995. The letter also expressed

concerns about the sufficiency of their own financial 
resources, and about the need for a Diocesan plan 


for church expansion. 


Other items: 
I= the power of the spotlights on the rose 
window has been increased to improve 
appearance during evening services: 
the patronal festival dinner was a fine 
success, with 112 attending, and even a 
small budget surplus. 
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The January vestry meeting focused on thank—you’s 
to the outgoing vestry members and on the budget 


for 1995. 


A motion to include in newspaper advertisements 
for Christ Church which services are BCP and which 


BAS was defeated. 


Some important items from committee reports are 
that the House Committee is concerned that the 
church is being left unlocked about 10% of the time, 
and that there is an urgent need for more people to 


become involved with newcomers, as the 
"committee” is now one person. 


Plans were proceeding well for the January “feeding 
of Calgary's hungry” dinner at St. Mary's Cathedral. 


(About 800 guests, including many children, 


attended and about 1100 meals were served. Fruit 
and day old donuts were available to take home.)

COMMUNICATION AT CHRIST CHURCH 


During 1994 vestry has examined several matters 
related to communications at Christ Church. To do 
this a number of steps were taken. Input and ideas 
were solicited from wardens and vestry members. A 
careful review was done of the people's warden sur- 
vey done in 1993 of our committees and group lead- 
ers. Also reviewed were all input re- 
ceived — from parishioners in 1994; 
from parish home visits; meetings — 
regarding chancel renovations; and 
the budget meeting in November. 
Based on this assessment attempts 
are under way to implement sugges- 
tions and improvements as re- 
sources allow. 
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Parishioners have asked for more 
regular information on the financial 
status of the church, and more on 
church programs. Since The Courier 
is the only communications tool we 
presently have for reaching every 
parish household at least four times 
a year, we will ensure each issue pro- 
vides regular financial updates. We 
will also include over the year more information 
about our activities, highlighting those areas where 
there is the greatest need for increased involve- 
ment. Each Courier issue will contain reports on re- 
cent vestry meetings. 


As requested a new brochure has been prepared 
listing parish activities. It is called Welcome to Christ 
Church, and is available at the doors or from the 
sidespeople. It will be provided to newcomers to in- 
troduce them to our worship and life. 


The importance of welcome to newcomers, and of 
our efforts to inform them and to integrate them 
into our parish, was one of the areas of greatest pri- 
ority that parishioners mentioned during the home 
visits. Many good ideas have been put forward to 
address this, but they need the commitment of peo- 
ple to be implemented. 


For example, it is difficult for new people to attend 
coffee time when it means entering a room full of 
strangers, all busily talking to one another. Some 
parishes address this by having a newcomers’ table. 
The table is clearly marked and has two greeters to 


welcome newcomers, answer questions, give infor- 
mation and provide special name tags which denote 
they are new. The greeters then introduce newcom- 
ers and help involve them in conversation. This 
process can smooth the way for new people and 
make them much more likely to want to attend the 
coffee time. Many parishioners have 
commented positively on the new 
name tags, which make it easier for 
us all to learn names, and are cer- 
tainly a help for our new clergy. 


There are several other communica- 
tions matters which will be under 
consideration in 1995. It would be 
helpful to have your thoughts on 
them. One is the weekly bulletin. In 
1994 some improvements were 
made by adding the names of lay 
readers, and by creating more space 
through removing the tear—off strip 
for newcomers. This strip was re- 
placed with a well-designed form 
for newcomers to complete. Other 
improvements could be made to 
make the bulletin more readable. 


Homecoming Sunday has recently been less suc- 
cessful than we would like in promoting the involve- 
ment of parishioners in parish life. Please add your 
ideas to ours on how this might be improved. 


A well—functioning vestry is certainly a key factor in 
good parish communication, and we have been 
blessed with groups of caring, committed and 
hard—working people who have formed our vestry 
throughout the history of Christ Church. The dra- 
matic period of change our parish has recently been 
through, coupled with the fact that some vestry 
members are relatively new to the parish, have 
caused us to revise our preparation for the incom- 
ing vestry at their February retreat. This year it will 
incorporate a more formal orientation. 


We welcome, and indeed require, your thoughts on 
communication in our parish. Please share them 
with any vestry member, the wardens or clergy, or 
by calling the vestry member specifically charged 
with the responsibility for communications, Vicki 
Crossley, at 251-7348.

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PENTECOST 


As summer approaches, our thoughts and energies turn very much to enjoying all the 
opportunities it offers. We can come and go more easily, we can relax a bit from the busy 
schedules we follow. We can let summer's surge of growth overtake us without worrying 
overmuch about preparation and patience. 


Often this growth is unnoticed. Often we are swept along by the w 
season's own energy. We decide to take a break from pushing 
ourselves too much, perhaps. But oddly enough, that’s very much 
how God may deepen our awareness of the depth of life, the depth 
of God's presence in it. This presence is called the Holy Spirit.

MY GAZA EXPERIENCE 


This Report comes via Mary Pike from Marlene Wiens, who, with her 
husband Bob, attended Christ Church for several years .. . 


> > 
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Opportunity often presents itself when one 
becomes open to the positive rewards of change. 
And yet, the decision to go to Gaza to supervise 15 
Palestinian students in their 3 month Rehabilitation 
Studies practicum was not an easy one to make, as it 
meant making a break with the familiar and reaching 
out beyond my professional experience. Dr. Aldred 
Neufeldt, coordinator of the University of Calgary 2 
year program in Gaza, explained that the entrance 
requirement was a pre—existing diploma or degree 
(e.g. physiotherapy, nursing, arts, sciences), and the 
purpose was to train case managers in community 
re—integration. 


My first tasks, on arrival in November 1994, were to 
teach the students the concepts and terminology of 
the assessment tools to be used, and to find the 90 
referrals required for the practicum. 


The majority of our clients were spinal cord injured. 
Many of them had received physical rehabilitation in 
the West Bank. Returning home, however, required 
considerable adjustment due to environmental 
barriers, financial restrictions and poor social 
services. 


Our students strove to overcome their own feelings 
of inadequacy in the face of the enormous needs 
presented by their clients and met the challenges by 
networking in their communities and collaborating 
with existing institutions and non—governmental 
organizations. They were pleased, even exhilarated, 
with their results. 


Two of the students faced societal and 
environmental barriers head on when they 
organized an introductory computer course for 
disabled individuals. In order to accomplish this 


premiere 3 month course for 15 participants, they 
linked businesses and agencies together. 
Considerable persuasion was required as the needs 
of the disabled community are not considered first 
and foremost in a society which has undergone 
occupation and warfare, and now suffers high 
unemployment. 


Although my purpose in going to Gaza was not to 
"do" or “teach” physiotherapy, my professional 
experience was very useful. Throughout the 68 
supervised home visits made with the students, I 
was able to evaluate home programs and the need 
for home modification and equipment. I was 
challenged along with the students, to look beyond 
my professional domain and to look at health from 
the macro perspective, considering the individual in 
the context of the family and community when 
determining needs and solving problems. It was a 
great experience! 


Leaving one’s home, family and friends was not 
easy, but the rewards are irrefutable. I have been 
enriched by the experience and the new friendships. 
I'd do it again.

PS. I will be leaving for Bogota, Colombia this 
summer. This time, it was my husband who was 
offered the opportunity. My “vocation” in Bogota is 
not yet defined, but I hope to be able to apply some 
measure of what I learned in Gaza. 


HIGHLITES 
FROM 
VESTRY 


The February meeting focused on the financial 
management of the parish and on stewardship 
activities for this year. Plans were initiated for an 
every member visitation to take place this fall. Prior 
to this the parish list will be updated: it now has 
over 800 households on it. To help ensure careful 
spending a letter will go to each committee 
outlining their budget. A letter has also been sent to 
St. Paul's Midnapore indicating that due to our 
deficit this is not an appropriate time for them to 
fund-—raise for a new church within the parish of 
Christ Church. Thanks were offered to those 
planning the recent parish weekend; evaluations of 
the weekend were generally good. 


The March meeting dealt with feedback about 
changes in the celebration of the Eucharist at the 
9:15 service, and the need to continue working on 
the logistics of these changes. There was also 
considerable discussion about priorities and 
planning for the parish, with each vestry member 
being asked to submit their priorities in writing. A 
tabulation of these indicated the three main areas of 
concentration should be: community building, 
programs and enriching our worship services, with 
the last area receiving the most comments. 


There was discussion of a letter from the bishop 
outlining a fund-raising campaign for the college of 
Emmanuel and St. Chad, and its request that Christ 
Church contribute $27,600 over five years. A motion 
was passed designating a special Sunday for this 
campaign. 

Because of concerns about lock—up and security, a 
motion was passed that Christ Church be locked by 


10:30 pm and that all user groups will be informed 
and required to adhere to this policy. 


The April meeting centred on the revised 1995 
budget to be presented at the special meeting of 
the whole parish on April 30. 


BUDGET REVIEW 
MEETING 


Our budget review meeting was held on April 30, 
1995 to review the financial progress on our debt 
reduction. 


As you know, we had accumulated an operating 
debt of $46,731 at the end of 1994. Ninety 
parisioners have responded to our debt reduction 
fund with contributions totalling $9,358. We thank 
them for their support! 


Our 1995 budget was designed to reduce 
expenditures but despite our lower expenses we 
have an operating deficit of $19, 758 at March 31, 
1995. (this is in addition to our debt from previous 
years)

any is perhaps a word we have heard too much of these days, but 
it speaks to our need to feel in control of our lives and destinies. Currently 
we express this need through such notions as "democracy", "independence", 
and "autonomy." They convey our right to make free choices and our willingness 
to live with their consequences. 


At Christ Church we celebrate the feast of Christ the King as our patronal 


festival. The word King implies sovereignty as exercised through a human being. 
In ancient times a king was the direct representative of God as the one who 


- exercised sovereignty in human affairs. Gradually sovereignty became invested 


in the people, and Kings and Queens (if adept at surviving), now serve mainly as 
a focus of unity for the people. 


So how is Christ a sovereign? The reign of Christ makes us ask what ultimate end 
our own sovereignty really serves. To what length do we take our independence 
and autonomy? Our real challenge today is to reconnect ourselves with others in 
their independence and autonomy. The real issue today is to rediscover 
common ground for the severely privatized and isolated members of today's 
society. 


Christ the King is our hope that this common ground does exist. Under the 
sovereignty of Christ we remind ourselves of our true need to worship God as 
the very depth of our common life and destiny as human beings. Kings are 
connectors. Christ the King is loyal to us as his sacred charge. We are called to 
rekindle our own loyalty to a reality which is deeper than our own personal 
independence and autonomy, as important as they may be. Our celebration of 
the feast of Christ the King is Christ Church's special and corporate way of 
bearing witness to this truth. 


May we all enjoy the festivities of our patronal festival. As well, may our Advent 
season be a time when we renew our hope in God's love for this world.

CONSULTATION 
For The 9:15 Service 


he ast May and June members of Christ Church were invited to complete a 
G&A" Consultation Concerning the 9:15 Eucharist" form, particularly 
concerning the first and third Sunday on which Cornerstone provides the 
musical leadership. Questions were asked about the measures which had 
been adopted in the previous few months, measures which were meant to 
promote participation in the service. 


Of the 34 replies, 27 were generally positive in endorsing the overall idea of 
participation of the congregation in the 9:15 service. The other 7 were 
negative. In analysing the returns, I decided to co-relate frequency of 
attendance with the answers concerning the shape and future direction of 
the Service. Out of 34, 22 attended weekly. Of these, 12 were in favour of the 
direction the Service was taking, but 10 were opposed. Here we see a closer 
balance between the positive and negative view. 


My conclusion from such findings is that there is general support for a 
participatory service at 9:15, but that there is a sizable portion of the 
congregation which is uncomfortable with going too far. Over the summer, 
the 9:15 Focus Group considered different aspects of the consultation about 
the service, and made recommendations, many of which have been 
implemented. It makes sense to continue having periodic meetings of those 
people who have responsibilities for different aspects of the 9:15 Service so 
that it can be as lively and effective an experience of worshipping God as 
possible.

1995 


Consider attending Theology Alive next year - 
you wont regret it! 


Aa attended this year's Theology Alive, which 
is a weekend of Anglican Christian 
fellowship, and it was truly an enriching 
experience. I had attended a Theology Alive 
weekend 9 years ago and had enjoyed it 
immensely.

The speakers were excellent: The Rt. Rev.Jim 
Cruickshank, currently Bishop of Caribou and 
Chancellor of the Vancouver School of Theology 
and Avery Brooke, retired publisher and well 
known author of books on prayer and meditation; 
(publisher of some of Herb O'Driscoll's books by 
the way) and Jim Manley from California, writer 
and publisher of hymns and songs. 


Jim Cruickshank seemed very concerned about 
the division in the church. He stressed the Grace 
of God and that we are all loved unconditionally 
by God and that we need to bear with each other 
in love and love ourselves - the key word being 
compassion. He said sin was man against himself, 
obsession with anything e.g. religion, computers, 
food, drink, gambling, work, sex, using it/them to 
self destruct. He warned us to resist Triumphalism 
- Triumphalism claims a certainty about God and 
ways of God. "Can we with all our puny minds 
know all about God?!" Division occurs when one 
group is judgmental of another. 


Avery Brooke was very inspiring to me. She was 
brought up an atheist and through curiosity about 
God, prayer, research and reading the Bible has 
become an admired spiritual leader and healer. | 
came away with a resolution that I would go to 
Church every Sunday and discipline myself to 
pray every day! 


It was wonderful to have Archbishop Barry Curtis 
with us on Saturday and he really added to the 
healing service in the evening which was truly a 
moving experience for me. He made it seem such a 
natural thing to be healed of all our hurts, anger 
and to be unburdened of all the garbage we all 
carry around. 


Jim Manley's music added to the weekend. The 
words of his music really told his life's story. Jim 
seemed quite overwhelmed by the warmth 
generated by the weekend. He had never 
experienced a weekend quite like it in the States. 
Mother nature even obliged by giving him a 
snowfall! Entheos is so beautiful with a coat of 
snow. 


After each session of talks we were given a 


thought provoking question and would discuss it 
in our focus groups. We had such an interesting 
group. All ages were represented and there were 
people from Sundre, Brocket, Canmore, Banff, 
Cochrane and different parishes in the city. One 
lady in our group was very nervous with us in the 
beginning. By the last session I was so delighted to 
see her with her feet up, looking so relaxed with 
us! 


I would really encourage you all to consider going 
to Theology Alive next year. The organizing 
committee this year, graciously led by Marlene 
Stevenson, came close to cancelling the weekend 
due to insufficient numbers and I think that would 
have been such a loss. All those who attended this 
year really enjoyed themselves. My only wish is 
that more could experience that enjoyment.

(9 ery soon we will be in the season of Lent, the time of preparation for 
g J) Easter. The season is marked by the colour purple, a sign of its serious 
purpose. It is serious because it looks forward to the new life, the new 
life of Easter. 


Ss 
The custom of fasting developed in Lent. The custom, apart from promoting 
self-discipline, may have helped to preserve food supplies when they were 

» growing short after winter. Necessity is always a great encouragement to virtue! 
= But today, although hunger is all too common, it is not something most of us 
fear. 


What might serve to promote today's self-discipline? What is a necessity for our 
own time? Community as an experience and as a reality is a great need and 
necessity for our age, but it appears to be in shorter and shorter supply. We . 
seem more and more driven into isolation by our current culture. We then feel 
we are forced to survive as best we may, hemmed in by violence and suspicion. 


Community is a human necessity. And of course we can no more create 
community by an act of sheer will than we can make food appear by wishing for 
it. Both require work and careful conservation. Our current practice of Lent is 
perhaps best spent considering how we might foster community for our own 
time. 


How do we work for community? Community is the church's present great 
challenge. The church can no longer assume there is a community out there to 
bolster its membership. Rather, we must seek within ourselves to affirm 
community. We must nurture structures which will welcome newcomers who 
often arrive at the church searching for some feeling of community. We must 
review our present forms of operation, such as vestry and other committees, so 
that we will be more effective in fostering community among ourselves. And if 
we foster a community in the Spirit of Christ, we will also find ourselves 
considering our.community with those who are outside our structures, as we 


practise outreach.

So for this Lent, let us consider our own necessities as a church in the late 
twentieth century. Increasingly, finding a community to sustain us is a 
greater and greater need for many of us. Our discipline this Lent may lead 
us to consider concrete ways of fostering community at Christ Church. 


Our Wednesday evening Lenten programmes will look at the Book of 
Exodus as a foundational experience of our own faith and community. God 
draws us forward in history, out of the shattered pieces of an older society.

In 1887, the Women's Board of Home Missions of the Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S. instituted a Day of Prayer for Home Missions.

INTRODUCING LAY 
PASTORAL MINISTRY 


E he time of need for pastoral care often goes 
NR by without support from the church. This 
happens in spite of the ministry of the clergy and 
pastoral care team who carry out their faithful 
ministry in nursing homes and to those they are 
aware of who are in need of support. There is a 
growing requirement for more specialised pastoral 
care for those who have needs of companionship 
and healing as they journey through life's 
challenging times. This work necessitates special 
training. The clergy and others are called to this 
work because of the suitability of their God-given 
abilities, personalities, the gift of time and because 
of their training. The clergy and wardens have 
agreed to a new ministry for Christ Church; Lay 
Pastoral Ministry. It is another way in which our 
mission of prayer and worship, education and 
outreach may be enabled, and our clergy 
supported. 


Two parishioners, Ruth Clark and Elizabeth Brain 
have been asked to fill this role on a part time 
volunteer basis and will be commissioned as Lay 
Pastoral Ministers at the Easter Vigil service on 
Saturday, April 6th. They will be working closely 
with the clergy, the pastoral care team, the 
healing team and the prayer chain, and Called to 
Care. 


Ruth and Elizabeth feel personally prepared for 
this call by virtue of their professional training 
both in health care and in theology. Ruth, an 
Occupational Health nurse, took clinical pastoral 
education and is working as a chaplain in the 
Calgary hospital system. She is studying in the 
Education for Ministry Programme. Elizabeth, with 
a medical background, has her diploma in 
Educational, Pastoral and Social Ministry from the 
Centre for Christian Studies in Toronto, and 
worked for two years as a hospital chaplain in 
Ontario. 


The concept of lay pastoral ministry, though 
seemingly new, is really revived. It had its roots in 
the very earliest Christian communities. In Acts 
and in James we learn of the deacons and elders 
who were part of the Jerusalem community (Acts 
6 and James 5). And in the Pauline communities 
Paul frequently stressed that the Body of Christ is 
made up of many members, each member having 
different gifts and therefore different activities 
"according to the grace given to us" (Romans 12). 
The theme is also found in 1 Cor. 12 and Eph. 4. In 
all of these epistles Paul describes a number of 
different ministries performed according to the 
giftedness of the members. The tasks were not all 
left to the apostles, and there was a sense of the 
need for the apostles themselves to be supported. 
The preservation of the health of the leaders goes 
back even earlier to the time of Moses (see 
Exodus 18). We all, both ordained clergy and lay 
people make our varied contributions to the well 
being of the Body of Christ. As Jesus said, "Love 
one another." 


At the Easter Vigil service Ruth and Elizabeth will 
be reaffirming their baptismal vows in preparation 
for this ministry. We invite you to join us on April 
6th. Please pray for Ruth and Elizabeth as they 
begin their work and as lay pastoral ministry 
evolves in this parish.

TO KEEP YOUR CHURCH LIVING, 
CONSIDER THE BENEFITS OF PLANNED GIVING 


B J lanned giving - What it's all about? What is 
; an estate? And why do people leave an 
estate when they die? 


People leave an estate because of good financial 
practices they exhibit as they live. We all tend to 
understand that, out of our incomes, we should 
save some of what we earn so we may continue to 
live in roughly the same lifestyle in later years, 
when and if we desire not to work for income, or 
perhaps because of health are unable to work. 


We never know how much to save simply because 
we don't know how long we will live. Being human, 
most of us would prefer to err on the cautious 
side, in other words, we would like to die while 
there is still money left, rather than run out of 
money while we still are living. Thus, we die 
leaving an estate, or surplus. 


An estate, then, is simply money we did not need 
while we were here on earth, and proof positive of 
God's over-abundance in His gifts to us. Since 
there is no way we will need it in the future, it 
would be a very appropriate time to return at 
least a portion of God's over-abundance in our 
lives to God's work through the Church here on 
earth. 


For many people, it is a most appropriate time to 
make a gift to the Church. Yet, even though our 
Church records show us that many people do 
leave a portion of their estate to the Church upon 
death, the percentage of us who do so is quite 
small. 


The Diocese is beginning a program to encourage 
and help people who are interested in this area of 
stewardship. We have determined that there are 
three reasons more of us do not include the 
Church in our estate plans. 


Procrastination - Just as people put off making a 
will, people forget to write down in their will what 
they would like to leave for the Church. 


Complexity - Although some forms of planned 
giving are complex most are very simple. With 
just a little bit of help, most people can see their 
wishes fulfilled. 


Confusion - The Church itself is a complicated 
structure. Each level - parish, diocese, national 
and beyond - has the requirements specific to it. 
Choosing between them can be mind-boggling, 
yet, when asked to put it in their own words what 
they desire, most parishioners are clear as to 
what they wish to do. An advisor is sometimes 
needed to interpret thoughts into concrete plans. 


The Christ Church Endowment Trust Fund was 
established in 1978 to receive gifts of capital, and 
has grown to approximately $144,000.00. The 
growth of the Fund would provide annual 
resources for the ongoing mission of the Parish. A 
gift to the Fund is an opportunity to benefit the 
church for years to come.

SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Mystical Christianity 
by John Stanford 


Stanford goes through the Gospel of John chapter 
by chapter in this exploration of what many 
consider to be the Bible's deepest and most 
beautiful book. Stanford is a psychoanalyst in the 
tradition of Carl Jung and, hence, uses concepts 
such as ego, self and self-actualization when 
discussing the spiritual meaning of John. The 
result is an often profound synthesis of science ` 
and Christianity, and it is a welcome relief in and 
of itself to find psychology serving God's truth 
rather than seeking to undermine it. Mystical 
Christianity is dense and rich and should be 
nibbled at rather than devoured.

The Episcopal Children Curriculum (ECC) will be the framework of study and learning for the 

Preschool through Grade Six children of our church starting in September, 1996. As mentioned in 
the previous Courier, this curriculum has been piloted with the Grades Four to Six Class through 
this past year, students, parents and teachers have been encouraged and inspired by the content 


of the program.

The ECC focuses on four general areas of study: 


Old Testament (Hebrew Scriptures) 
New Testament 

. Sacraments 
Church 


There are nine years of materials in the ECC. The years are designated within each age level by three 
symbols: 


SHELL. - in the year Baptism is studied; 
CHALICE -in the year Eucharist is studied; and 
CROSS - in the year Worship is studied. 


Each year of the curriculum is divided into four units of nine sessions each. The Units parallel the 
seasons of the Church year and are built on Scripture, the sacraments, liturgy, church history and 
tradition. The following chart illustrates an overview of the Unit themes within each age level. It is 
evident that our children will be thoroughly immersed in the content of our FAITH and in the PRACTICE 
of worship, prayer, loving service and the sacraments.

The fall returns us to our major 
responsibilities. As we consider the things we must accomplish over the 
"serious" part of the year, it is a good time to think of what we would like to 


accomplish for God. 


Now wait a minute. Does God need help? Does God need our particular efforts? 
Don't we have enough to do as it is? . 


Well, that's the point. We usually have more than enough to do. And often we 
are lost in the very pressure of attending to everything that needs our 
attention. We often find ourselves so pushed along by demands on our time 
and money, our emotions and talents, that the doing leaves no time for 
reflecting. 


And then what happens? Sometimes we make it through all the responsibilities 
and then find there's nothing to fill our lives. We face a great emptiness. 


So here's where we begin to accomplish something for God. God is not 
interested in setting us task after task and then, when we've become addicted 
to them, taking them away so that we are forlorn. Rather, God asks us to 
accomplish something deeply human: God asks us to develop ways to make 
ourselves larger than all our responsibilities and achievements. That way we 
might actually stay in touch with the joy of life. 


Now how do we start going about that? These days there's a lot of talk about 
getting in touch with our inner child, with our deeper level of consciousness, 
with our divine identity. But all this talk is just idle chatter unless we take a 
fundamental risk. We have to take a "plunge" into this dimension of existence. 
For Christians, that means we start talking to God as a friend who wishes a 
conversation with us. We used to call this conversation "prayer" but that too 
often has taken on the idea of begging for favours. But in its true sense, prayer 
has always been a conversation, a dialogue where viewpoints are exchanged

ACS at the Tom Baker Cancer Clinic phoned one of our Called to 
Care folks to request assistance. Someone had received a Stem Cell 
Transplant, a leading edge technology in the Clinic’s fight against cancer. The 
patient had been in and out of hospital and was presently out. Therefore a 
prescription was not covered. 


He was financially exhausted as well as physically exhausted. His weight had 
become critical. He required 2 cans of nourishing drinks each day for 3 weeks 
but could not afford to buy them. Your Christ Church Oncology Fund was 
able to arrange immediate payment of the $87.78 required. 


This shouldn’t happen in Calgary. It did. Somewhere there might be a medical 


agency or government program that could have assisted this patient. Who had 
the time or strength to research it? No one. We were called. 


Thank God for the Oncology Fund, and for those who contributed to or 


voted for Called to Care to have the budget to assist those in need. A different 
kind of food. A different kind of food bank. Simply, a life saver.

o, I’m not going to suggest that the proposal of 

the great English satirist, Jonathan Swift, be 
implemented, i.e. that the babies of the poor and 
hungry be killed and eaten. I am going to suggest that 
if you receive a Safeway coupon book, and there are 
food items that you do not long to have in your own 
larder, please use a coupon to provide goods to fill our 
Calgary Food Bank shelves in the narthex. 


For example, in the January book, there was a coupon 
for generic macaroni and cheese dinner, at 29 cents a 
box, good for the first 6 boxes you purchased. The 
amount of $1.74 +GST would not make a big hole in 
the budget of most of us, but it could fill a big hole in 
the tummy of child of a single mom who is among the 
working poor. Baby food at 49 cents a jar, first 10, 
your cost, about $5; tuna at 85 cents a tin, first 4, your 
cost, about $3.50. 


Christ Church parishioners have been very generous 
in their support of the Food Bank as Deryk 
Boddington and Don Novinger can attest. Each 
week they take our contributions down and they have 
been pleased with the recent increase in‘the 
offerings, This modest proposal can cost you less to 
help feed more. Please give it your consideration in 
response to ". . . for I was hungry and you gave me 
food..."

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A HEARTBEAT REVIVED 


WE says that music is purely an ethereal pleasure? 
It is also a warm, human way to welcome 
strangers into our community. 


I teach English as a Second Language to refugees at a 
local college. I am also a member of the senior choir 
at Christ Church Elbow Park, so was very interested 
when one of my students mentioned that he had been 
a double bassist for the Sarajevo Philharmonic. 


Tihomir lent me a video of Mozart’s requiem recorded 
in the beautiful old Sarajevo public library. “Why was 
there so much timpani on the tape?" I wondered. 
Then, as I saw pictures of the war interspliced with 
pictures of the concert, I realized that the "percussion" 
was e. The impact of the contrast between the 
beauty of the music and the reality of the surrounding 
war was so great that I could only watch a small 
portion of the tape. 


Talking to Tihomir later, I learned that he had been a 
respected musician and teacher, a professor at the ~ 
university. He had had to leave the instrument he-- 
played and all his music in Sarajevo, ". . . but I still have 
my arms," he said. He also has his family, his wife and 
son with him here in Canada. They and their friends 
in the former Yugoslavian community were delighted 
when we would offer Tihomir the chance to pick up a 
borrowed double bass for the first time in over a year.

D ear Friends, 


The Diocese of Calgary and Christ Church have 


guidelines for clergy to take time for continuing 


education. This year þoth Roy and I plan to take a

any people think that when we talk about 

Stewardship and the Ministry of Planned Giving, 
we’re referring specifically to large gifts given to the 
Church by rich folks - those who’ve got lots of money 
to leave and whose families and loved ones don’t need 
their help. 
This is not the case; no more than we would consider 
gearing our every member visitations or yearly pledge 
requests only to those who can contribute the most. 
Remembering the story of the widow’s mite, we 


recognize that even the smallest of gifts is important 
and will contribute to the continuing work of the 
Church. 


Think about this simple gesture which could add 
several hundreds of dollars to Christian ministry and 
missions. Add a little note to your Will (or tell your 
next of kin) that, instead of flowers at your funeral, 
you would like memorial donations made either to 
your Parish or, if you feel so inclined, to the Diocesan 
Endowment Fund where the capital will be kept and 
the interest only used for work in the wider field. 
Flowers smell sweet and look beautiful but they don’t 
“do” anything and they soon die. Money contributed 
as a memorial continues to do God’s work in your 
name for a long time after you’re gone.

n the last Courier, I told you about an 

English-as-aSecond-Language student of mine who 
had been the double bassist for the Sarajevo 
Philharmonic. He was so delighted when we hired a 
bass instrument so that he could play Charpentier’s 
Mass on Christmas Eve with us. He had thought he 
would never play again, and there he was, beaming, 


in his best suit, joining us at Christ Church for our 
Christmas music. 


I thought that was the end of the story, but a kindly 
lady, reading the article, remembered how 
comforting it was to her to play an instrument after a 
hard day’s work. She wanted to start a fund so that 
Tihomir could have his double bass and I was asked 
to organize it. Also, all the avenues he has explored 
to find work, either playing or teaching, depend on 
his having an instrument available. 


I happily phoned Tihomir and his wife Gordana. 
Tihomir was out delivering pizza to earn money for 
plane tickets, one round trip and one single New 
York - Calgary. A former student of his, now living in 
New York, was willing to lend Tihomir his second-best 
double bass if Tihomir could cover the transportation 


costs (approximately $1,200) to come down and pick 
it up.

A brief summary of our progress toward those goals shows the following:

Anticipated offerings to April 30, 199 $131,400

BEING RECOGNIZED 


ne great human need is the need for recognition. We all need almost constant affirmation 
from others that who we are and what we are doing is worthwhile. 


Recognition usually comes first from our family and secondly from the community in which we

People come to church seeking to recognize something worthwhile and 
good. It is a search for God, the foundation of all that is worthwhile and 
good. But since we are human, we need some recognition and support in. 


important that we all achieve an identical idea-about God and Christ. Th 
essential thing i is that we recognize we are seeking to find God and, as well, that we recognize 
the person beside us is seeking the same thing. That is the one "inflexible" rule of Christ. 


Do we at-Christ.Church:extend this kind of recognition.to each other? We do not have to be 

overly effusive or folksy. But we do have to be willing to extend this more profound recognition 
` of each other. And, following the rule of Christ, we must seek to recognize those whom, in the 
~ normal course of things, we are only too glad to overlook. 


Christian community is based on recognition. God recognizes us first by bringing us, for 
whatever reason, to acknowledge we have ‘been known and loved even before we realized our - 
need for it. Life in Christ is the thrill of being recognized when perhaps we thought we were far 
off on our own."In our coming celebration of the Reign of Christ, our Patronal Festival, let us : 
rejoice in God's faithful regard for us and extend that same recognition to each other.

program started by St. ac 
Anglican Church?

TURNING THINGS AROUND 


rom Easter to Pentecost things turn around. We come 
from winter to spring. 


Biologically, the impetus of spring carries life through the 
rest of the year. And psychologically we are told that it is 
the happy memories from our young days that see us 
through the struggles of adulthood. 


Children instinctively search out happy memories. It is the 
responsibility of adults to provide them scope for such 
memories. But the most abiding gift we must give is to 
convey to the child that he or she is loved just for being 
part of our lives. That awareness generally remains 
unspoken, because to draw attention can falsify it. Mere 
words cannot create it if it is not there in our hears. It has 
to be brokered by humour, for abiding love is usually 
confronted with an infinite number of amazing detours. 


Easter to Pentecost is the springtime of our faith. God in 
Christ tells us that we are loved for ourselves, even though 
we have forsaken the spontaneity of childhood. We are 
created to have a place in this world. 


Now this place is God’s space opening up for us. That is 
what resurrection means. We walk towards what looks like 
a closed wall, and yet a way through appears. Faith is the 
confidence to keep walking to the door, even though we 
recall we didn’t see a door there as we were approaching 
this wall. But in time we recognize that it was the wall, our 
careful selfenclosure, that was the illusion. 


Pentecost gives us the determination, the "spirit" to live 
out this approach to life. It is our personal project in 
living out Christ’s resurrection. Again it can only be lived 
if it is implanted in our hearts. Again, it must be 
brokered by humour, because the stones of our 
selfcreated walls have a tendency to fall on our heads. 
God grant us resilient skills and tender hearts!

I nn from the Cold is a multi-denominational church-based volunteer 
programme to provide temporary overnight shelter for homeless people 
(guests). It was initiated in Calgary by St. Stephen’s Anglican Church just 
last year and has now expanded to involve 14 churches throughout the city. 
Christ Church joined the programme in February with a commitment for 
two evenings a month to the end of April. We have decided to extend this 
until the end of May and then break for the summer. We will then have 
opened up our premises and hosted the programme 


nine times in all. 


The guests are professionally screened by the people 
at CUPS, who only allow guests who do not have any 
drug problems or anv special needs which we may 
ot be equipped to deal with. Families with children 
d couples are given top priority because there is 
no other facility where they are able to stay together. 
There is a strict policv to limit the number of guests 
to 15 per church-group evening. It is a practical 
number for all churches, enabling a personal 


atmosphere to be maintained. Most nights we have received up to the limit 
of 15 guests and we are pleased to report that the evenings have all run very 


smoothly, without incident. 


Around 26 volunteers are needed each night to ensure a successful 
evening. Members of our parish have been joined by people from the 
community and from other churches to make up the teams. Together with 
our guests. they have created a peaceful space and friendly atmosphere that

Dear Friends, 


T hroughout all the turmoil of the last few months when various members 
expressed their feelings about my leadership, I felt it was important to listen 
and to assess the truth of those perceptions.

Now I want to invite all of you to participate with renewed 
enthusiasm in the life of our parish and, as a Christian community, recommit 
ourselves to living together in a creative and supportive way that enables us to 
fulfill our mission. I plan to make my renewed commitment to Archbishop Curtis 
on Homecoming Sunday, Sept 13, at 10 am. This service will also give you an 
opportunity to find out about all the ministries and programs planned for the 
coming months in the parish.

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INN FROM THE COLD 


e all read of the increasing number of homeless people living in the city. The 

City of Calgary states that there are more than 5,000 homeless people, some 
45% of whom have jobs, seeking shelter at the present time. While the City and others 
develop strategies to develop low-income housing, we will provide invaluable help 
through our ongoing participation in the Inn from the Cold program. 


Inn from the Cold is an interdenominational church-based volunteer program to 
provide temporary overnight shelter for homeless people. Christ Church joined the 
program last February and with the help of enthusiastic volunteers from both the 
church and community, successfully hosted the program nine times. 


Christ Church will resume taking Inn from the Cold guests on Monday evening, 
September 14, 1998 and will run the program three Monday evenings each month, 
through to the end of May 1999. The First Christian Reform Church will be 
responsible for running the 1st Monday of every month while Christ Church will look 
after the other Monday evenings. Our increased commitment means we need to expand 
the number of our volunteers. Around 25 volunteers are needed each night to ensure a ~ 
successful evening and we are establishing three teams so volunteers commit to just 
one Monday per month (i.e. the 2nd, 3rd, or 4th Mondays). Of course, volunteers may 
make whatever sort of time commitment suits them.

Oncology Fund has had the 
privilege of making a difference in the 
lives and care of several people. We 
have provided instant bridging money at 
times when they have not been covered 
by Alberta Health Care or have not 
been able to complete paper work to 
receive other assistance. 


The Psychosocial Resource Group at the 
Tom Baker Cancer Centre has contacted 
us three times to assist financially 
exhausted Calgarians with amounts 
ranging from $25.34 to $170.96. 


We helped a senior who needed 
anti-nausea medicine for the weekend. 


Another woman went in for an 
exploratory operation and awoke to be 
told she was riddled with cancer. 
Because she did not have the strength to 
continue with her job as a building 
manager, she also lost her home. We 
helped with pain medication. 


CALLED TO CARE ONCOLOGY FUND 


A woman who had been in remission, 
went to the dentist because she was 
experiencing pain in her jaw. X-rays 
showed cancer had reduced her jawbone 
to a sliver, which was about to break. 
The dentist immediately fashioned an 
appropriate splint for her, without 
stopping to fill out forms. Without the 
forms and prior approval, Alberta 
Insurance for the Severely Handicapped 
could not pay for the procedure. 
Another church group and our 
Oncology Fund split the cost and paid 
that caring professional. 


Small amounts that made a huge 
difference.

I prayed that God would help these deserving people to live a decent life 
and I asked for guidance as to my role in helping them.

Pastoral Care 


\ Ñ J e would love to have you as part of 
our team. Can you spare some time to 
help in this aspect of our church's ministry? 


We are mainly engaged in visiting those who 
are shut in or who are in nursing homes or 
lodges, with the idea of maintaining their 
connection to their parish family of Christ _ 
Church. By developing a long term 
relationship with some of these folk, we are 
letting them know that we care about them 
and that God cares for them even (or perhaps 
especially) in their apparent isolation and 
loneliness. Sometimes it is possible to 
advocate for them or at least help them 
speak their own minds in times when change 
must take place or when they have to make 
difficult decisions. We also remember 
members of our congregation by sending 
cards or the altar flowers at special times 
such as big birthdays and in times of loss. 


Times are getting harder for those who 
through age or sickness need an extra 
helping hand. Home Care services, while 
wonderful, are becoming harder to qualify 
for, and families are often stretched to the 
limit. There are times when people, through 
sudden illness and when family resources are 
absent or scarce, need a particular hand in 
the short term for things like driving to 
doctor's appointments or for shopping or 
cooking or yard work. 


We thus have two needs. One is to increase 
the number of people on the pastoral care 
team who help on a continuing basis. For 
those people we meet once a month on the 
first Wednesday at 2.00 pm to keep in touch 
with and support one another in the work we 


do and to receive guidance from the clergy. 
Sometimes we have speakers. 


Our second need is to develop a list of 
parishioners who would be willing to be 
called on in an emergency to help with some 
of the details of personal care that we have 
mentioned above. In either case there is 
training available from the diocese, and Ruth 
Clark has intimated that if we are interested 
she will arrange for a training workshop at 
Christ Church. 


So if you are considering the possibility of 
getting involved in this very rewarding work 
or would like to find out more about it, 
please talk to Sue Lennie, the Clergy or 
Pastoral Care Ministers. We have placed a 
notice on the board for you to sign if you 
would like to be on the reserve list of 
volunteers for any of the following 
occasional pieces of caring: cooking, 
shopping, yard work, driving to church or to 
doctor's appointments (in the latter case 
remember that some folk are a little frail or 
unsteady so may need a strong arm, and 
wheelchairs or walkers may need to be 
handled).

62™ Synod of the 
Diocese of Calgary 


ast November 6-8, delegates from 

Christ Church and all other parishes in 
the Diocese met for the 62nd meeting of the 
Synod of the Diocese of Calgary. This was 
not the usual "business" synod with motions 
and resolutions being brought to and debated 
on the floor, but rather a visioning, teaching 
and learning experience. 


Synod began with a church service at 
“ap —athedral and the receipt by the 
delegates of the Bishop's Charge. In his 
Charge, The Most Reverend J. Barry Curtis, 
asked the delegates to consider "...a radical 
change of attitude.." In particular he 
highlighted four areas of our lives as 
Anglicans where this should occur: Youth; 
Children; the Church - Its Purpose; and the . 
Church - Its Unity. n 


In dealing with the issue of Youth within our 
faith the Archbishop stated "I believe we 
need a massive change of attitude which 
would lead us to focus on Youth ministry as 
a top priority." He continued by indicating 

t it was his hope greater resources within 
Wo iccese each Deanery and each parish 
would be available for this important 
mission. He challenged each priest and every 
parishioner within the Diocese to meet with 
Youth face to face and share experiences and 
ideas. 


With respect to Children, the Archbishop 
stated, "Through television, radio, 
magazines, on the streets, in school 
corridors and schoolyards, our children are 
exposed to values that are radically different 


nee 


from the values we learn from Jesus Christ. 
... Yet within our the church, specifically 
within our Church, sharing the faith with 
our children, giving them an alternate vision 
for human life, is an abysmally low priority." 
He asserted that many Christian parents look 
to the church for help in the formation of 
their children, that they must not look in 
vain and that they must not be forced to look 
elsewhere. 


In dealing with the issues of purpose within 
our Church, the Archbishop observed the 
".,. widely held attitude is that the church is 
there to look after our needs (when we have 
them), to be available when we need it, to 
provide a comfortable place and community 
to meet for worship and fellowship." He - 
stated that such attitudes are choking us and 
we are spending increasing amounts of time, 
energy and resources on the administrative 
aspects of the church and "just keeping it 
going." We must take up the challenge of 
our faith, be "called together" and "go out 
together" to serve the world around us 
sharing in the riches of Christ and inviting 
others to join us in that journey. 


With respect to unity within our Church, the 
Archbishop suggested that we present to the 
world a"... fractured and fractious church 
in which groups taking different stances 
think their group, their stance has the more 
faithful, the purer vision of the church.” The 
Archbishop expressed the hope that going 
forward we would change our actions and 
attitudes so that we can "...gladly listen to 


— 


one another, not anxiously looking for and 
pouncing on what we perceive to be in 
error....Let us be a community that knows 
the joy of praying, talking, worshipping, and 
joining together as followers of Jesus as we 
give ourselves to his ministry." 


On Saturday and Sunday, the delegates took 
part in a series of workshops and group 
discussions dealing with issues raised in the 
Archbishop's charge and other important 
issues facing our Church. Delegates also 
received reports from a number of the 
programs and projects which are taking 
place within the Diocese and around the 
world. These reports included a progress 
report on the redevelopment and future plans 
for the Cathedral, our mission with First - 
Nations peoples and the activities of The 
Primate's World Relief and Development 
Fund, among others. 


On Sunday, the Archbishop announced his 
retirement effective June of this year after 
many years of faithful and dedicated service 
to this Diocese. The Archbishop will be at 
our parish for Confirmation services on 
Sunday, May 9, 1999 and to ordain Jeanne 
Forte, on Sunday, May 23, 1999 in the 
afternoon. Each of these occasions will be 
wonderful opportunities for members of our 
parish to say their own personal thanks to 
the Archbishop for his past service both at 
Christ Church and within the Diocese.

BECOMING HUMAN - Jean Vanier 
A Review by Aubrey Kerr, LL.D. 


This little gem should be on everyone's night 
table, if for no other reason than it 
demonstrates that "each person has a unique 
value as a human being". It is this 
cornerstone of Jean Vanier's belief that 
started his L'Arche movement in 1964 
whereby he took in the profoundly disabled 
and friendless whom society still shuns. 


BECOMING HUMAN is the eighth in a 
series of Vanier's books. It discusses real 
human tragedies: loneliness, exclusion and 
feelings of worthlessness. These are capable 
of being overcome by engendering a sense of 
belonging, freedom, especially for Vanier's 
charges. 


The final chapter liberates people from the 
power of hatred by seeking forgiveness from 
those who hate them. Remembering the 
words of Christ (very difficult, even 
impossible to emulate): "Love your enemies, 
do good to those who hate you, speak well 
of those who speak badly of you, and pray 
for those who abuse you." Luke 6, 27-28. 


Quoting from the closing words of this book 
", .. forgiveness is to begin to love and to 
accept ourselves, praying that what blocks us 
all from being free may break like a dam so 
that what is most precious in us may flow 
forth. . . and we may succeed in 'becoming 
human’'."

JUBILEE TIME 


"So that you may live...securely " (Leviticus 25) 


li of us celebrate the wonderful 

technological and scientific advances 
made in many areas of human endeavor, 
especially during this past century. Words 
like television, sonic boom, internet, and 
satellite are recent additions to our 
vocabulary. Pictures of the Earth taken from 
space are now taken for granted, part of our 


evaguday lives. 
K) of us here at Christ Church have 


traveled to other parts of the world and even 
lived in other countries. My feeling is that 
most of the people we have encountered 
want only that they and their families have a 
decent life; that is a place to live, basic 
health, and some education to help them live 
satisfied lives - in other words to live 
securely. 


Today, along with our awesome 
technological and scientific advances, the 
hope to live securely is out of the reach of 
billions of our brothers and sisters. In our 
time, poverty is increasing and so, too, is 
A epee of our ecosystem. So it is 
necessary for us, even as we stand in awe of 
these advances, to ask why all this is 
happening. The millennium is upon us and 
presents an opportune time for soul 
searching. 


For the year 2000, Christians around the 
world have chosen the biblical tradition of 
Jubilee to remind everyone of God's plan for 
the Earth and its people. : 


Biblical Jubilee calls for a new beginning. It 
promotes right relationship between people, 
and between people and the land. It 


challenges current ideologies, systems and 
institutions to remedy inequalities and 
choose what is lifegiving. No ideology or 
system or institution can claim to be natural 
or inevitable or blessed, and so exempt from 
the scrutiny of Jubilee. At the heart of 
Jubilee is the call of a Liberator God who 
sets people free and a Creator God who 
pronounces as good all creation. 


For Christians the Jubilee year 2000 will 
present three temptations. First to be purely 
nostalgic, recalling the 2000th anniversary of 
the birth of Jesus with little attention to His 
challenge to live Jubilee as he did. Jesus 
emphasized this powerful tradition at the 
very beginning of His public ministry (Luke 
4:18-19). l 
A second temptation will be to-make Jubilee 
a spiritual celebration with a purely inward 
focus - within onesself and within one’s 
congregation - with no relation to the rest of 
humanity and the world in which we live. 


A third temptation will be to celebrate 
Jubilee in a purely secular way: "It's the 
year 2000 and it's party time!" The churches 
around the world have put aside the word 
‘millennium’ and preferred ‘Jubilee’ to 
remind Christians of God's call to live in 
equality and justice and to stand in solidarity 
with the poor and marginalized. 


Many today sense an urgency in the call to 
Jubilee. We look to the world and we see 
choices being made in the use of science and 
technology that cause poverty and peril, that 
lead to hopelessness and despair; bad 
choices, causing a downward spiral and 
preventing what is obviously good and 
lifegiving. Billions live in poverty and 
poverty increases. Ecosystems are degraded 
and species destroyed. Debt relief for the

The Calgary Food Bank 


letter recently received from the 

Calgary Food Bank expressed ". . . a 
heartfelt thanks. . ." for donations from 
Christ Church indicates a continuing need 
for our support.

Jubilee is a time to renew the face of the 
earth, to create for all of humankind a future 
with horizons of hope, not of peril. Jubilee is 
a time to restore equality, to offer new 
possibilities, to proclaim God's year of 
favour. 


Debt Relief for the Poorest Countries 
What: 


The governments and banks of the leading 
industrial countries would write off the 
foreign debt of a group of the poorest 
developing countries. 

Why: 
These heavily indebted, low income 
countries are locked in a "debt trap" that 
was not primarily of their own making. 
The interest costs of servicing their existing 
debts are so high, relative to their low 
income levels, that they will never pay off 
those debts. Indeed, they have already paid 
back far more in interest than they initially 
borrowed. These countries need a fresh 
Start. 


How Much: 


There are about 25 low income countries 
in Africa and Asia whose total foreign 


debts exceed 100 percent of their total 
Gross Domestic Product (or GDP), which 
is the value of their entire economies. The 
total foreign debt of these countries equals 
about $200 billion (US). About half of this 
money is owed to multilateral institutions 
(like the World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund). The rest is owed to 
private banks, multinational firms, and 
other lenders. 


Who Pays: 


The cost of debt forgiveness for these ® 
countries will be shared between 
governments and private lenders. Even 
when banks and other private firms are 
required to share some of the burden of 
debt forgiveness, the writing off of these 
loans will be tax deductible for them, and 
hence their costs will be further subsidized 
by taxpayers. 


Canada's Role: 


Canada is not the largest of these lenders to 
the most impoverished developing 
countries. But we are an important player 
in economic terms. More importantly, our 
traditional leading role in progressive ' 
international initiatives (such as UN 
peacekeeping missions and the landmine 
treaty) have given Canada the credibility-to -- 
effectively fight for debt forgiveness.. We 
must match our words with deed, however, 
and show leadership by writing off our 
share of the debts of the most indebted 
countries. With modest allocations of 
perhaps $250 million per year over the . 
next five years, Canada's government could 
take a hugely important first step.

The Bellringers 
t's Monday, March 22nd, and the 
bellringers have invited me to a practice 
session. I'm a bit nervous; I might suffer 
from vertigo. However, it's only one short 
flight up and John, the tower captain, says I 
have to go two more flights up if I want to 
be driven crazy by the bells. Some things I 
expect and get, like the bat. (It's plastic) 
However, not one of the bellringers is 
" W bound. Even though the bells I'm 
n weigh over 300-500 pounds and 
-- could be dangerous if rung the wrong way, 
most of the bell ringers start up their 
intricate patterns, which Steve points out to 
me in a book. The numbers look like a spy 
code, but they are the blueprints of a 
sound-dance, where you have to know 
which bell follows which. The sound is 


glorious, but not too loud. For the first time 


this year, it's-warm enough to open the 
windows. 

With 7 bells there are about 5,000 
permutations of patterns, but we have 8 so

the permutations jump to approximately 


evening, all 8 bells are rung, “though one is 
used as a drone. Now I understand my 
cousin Peter's saying, "There's nothing like 
a good noise!" Then the belis are rung 
down to put them in a safe position with a 
great clangour. The ringers are taking the 
energy out of the belis and Edgar and 
Steven even bounce off the floor a bit. Very 
satisfying! No wonder John has been 
ringing belis for 50 years. 

We are really fortunate to have the only 
tower with change ringing in Alberta. There 
are three towers in B.C. and even a 12-bell 
tower in Toronto. However, in Alberta, we 
can definitely say, "We are the most!" 
Thanks to John, Chris, Ann, Sarah, 
Steve, Lindsay, Sally and Rebecca for an 
exhilarating evening. Trivia: Check out the 
York Minster website. It's like a video 
game telling you where to tum left or right 
to find the ringers in the Cathedral and 
taking you to the pub afterwards for a 
virtual beer. 


The Choir 


O ne year for personal reasons, I couldn't 
sing with the 11:00 choir, but I could 
manage to come to Evensong. I'd sit there 
thinking, "Did I use to sing with these 
angels?-I-don't believe it."

And they will 
be singing the same carols that we do. 


We have John Searchfield to thank for 
encouraging this marvellous tradition at 
Christ Church, and Margie Newman for 
continuing so beautifully. So, the tradition 
sings through us and sustains us in quiet 
evensongs or glorious Hallelujah-chorus 
Easters. 


In rehearsals, I am acutely aware of 
breathing, in a long phrase, just after the 
singer next to me does. Singing itself is just 
a special kind of breathing. We all 
communicate profoundly to each other when 
we sing, but we don't have to talk. Very 
companionable. 


Highlights come and go, the Choir has 
already been to England under John 
Searchfield and now Margie is taking us to 
sing in the great cathedrals this summer. We 
welcome Tihomir, the lead double-bassist 
from the Sarajevo Philharmonic, into our 
Christmas Eve Charpentier Mass. (Never

bass.) We make a CD to say good-bye to our 
friend and choir angel, Laurence Gracie.

SABBATICAL JOURNEY

Nouwen was born in Holland in 1932 and ordained into the Catholic priesthood in 1957. He 
embarked on a brilliant international theological career highlighted by seven years at Yale Divinity 
School and two at Harvard. 


His first contact with L’ Arche was in 1985 at Trosly-Breuil in France. He became pastor at 
“L Arche Daybreak” in Toronto in 1986 and died a few weeks after finishing the subject of this 
review: Sabbatical Journey (September 1996).

His 700-page manuscript was lovingly crafted into the present volume by Sue Mosteller, his 
Literary Executrix at L’ Arche Daybreak. It “brims with his life and his spirit, truly an odyssey of 
friendship touching all with whom he came in contact.” 


Throughout the book, one can see Henri’s passion for his daily celebration of the Eucharist, both in 
small and large gatherings, creating a unique sense of community. Despite this, Henri craved for 
friendship and intimacy, describing his feelings of isolation and loneliness. Quoting Jean Vanier: 
“his anguish fueled his genius.” 


The book itself is an outcome of an order from L’ Arche that Nouwen travel during his year off and 
record only his daily impressions. His first entry, September 2, 1995, Oakville, Ontario, finds Henri 
soliloquizing over his “mandate” and the order to “do nothing.” His travels led him to Boston, next 
Manhattan, then to Cancun in November where he attended “the Gathering” a group of 
philanthropists, a necessary contact with money. Just before Christmas he flew to Europe to visit 
his 93 year old father whose only comment was, “well, you badly need a haircut.” Then on to 


Freiburg to celebrate Christmas at Das Munster. Henri returned to L’Arche Daybreak to be present

INN FROM THE COLD 


ur contribution to the program will 

resume on Monday , 13 September, 
hosting 15 homeless guests in our hali every 
Monday night through to next May. There are 
now over 45 churches involved in the scheme 
throughout Calgary, which is now able to 
provide beds for 30-45 guests every night. 


We know this doesn't really make much of a 


dent in terms of the number of homeless people 
in Calgary, but through this scheme, and others, 


like the Calgary Homeless Foundation, many 
people in our parish arid community have 


become aware of the true nature of this problem 


here in our city. The actions of concerned and 
influential citizens have led to a lot of political 
support from the city and provincial 
governments for finding solutions and 

funding them. However, there remains much to 


be done to ensure that the root causes do in fact 


get addressed. Even though the issue is now 
gaining a lot of attention at the national level, 


our continued efforts at the grassroots are a vital 
part of maintaining focus and perspective on the 


reality of homelessness for real people. Now, 
- we know some of them. 


We will be organising teams for each of the 
second, third and fourth Mondays of each 
month and First Christian Reform Church will 
continue working in partnership with us by 
providing a team for the first Monday of each 
month. 


We hope that most of you who helped make Inn 


from the Cold such a success last year will feel 
able to continue this coming year. New signup 
Sheets have been posted on the Called to Care 
noticeboard outside the Crump Room for new 
volunteers and those who feel they need a 
change of task ora different schedule. For 
those of you who are happy to continue in the 
same capacity and team as last season please 


either let your team coordinator know directly or 
indicate on the signup sheet if that is easier for 
you. 


We will be delighted to welcome new helpers and 
we are especially in need of overnight 
supervisors and cleanup crew on Tuesday 
mornings. 


Last year we had a great team of drivers for the 
"Inn" vans; however the Inn from the Cold 
Society was finding that, unlike Christ Church, 
many churches were having difficulty in 
providing reliable drivers and the whole problem 
was became a logistical nightmare for John and 


- his helpers downtown.

SICK KIDS AND THEIR FAMILIES 
CAN YOU HELP ? 


A letter from Delores James ~ 


Chairperson, Outreach and Evangelism Committee - 
St. Peter’s Anglican Church 


I am writing to inform you about a pilot project that the Outreach & Evangelism 
committee of St. Peter’s Anglican Church has undertaken in conjunction with the 
Ronald McDonald House. 


As most of you know, Ronald McDonald House provides accommodation for out- 
of-town families/parents of sick children who are either hospitalized or require 
daily out patient treatment. The majority of these sick children are victims of 
cancer. Some parents spend many hours in the hospital with their children, and 
after a long day they do not have the energy or time to 
prepare a meal. Many eat on the run - fast food. (A number 
of these families stay here for two to seven months, or 
onger). This is where our project comes in. We have 

F undertaken to provide a nutritious home-cooked meal once a 
month for the families and their children. The meal involves 
eight to 10 volunteers to set up, prepare, serve and clean up. 
To date, we have hosted two very successful dinners with an 
average attendance of 20 to 25 people at an average cost of $157 per dinner. 


It is our hope that churches such as yours would be willing to provide a home- 
cooked meal for these families once or twice a year. We would like to see the 

frequency of these meals increase to once a week with the help and participation 
of other churches. While this has not been done in Calgary before, other Ronald 


McDonald Houses in North America have volunteer meals provided daily. We do © 


not make this request lightly. We do it in the hope that it would not only be a 
project to benefit those in need in our community but a project that brings us 
closer together as Christians. At present, St. Peter’s is the only group hosting 
such a dinner for the families of the Ronald McDonald House.

JUBILEE UPDATE 


A message from our Bishop 


Dear Friends: 


This will be my last letter to you as your 
Bishop and in many ways I am glad it is on 
the subject of the Jubilee Initiative. I write to 
express my thanks to you for your support in 
bringing the debt relief petition to the 
attention of members of your parish and 
raising the issue of debt relief for the world’s 
poorest nations with them. 


Much has been accomplished in this 
initiative, and in large measure, this is the 
result of the efforts of Christian people in 
many parts of our world. 


Recently the Primate of the American 
Church was asked to testify before a 
Congressional Committee on the proposed 
Debt Relief & Poverty Act. He said, 


“For me, for the Anglican Bishops, 
and for most advocates of debt relief, 
the reality that overwhelming debts 
push the poorest members of our 
earth deeper and deeper into poverty 
is cause to take action. These poor 
countries are caught in a cycle of 
debt they cannot escape, borrowing 
more money to make payments on 
old debts.” 
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On June 19th, tens of thousands of campaigners 
from around the world formed a 10 kilometre 
chain around the centre of the city of Cologne, 
Germany, where leaders of the G-8 states were 
meeting. A petition bearing more than 17 
million signatures, including ours from this 
Diocese, was presented to the leaders of the 
world’s major industrial powers. At earlier 
meetings of the G-8 leaders, G-8 promised to 
cancel $25 billion in debts. That was then 
moved up to $50 billion and in Cologne in June 
it was raised to a $100 billion package of debt 
relief. That is the wonderful achievement of 
this campaign. 


The Prime Minister of the United Kingdom 
commented, “We can’t tolerate a situation 
where some countries spend 10% of their 
income on health and education and 60% 
servicing debt.” 


A British paper, not known for its support of 

the Christian community, wrote in a recent 

editorial: 
“The Jubilee 2000 coalition’s success in 
mobilizing a global campaign has 
proved wrong many commonly accepted 
assumptions about public apathy. It 
deserves much credit for getting debt 
relief on the agenda in Cologne and for 
keeping it there despite Kosovo. Jubilee 
2000 shifted the development agenda 


from aid to debt, from charity to justice. It is 
vital that public pressure is maintained on 
these multilateral organizations, [The World 
Bank, the International Monetary Fund], if 
they are to match their rhetoric with 
action.” 


The editorial concludes with this tragic statement. 
“A child born in a highly indebted African 
country is more likely to suffer premature death 
than to attend secondary school,” (The Guardian 
Weekly, June 27, 1999) 


An earlier article in The Guardian commented 
“Make no mistake, this is a famous victory. It is 
a triumph for morality, a triumph for conscience 
and a triumph for good...and the Jubilee 2000 
coalition has every reason to feel proud of itself 
for what has been achieved.” 


I write this to you to remind us all that when Christians 
act together for the well-being of God’s human family, 
we can make a significant impact for good. I write it 


also to remind us that much remains to be accomplished 


I write to plead with you to play close attention to the 


Canadian Jubilee Initiative’s continuing efforts over 
the next several years and to offer it your strong 
support.

A WORD FROM ROY 


BIBLE STUDY FOCUS: JEREMIAH 


In our Thursday Bible Studies we are currently studying the prophet Jeremiah. He 
was a figure caught in the crunch of history. Things were closing in on him and his 
people. He believed nonetheless that God was guiding history and that we are called to 
respond to it creatively. For Jeremiah, our sense of God is our sense that we are rooted 
in a truth that goes beyond any one moment in time. 


We approach a new millennium, a jump in the figures of time. What can we shape 
about it? The past millennium has shed much blood about God, about correct beliefs 
and proper ideology. Such has been our historical crunch. Can we now shape a more 
open and accepting sense of truth, one perhaps closer to Jeremiah’s sense of it? 


Jn Jeremiah’s impassioned view, God desired not external adherence to religion so 


much as internal acceptance of a sense of justice and hope. He wanted us to admit that 
God’s justice would always be larger than our own. We have never measured up to 
Jeremiah’s challenge. Christ’s life was a meditation upon this challenge and his life is 
our passageway to Jeremiah’s concern. If we take this concern seriously, Christian life 
will reawaken to a larger world, not just larger numbers.

CHRIST CHURCH CHOIR’S EXCELLENT ADVENTURE 


Choir Tour - Summer 1999 


Monday, July 18 
Here we are at Heathrow Airport, propping our 
jet-lagged bodies against our luggage trolleys, 
hoping our bus - from Tomorrow’s Coaches - 
doesn’t live up to its name. An hour late, it finally 
arrives with the boss himself driving. The trip to 
Salisbury Cathedral includes an unexpected city 
tour. We circle the cathedral close three times, 
attempting to get the bus inside the walls, but the 
lovely thing is that buses are not allowed inside 
the close. 
Tuesday, July 19 
We get up early each day for a gigantic breakfast 
and then practise from 9 to 11am. The rest of the 
day is ours until evensong rehearsal and 
evensong. Then, back home to Sarum College for 
another enormous meal. There is also a feast of 
sightseeing — Bath, Old Sarum, Stonehenge — 
or just soaking up the considerable atmosphere in 
Salisbury Close. From our second day on, we 
practise mornings in a high-up timbered room the 
regular choristers would use, and afternoons in 
the cathedral proper. Quite scary at first, but a 
canon and precentor tell us to take courage from 
all those who have sung there before. We sing 
evensong July 21, 22, 23, and 24 in choir stalls 
that date back to the 13th century. Walking 
through this lovely cathedral, built “all-of-a- 
piece” in just 38 years (1220-1258), we share a 
silent peace of place with the ladies arranging 
flowers. Our last evening, we liberate Sarum 
College courtyard and take cur drinks from the 
college bar outside onto the grass. I discuss the 
psalm we sang that evening with the bartender, 
who is a theology lecturer. It’s a shared favourite, 
with its phrase “I am a sojourner upon earth.” He 
insists that “stranger? is a more accurate 
translation, but I know in this comfortable and 
serene place, I could never be a stranger, only a 
sojourner.

Sunday, July 25 

Here we are on Tomorrow’s Coaches again, joking 
about whether we should sing camp-fire songs or 
psalms. Mainly we take our sleep all the way to 
Lensbury Club, a sporty family club on the Thames. 
On Monday, we travel on a day trip to St. Alban’s, 
where we rehearse in the crypt. Here, the acoustics 
literally are dead, but in the cathedral itself they are 
very lively. Huge and vaulted, and covered with 
much-faded medieval pictures, St. Alban’s makes.me 
feel like a monk singing in an abbey. After morning 
rehearsal, we sightsee. Translation: we shop. Then 
we rehearse again and sing evensong. Translation for 
all choristers, everywhere: we keep the great 
cathedrals alive with our music and hope we do a 
few souls good. 


Tuesday, July 27th to Saturday, July 3ist 

We stay at the Lensbury Club, which is just a short 
train journey from London, Windsor Castle, Kew 
Gardens and Hampton Court. A local church, also 
called Christ Church, lends us their hall for our 
morning rehearsals, and again the rest of the day is 
ours. We go “power sightseeing” complete with 
shopping and shows. My cousin takes me to the 
University Women’s Club, which features in 
Dorothy Sayer’s books and BBC productions of Miss 
Marple. I ponder the fact that a choir tour is a perfect 
setting for a country house (read “choir dormitory”) 
or locked room (read “locked bus”) murder mystery. 
However, since one of the best things about the tour 
has been getting to know my fellow choristers better, 
I dismiss the idea.

CHOIR TOUR 


A s many of you may know, our choir tour of England this summer to the 
cathedrals in Salisbury, St. Alban’s, and Chester was a tremendously 
rewarding experience. The choir worked very hard during the three weeks, 
singing 14 times in 21 days, rehearsing daily for two hours and, on the days we 
| sang Services, singing for a total of four hours. 


We had prepared a large volume of music, some 28 pieces 
consisting of canticles, masses, anthems and 20 different 
psalms — some as long as 52 verses. In addition to this, there 
were hymns to be sung, most of them unknown, which 

į poses a problem, particularly if sung in procession on an 
uneven stone floor! Add to this unfamiliar organs, a chancel 
wider than we are used to, an inability to hear the "basses on 
the other side" and a knowledge that the standards at the 
cathedrals are very high, and you have all the ingredients for 
a truly "working" holiday. The choir and organists worked 

| very hard and were completely professional at all times, 
carrying the name of Christ Church with honour. 


Possibly the most significant part of the tour was that, for a short period of time, 
we became part of the unbroken chain of daily services in the cathedrals — 
services which have been taking place for hundreds of years and which 
demonstrated so clearly the beauty and majesty of the Anglican tradition. It was 
an experience that was both humbling and uplifting, and one which will resonate 
for a long time to come.

JUBILEE 2000: DEBT CANCELLATION AND BEYOND 


At the end of August I travelled, along with 

two other Anglicans from Calgary Diocese, 
to Peterborough, Ontario, to attend a 
rational conference called Jubilee 2000: 
Releasing the Vision. This five-day 
conference, held at Trent University, was an 
opportunity for Anglicans from every 
diocese across the country to share stories, 
strategies, hopes and plans for the Canadian 
Jubilee Initiative as we enter its second year 
and its second phase. 


After months of intense lobbying by the 
Jubilee 2000 campaign, leaders of the 
world’s industrialized countries agreed, 
at their meeting in Cologne, Germany, 
this summer to cancel $45 billion ef debt 
for the world’s most impoverished 
countries. 


While this may significantly reduce the debt 
service payments of at least 16 countries, 
this latest proposal, while an important step, 
is far from enough. What it does 
demonstrate, however, is the remarkable 
impact of Jubilee 2000. Advocates for 
cancellation of the debt are now heard in 
every corner of the world — increasingly in 
the mainstream and popular media. 


The impact of overwhelming indebtedness 
on poor communities in impoverished 
countries is simply too tragic to ignore. It is 
clear now that success will be measured by 
real movement toward the elimination of 
poverty. According to the 1999 United 
Nations Human Development Report, the 
three richest people in the world have more 
wealth than the 600 million people who live 
in developed countries. 


The gap between rich and poor is still 
growing, as poor countries pay more in 
interest to rich countries than they receive 
from them in aid; as they earn less for the 
goods they export to us like coffee and sugar 
than they must pay for the goods they import. 


Until May, 2000, churches are invited to 
make a Jubilee pledge. This pledge involves 
a process where a parish declares itself a 
Jubilee Community and commits to one local 
and one or more global actions that seek to 
“close the gap.” This process, then, would 
take us into the next phase of the Jubilee 
Initiative that will carry on the theme of 
Redistribution of Wealth. 


There were many articulate and committed 
people at the conference in Peterborough and 
they represented many different perspectives 
on how we should begin to live out the 
Jubilee vision. Despite this diversity, there 
was a common conviction held by all there: 
making real the biblical vision of Jubilee is 
not an optional response to God’s call. 
Rather, shaping an economy of right 
relationship is a requirement of faithful 
discipleship in these challenging times. This 
challenge is one we can no longer ignore, 
even here in our own affiuent community.

BOOK REVIEW: A VERY CANADIAN FAITH 
Canada: Portraits of Faith, edited by Michael D. Clarke 


These profiles of Canadian men and women show the role that faith played in their lives and in 
Canada’s development. I found particularly interesting the profile of Tommy Douglas, The 
Conscience of Canada, This Baptist minister became premier of Saskatchewan and led the first 
socialist government in Canada. The Medicare plan that he introduced in Saskatchewan still defines 
Canada’s Medicare system. He was also the first leader of the NDP. 


Timothy Eaton, Goods Guaranteed or Money Refunded, founded a retail empire based on his 
religious principles. 


Nellie McClung was one of the five women who won for Canadian women the right to be "persons." 
Denied the right to ordination because she was a woman, she used her writings as a pulpit to preach 
feminist activism. 


Agnes MicPhail, the first woman MP in Canada, fought vehemently for prison reform. 


Pauline Vanier, the wife of Governor-General Georges Vanier and mother of philosopher Jean’ 
Vanier, spent her later years at L’ Arche having given up a comfortable widowhood. Nowhere else is the 
history of religion in Canada likely to be found in just one book. 


Highly recommended reading — ages 12 and up.

Fellow Parishioners, 


On behalf of the Wardens and the Vestry, I am pleased to present our audited financial 
statements of 1999. The Parish should regard 1999 as a financial success. We were 
able to maintain the substantial increase in offerings that we experienced in 1998 
when we eliminated our accumulated deficit of over $26,000. We ended 1999 with a 
small operating deficit of $3,409. When this is combined with the 1998 year end 
surplus of $1,776, we go forward to the year 2000 with a net deficit of only $1,633. 
This is manageable from our current resources and will not cause any negative effect 
on the programs that are planned for the new year.

GIFTS TO THE CHURCH OF PUBLICLY-TRADED 
l SHARES 


Several years ago, the government introduced a tax change to encourage 
philanthropic giving. The change involves making donations to charities in 
publicly-traded shares rather than in cash. 


To date, the procedure has been used mainly by persons who want to make large 
donations to public institutions such as universities or hospitals. In fact, it is 
available for gifts of any amount to any charitable organization. 


For example, a parishioner wants to complete his/her annual pledge but must sell 
100 shares of x.com to raise the necessary cash. The sale of the security would 
create a taxable capital gain of $2,000. Instead, the parishioner donates the 100 
shares of x.com to the Church. The tax change aliows the parishioner to reduce 
the amount of the taxable gain by 50% to $1,000. The Church issues a donation 
receipt for the fair market value of the 100 shares.

and without embarrassment because it’s being used in its holistic sense. In the 
church we have used the word in such restrictive terms that it has come to mean only a 
campaign to raise funds. 


ES in the secular world we hear the word “stewardship” being used in 


Stewardship is the accountability for and our management of all we have been 
given-- there are many examples in the Bible of the steward looking after his master’s 
property while the master was away. The steward was then required to give an 
accounting of how it was managed. In the same way, for Christ Church there has been 
an increasing emphasis on all aspects of our management. 


Early in 1999, a small committee was struck to raise stewardship issues where we live, 
namely, the church building. From that small group a number of suggestions and 
initiatives came forth: ` 


e Styrofoam cups have been replaced by china 


e The cost and installation of a dishwasher in the Crump Room 
kitchen has been offered by an anonymous donor. 


e Some background research into church practices has been 
undertaken, particularly in the areas of recycling, waste 
management and the use of toxic materials. 


« Acelebratory “Mass for the Healing of the Earth” was held in 
conjunction with Earth Day 


e A “Covenant Day” program was carried out for the third year 


These are a few steps in our growth of awareness of our stewardship accountability. 
The results of all these initiatives have been encouraging. Many people are willing to 
wash dishes rather than continuing to use styrofoam. As I write this, there is talk again 
of celebrating the “Mass for the Healing of the Earth.” Much preparation and rehearsal 
went into its production.

Continued from the last Courier, the story picks up in Chester, England. 
Mesa August 1 to Sunday, August 8, 199 


F e leave the Lensbury Club for Chester. I trade life stories with a new friend, 
one of our non-singing entourage, so the journey goes swiftly. We arrive in 

¥ the late afternoon, and after having been so cosseted with rich English food 
(lots of butter and whipped cream), we are to cater for ourselves. At our student condos, 
we are greeted at the door by the carpets, which definitely have a life history, if not a 
life, of their own. Apart from the carpets, the houses are very comfortable: everyone has 
a room and shares the kitchen. In the evening, we liven up the courtyard despite the 
summer rain. Chester is a walled city with timbered buildings and a cathedral that seems 
to have grown organically. Each alcove, pillar, and window reveals a different period of 
its long history. We practice in the “song room” and are given tea in the “refectory,” a 
huge stone chamber with a pulpit from which a monk used to read during monastery 
meals. The choir stalls, we are told, are the true treasure of the cathedral, with their 
medieval carvings and Victorian angels. And this is where we sing one Eucharist, one 
Matins, and five Evensongs. We also sing one Sunday service in the nave. Before 
Eucharist, the canon tells us that the incense at this service kills the death watch beetle, 
and I believe this, as it almost kills me. 


People have been appreciative wherever we sing, but Chester folk overwhelm us with 
compliments. Someone asks us if we are a cathedral choir. One middle-aged lady is so 
welcoming that I wonder if she enjoys seeing people like herself singing. Maybe it’s 
hard to identify with young men and boys or girls all the time. 


In Salisbury, the cathedral, with its astonishing beauty of ethereal stone, was paramount. 
Here, however, the cathedral is rather the people, their varied histories echoed in stone. 
Salisbury’s graceful stone seemed to evaporate into heaven, but Chester, squat and 
human, is enshrined around a humble saint who brought a goose back to life. 


We have one day off, Wednesday, so we all rush off to Wales to see castles, rivers iu 
sheep and, at the end of the journey, miles and miles of trailers like lavatory tiles paving 
the beach down to the sea. 


Our very last Evensong is a hard one, as it is the fourth service of the day. Gremlin, or 
perhaps Chester imp, hits our rehearsal. Margie says we will get it right in the service. 
And we do. We become the music. It sings through us. From our far country, we bring 
back to their European home Howells, Rose, and Brahms. There is no sea between us 
and we are at one with our God.

- For the year 2000, there are 26 new covenants for a

While these figures are just statistics, they do represent an increase in the gener- 
osity of parish members and an opening to spiritual growth. Someone once said 
“generosity opens the soul to transformation.” May we continue to be trans- 
formed at Christ Church.

With Serbs passing through the Shehus’ yard daily to access munitions, 
brothers Argent and Albert Shehu became extremely concerned for the 
safety of their wives and children (the family is of the Shiite Muslim 
religion). Argent, Albert, and their families eventually fled to a refugee 
camp in Hungary, where they await the slow processing of Immigration 
Canada as regular refugees. Besnik and Emi stayed in their home and 
suffered intense intimidation by the Serbs. Eventually, after witnessing the 
destruction of their home, they were fast-tracked to Canada on a Minister’s 
Permit to get them out of danger. Their daughter Arbnora and her husband, 
both medical doctors, remain in Kosovo providing much-needed medical 
assistance. 


As Besnik and Emi anxiously await the arrival of their family members, 
Christ Church Elbow Park has been involved in befriending them and 
helping them adjust to their new city. To list just a few of the activities: 
Peter Saunderson has helped with grocery shopping and learning English, 
and has even brought Besnik to church; Elizabeth Brain has invited them 
to a seniors’ group luncheon and has also helped them with doctors’ visits. 
Bob & Marlene Wiens have taken them shopping for clothes and have 
introduced them to some of Calgary’s facilities such as Canada Olympic 
Park and the Olympic Skating Oval. Others within the church have donated 
items to make their lives more comfortable. Besnik and Emi are not 
interested in large financial aid although they find it temporarily difficult to 
live on their government stipend. They are still in a grieving stage after 
leaving their homeland and are very grateful for friends, new and old, 
including those from Christ Church.

BOOK REVIEW 
Thoughts on Harry Potter and the Philosopher's Stone by J.K.Rowling 


I enjoyed reading this book and can understand its popularity with young people. It tells an 
exciting story and sparks our imagination. 


The book also takes into account an important truth about being young. At a young age we 
sense we have to undergo our testing period. We hope that through it we will gain some 
deeper knowledge of who we are. For Harry Potter, it is the test of wizardry. 


I could not help making some comparisons with C.S.Lewis' Narnia Chronicles. | felt that the 
Harry Potter story lacked something which Lewis had captured. On reflection I decided it was 
the presence of love in the story. In the Narnia Chronicles, the children are sent on their trials 
and adventure, but there is always a Guardian there to help them. This figure is Aslan, the 
great Lion. Aslan does not solve their problems but helps them see the alternatives between 
good and evil clearly.

Harry Potter is an unloved child, that is, an orphan boy who has received only 
abuse from his horrible relatives who are raising him. Harry, though, has innate 
powers which preserve him and ultimately give him an entrance into Hogwarts, | COMES 
the boarding school for young wizards. Harry's innate capacities must now be back to 
developed to their fullest capacity. Harry will of course be on the side of the 
good , but it's mainly a good which is "within" Harry. love 


Harry's worid, then, is much bleaker than Lewis' magic land of Narnia. I wondered if our 
young people over the age of eight identify with Harry Potter because they feel that their 
world is a loveless world. It is a world for children who, perhaps tragically, have too soon out- 
grown the Narnia stories. 


Some Christian groups dislike the Harry Potter stories, objecting to their acceptance of occult 
powers. But there are lots of magical things, even "pagan" touches, in the Narnia stories, be- 
cause Lewis knew his Greek mythology. For me, the issue comes back to love. Can we make 
young people feel there is some supportive presence there for them as they undertake the 
trials which lead to adulthood? Or do we tell them they had better adjust to a loveless world 
and look only within themselves? Perhaps our only convincing response is that we as Chris- 
tians have encountered a power outside ourselves, the redeeming love of God in Christ.

Several visited the 
belfry to see how it was done. Perhaps to some, the bells reminded them of “the old 
country,” and others may have just loved the sound of bells being rung in the tradi- 
tional English way. 


Finally, do not forget that there is always a need for new recruits.

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MODERN ISSUES 


Sexuality and Spirituality 


The stormy passage of Bill C-23 
through the federal legislature has caused 
a lot of press and public attention. The 
bili aims to give gay and lesbian couples 
the same benefits under the law as com- 
mon-law heterosexual couples. 


Called to Care has already provided a 
forum in our parish for information and 
discussion around the issue of homosexu- 
ality. Last year some members of the An- 
glican gay and lesbian group, ‘Integrity’, 
came to Christ Church and shared their 
journey/story. 


This issue has not gone away. Indeed Bill 
C-23 forces us to confront it again, forces 
us to ask ourselves some uncomfortable 
questions. What are the feelings of a gay 
man or woman growing up and strug- 
gling to find his or her identity, indeed 
very soul, in a world that is different and 
often alien? 


What is the attitude of churchgoers to 
such people? Why is it that gay people 
cannot in general feel comfortable wor- 
shipping openly in a regular congrega- 
tion? Why do they have to develop their 
own faith communities in order to feel 
welcome and safe? Can a gay couple feel 
weicomed and safe in the Christ Church 
community? Can we support a couple in 
their commitment to each other? If we 
are not able to welcome people such as 
these, what are our anxieties, blocks or 
fears? 


Bill C-23 calls us to examine the wider 
issue of sexuality. What does it mean to 
be created in God’s image? Is sexuality 
related to spirituality? Does the one af- 
fect the other? How are sexuality and 
committed relationships connected? 
What is the essential meaning of mar- 
riage? What can we do to support and 
encourage committed relationships? 


Of course, there are no prizes for get- 
ting the correct answers, and you can- 
not turn to a later page to see what our 
answers might be! We are not just try- 
ing to be provocative. We are well 
aware that there would be a whole 
gamut of opinions across the congrega- 
tion. However we do feel that, as a 
Christian community, whatever our 
views, we are calied together by God 
in love, to consider some of these 
questions. 


By talking about the issues, by listening 
to one another in honour and respect, 
by trying to understand our own biases, 
and by praying, may we be guided by 
the Holy Spirit to hear one another’s 
truths. no

There’s a real sense of community which 
comes from the familiar faces of our long 
term guests and although we miss them 
when they move on to more permanent ac- 
commodation, I am really heartened to see 
that most of our "long-termers” have in fact 
moved on, mostly to better circumstances. 
Remember Helena, "our" grandmother, 
who was with us nearly every night for two 
years? Since November, Inn from the Cold 
has succeeded in getting her settled in ac- 
commodation, which seems to be working 
out well for her. 
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Our guests include a steady number of moth- 
ers with babies, at least one a month, - an in- 
dication that the long term solutions have 
still yet to be realized. Are we really the only 
service a mother with baby can turn to for a 
bed for the night? Yes? How come? So now 
summer Break approaches and our regular 
teams will taking a well-deserved break over 
June, July and August. But of course, there is 
no break for those without homes. 


The Inn from the Cold society is really keen 
to be able to offer beds in at least one church 
every night over those summer months to 
provide refuge for the most vulnerable. So, I 
have stuck my neck out and said I will co- 
ordinate three additional nights: The 
fourth Monday of June, July and August. 
Thus I invite the help of those who feel they 
could help out once or twice over the sum- 
mer. I really do want this not to fall to our 
regular volunteers, especially our team coor- 
dinators who need a break. 


So, if you haven't been involved (much?) 
to date I'd be very pleased to hear from 
you And, say a prayer for our guests, our 
volunteers, and all who are working for 
the homeless in our city.

Excerpts from a speech made by Derek Lester 
to the Business Development Bank regarding 
the plight of the homeless in Calgary. 

G H: people come in all 
shapes and sizes - seniors who 
are homeless, working people, 

women and children fleeing violence, persons 

with addictions, persons struggling to live with 
mental illness. 

The Calgary Homeless Foundation is a 
young organization, formed over two years 
ago, to address the burgeoning problem of 
homelessness on our streets in Calgary. It is 
basically un-Canadian and absolutely un- 
Calgarian to have so many people hurting in 
this city. 

We see our role, in part, to work with the 
specialized agencies to determine how we can

Ethel M. King-Shaw Awarded The Order of the University of Calgary 


From the University of Calgary 
Convocation Program, June 16, 2000 


G F ew people have seen the University 


of Calgary change, or participated 
in that change, as much as Ethel 
King-Shaw. 

Born in Vancouver, King-Shaw moved to 
Alberta at an early age and enrolled in the first 
Bachelor of Education program at University 
of Alberta, Calgary Branch, in 1945. After she 
received her degree, she started graduate stud- 
ies with a teaching assistantship at University 
of Iowa, completing an MA. 

King-Shaw taught elementary grades in 
Edmonton before accepting an assistant pro- 
fessor position at Memorial University of 
Newfoundland in 1953. Two years later she 
was back in wild rose country and joined the 
staff at U. of A. in Calgary. 

In addition to her academic duties, King- 
Shaw was the first advisor to women students. 
She received her PhD from University of 
Iowa in 1963, specializing in curriculum 
development and research in reading and early 
childhood education. 

Four years later, King-Shaw became the first 
woman at University of Calgary to achieve a 
full professorship, and the first woman elected 
to General Faculties Council. 

King-Shaw was active in many professional 
organizations, especially the International 
Reading Association, serving on the board of 
directors and presenting papers at several 
world congresses. 

She also served on the Minister’s Advisory 
Committee on Early Childhood Education 


which led to the introduction of early child- 
hood services in Alberta. Later she was elected 
a director of the Early Childhood Council and 
Secretary of the Canadian Committee of the 
World Organization of Preschool Education. 

In recognition of her contributions, King- 
Shaw was awarded a Fellowship in the 
Canadian College of Teachers (F.C.C.T.), a 
Province of Alberta Achievement Award, and 
the George Croskery Memorial Award. 

In 1985, King-Shaw took early retirement 
and was appointed a professor emeritus, She 
became involved with the Emeritus 
Association when it began in 1992 and 
became the first woman president of the asso- 
ciation in 1998-99, her most recent first at the 
University of Calgary.”

The orga- 
nization, called FANDIC, works with impov- 
erished children with disability, assisting 
them to receive therapy and to go to school. 
Marlene works with the Board of FANDIC 
and the families, assisting both groups in 
their organizational activities. 

Some accomplishments have been the for- 
mation of a co-operative by the mothers of 
the children, a fund-raising event organized 
by the moms to support the cooperative, the 
initiation of a housing program for the fami- 


lies living as squatters, and the development 
of a project document outlining a work plan 
for the organization for the next three years. 
FANDIC has received encouragement from 
an international organization working in the 
field of disability and community rehabilita- 
tion and has been invited to participate in a 
course in Quito, Ecuador, in September. 

Marlene also plans to attend the course 
returning to Colombia for a short visit there- 
after. Christ Church and the Called to Care 
Committee have been supportive of the work 
of FANDIC and Marlene would like to take 
this opportunity to say a very appreciative 
thank you on their behalf.

Next Stage Calls for Architect 


AN UPDATE FROM VISCOM (The Visioning Committee) 


fter collating data from interviews 
A“ 27 areas of ministry at Christ 

Church and determining some guiding 
principles for architectural design, VisCom 
presented its findings to Vestry in May. Vestry 
recommended that the process of planning 
possible enhancements to the worship space 
should be separated from the planning process 
for the rest of the 
church. Worship space 
planning will likely 
require a lot of input 
from the congregation 
and VisCom has not 
yet had the time or 
manpower to organize 
it. We see this as an 
opportunity for other 
members of the con- 
gregation to become 
involved in worship — 
space planning in par- 
allel with planning for 
the non-worship space. 

At a general parish meeting in June, VisCom 

presented its proposed guiding principles for 
architectural design along with overhead pro- 
jections of several different ways of respond- 
ing to these principles. Sketches were shown 
and discussed for possible elevator locations 
plus associated alterations to other areas to 
reflect principles of barrier-free access and 


welcoming. 

The members of VisCom believe we have 
gone as far as we can on our own using part- 
time volunteer resources. Further progress 
requires hiring an architect to spend the time 
required to convert our design principles and 
extensive documentation of needs into a range 
of design options and cost estimates. At its 
June 20 meeting, Vestry 
authorized VisCom to hire 
an architect to work with a 
Christ Church design com- 
mittee to prepare sketches 
and cost estimates repre- 
senting different options for 
meeting our needs. 

The Design Committee 
expects to select an archi- 
tect from a list of 12 candi- 
dates by September 20. The 
report of design options 
will be due December 1. 
Congregation meetings will 
occur in January and 
February to agree upon a preferred design 
option. 

A funding committee is currently being 
formed and we invite interested parishioners to 
consider serving on this committee.

November telis us we are definitely facing winter. Our only way forward i is to go through a 


period of cold and darkness. 


Winter, for all its severity, wraps the world with its own protection. Snow protects and enriches 
the soil.

DISCOVERING MUSIC IN THE 
CHRIST CHURCH LIBRARY

= have been taking CDs 
home from Christ Church 
library, and listening to 
them, I have discovered a 
pleasant variety of styles of 
religious music. 


On a disc called Ikon one hears the clear, tran- 
scendent music of composers from the Ortho- 
dox tradition. Agnus Dei II (Choir of New 
College, Oxford) offers many of the favourites 
from the classical choral repertoire. Two CDs 
of interesting early American folk hymns and 
spirituals are Trav'ling Home and The Ameri- 
can Vocalist (Boston Camerata). 


There are hymns in the grand, solid Anglican 
style on The World of Favourite Hymns 
(King's College Choir, Cambridge). Or, how 
about some gospel music? There’s the swing- 
ing Brooklyn Tabernacle Choir or The Hymns 
of Jesus, which features old-fashioned gospel 
songs. 


On Romantics & Mystics Steve Bell sings 
subdued, contemplative songs with mellow 
acoustic accompaniments. The Best of David 
Hass II has some lovely folk liturgical music, 
including the song Peace, which we learned at 
our parish weekend earlier in the year. 


The library also has quite a few CDs for chil- 
dren and youth. Recordings like Youth Power 
Praise, Wow! and Kids’ Praise series are very 
listenable with upbeat, energetic and joyful 
rhythms.

Let me start by introducing you to Marie- 
bel. Chris and I met her last August in the 
town of Santa Marta, Province of Cabanas 
in Northeastern El Salvador. In her rather 
bare, rough classroom surrounded by cu- 
rious Staring young students she told us 
something of herself and her life as a 
young teacher. 


In 1981 she, together with the entire community, 
were forced to flee from their homes by the 
bombs, bullets and repression of the advancing 
Salvadorean army. Some died from air bombard- 
ment, others whilst crossing the Lempa river into 
Honduras and yet more at the hands of the Hon- 
duran army trying to prevent this influx of des- 
perate refugees. Those that survived this flight 
into Honduras, nearly 11,000 of them, were 
forced to live in camps in very poor conditions 
which they were never permitted to leave. It was 
there that Mariebel started to teach with only 
two grades of education behind her. Rather in- 
credulously I asked her what she could possibly 
teach with so little education herself. “I started 
with what I knew” she informed me simply. 


Eight years later with the help of the U.N. they 
were able to return, although the civil war was 
still raging. They discovered at this homecoming 
that not one building in the whole area was left 
standing, not one blade of grass nor any posses- 
sions. It meant the reconstruction not only of the 
buildings but of their community and their lives. 
During the time in the camps strong community 
leadership was developed and one of their first 
steps towards reconstruction was to set up a lo- 
cal Association for Economic and Social Devel- 
opment, (ADES). It is this organization that 
PWRDF supports and is its only partner in El 
Salvador. We were taken to see many wonderful 
projects in the time we were the guests of ADES 
but since all the PWRDF annual contribution of 
some $22,000 is spent on their schooling pro- 
jects I will return to Mariebel and her story. 
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Despite her lack of qualifications Mariebel and 
many like-minded colleagues were determined 
to continue educating the children in the hopes 
of providing them with the means to a better 
future. The government had no schools 
planned for this area or any funding available 
so ADES set up eight schools themselves for 
all primary school children to attend free. 
Mariebel teaches in her school from Monday through 
Thursday then she takes a long bus journey to town 
to attend University on Friday and Saturday. She to- 
gether with 41 others are being sponsored by ADES 
to obtain their teaching qualifications. “Then the gov- 
ernment will have to recognize us as teachers and pay 
our salaries so we can support our communities”, she 
assured us. 


Reflecting on our meeting with Mariebel I experi- 
enced many emotions, one being how casually I ac- 
cepted my own opportunity for teacher training and 
the lack of commitment and effort I put into it. Also I 
felt proud that that the Anglican Church of Canada 
has the PWRDF and I thank God for it and the work 
it does. If this is an example of the work and people 
they support I am determined to do all I can to con- 
tinue to help promote their work. 


In recent months I have heard many voice their con- 
cern that PWRDF might lose all its funding to the 
Residential Schools litigation. I would like to assure 
you that PWRDF’s recent incorporation as an inde- 
pendent body will guarantee the intent and integrity 
of ali donations so as to ensure that their work can 
continue unimpeded on your behalf. Please continue 
to support the PWRDF generously with your contri- 
butions and prayers.

“The Diocese is represented through the National Church in the discussions being Chaired by the Hon- 


ourable Herb Gray. These discussions involve all denominations that have been named as co-defendants 
in Statements of Claim all across Canada. . 


In the last six weeks, these discussions have become more encouraging to the churches. The Federal 
Government is exhibiting a better understanding of the issues and the need for a solution. 


Several approaches to possible settlements are now being examined. The most generally favoured idea 


is for a monetary commitment to be the responsibility of the Federal Government while the churches 
would make non-monetary commitments in the form of work to be done with aboriginal bodies over a 
period of years. 


These discussions will be ongoing and nothing definite is expected before the Fall of 2001 or perhaps 
later.

It is not constructive to attempt to draw comparisons from the litigation involving the Diocese of Cari- 
bou in B.C. In that situation, residential schools were actually operated by the Diocese or by certain of 
its Parishes. This was not the case in Southern Alberta.

I would like to conclude my remarks with some comments on the Diocesan apportionment. 


It is important to point out to you that the Diocese has had to include a substantial provision ($90,000) 
for ‘Residential School’ issue legal fees in its 2001 budget. It has budgetted a further $30,000 for his- 
torical research in archives and libraries. The Diocese has not changed the method that is used in-calcu- 
lating our apportionment, nor has it made any request for additional funds from us or any other Parish. 
We will calculate our 2001 apportionment using precisely the same procedures as we have since 1997 
when the present system was put into effect. S 


As explained more fully by the Diocese in its public budget discussion papers, in order to balance its 
2001 budget, it has made cuts in various 2001 programmes and a substantial ($65,000) reduction in its 
apportionment to the National Church. 


Based on Christ Church’s contribution to Diocesan revenues, our apportionment will provide $13,000 of 
their budget for ‘Residential School’ legal fees and archives research. This represents $24.00 per identi- 
fiable contributor in our Parish. As mentioned previously, their legal counsel are considering possible 
Parish issues as well as Diocesan issues. In the very unlikely case that we should have to become in- 
volved, we will benefit from that work.

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At the request of a number of parishioners, the Courier is printing 
the full presentation that our Parish Treasurer gave to the Annual 
General meeting of Christ Church on 4th February 2001 on the 
subject of litigation and the ‘Residential Schools’. 


THE RESIDENTIAL SCHOOLS 


One of my duties as Parish Treasurer is to make reasonable enquiries to ensure that our financial statements con- 
tain an adequate representation of our financial affairs. 


This includes disclosure of any events or circumstances that would be reasonably certain to have an adverse ef- 
fect on our financial position at the year end. 


The possibility that the Residential Schools issue might reflect on our financial statements was considered and, as 
a result, I had two meetings with appropriate representatives of the Diocese to obtain relevant information. 


The information obtained was shared with the Wardens. In addition, the Wardens have made separate enquiries 
and held separate discussions. 


The “Schools” issue can be described for you in four separate, but related parts. 
Part I. 


In February 1999, the Diocese was named as a co-defendant along with the Federal Government and the Angli- 
can Church of Canada in Statements of Claim relating to residential schools that were operated in the Diocese 
prior to 1970. Diocese officials and legal counsel both emphasized that the schools were operated in the Diocese 
and not by the Diocese. 


As a result of being named in the Statement of Claim, the Diocese must defend itself. It has budgeted for and 
hired legal counsel to examine the various aspects of the claims. In addition, a number of lawyers from various 
parishes, including Christ Church, have volunteered their time to research and make comments on the many is- 
sues involved. 


Obviously, the Diocese will put forth the best defenses available at the appropriate time. In my opinion, specula- 
tion on the timing and nature of their defense will not serve any good purpose, and I do not have further comment 
on their position. 


Part H. 
Right now, Christ Church has not been named in any claims. Neither has any other Parish in the Diocese. 


Most of the people working with and for the Diocese believe that litigation against individual parishes is ex- 
tremely unlikely, but at this time nobody can give an absolute 100% assurance that it can’t happen. 


Therefore, the Diocese is having its counsel look at some of the possible situations that parishes might face. 


As an aside, one positive statement that legal counsel have made is that any Parish church building that is located 
on donated land is in very safe position. 


Because Christ Church is not directly involved in any claim, we concluded that no mention of the ‘Residential 
Schools’ was required in our audited financial statements.

HOPE FOR EL SALVADOR 


any of you know already that Alison 

and I went to El Salvador last sam- 
mer to work with Habitat for Humanity. 
We had no idea what we were really get- 
ting ourselves into. My prior knowledge of 
El Salvador was that it was just another of 
those poor Central Améfican countries run 
by the stereotypically nasty oligarchy of 
elite families and generals, replete with _ 
corruption, CIA agents lurking in every 
crevice and seemingly interminable wars 
against Marxist guerrillas. I had also 
vaguely recalled that a Roman Catholic 
bishop had been assassinated there in the 
1980's... ......Romero. 


Although we just went to help build 

houses, at every turn we came face to face . 
with Archbishop Oscar Romero. He has be- - 
come a symbol of hope and inspiration, es- 
pecially to the poor, and most people there 
are very poor. He is also a symbol of rec- 
onciliation as people struggle to overcome 
the pain and hatred generated by more than 
a decade of war, which pitted brother 
against brother. And he is a figure of con-. 
troversy, for Romero turned to the poor, 

not a popular move with the elite and the 
generals, who are still there although they 
tend to wear business suits these days. 


It is therefore hardly surprising that most 
people in the country are still very poor. 
Some measures indicate over 50 percent 
live in substandard housing, by local stan- 
dards. To put that in perspective, the kind 
of housing that Habitat is building there is 
equivalent to a garage here in Canada. 
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After the civil war, Salvadorans were 
hopeful they could rebuild their country 
in a decade, then they had hurricane 
Mitch and now, last month's earthquake. 
They need help, the kind of help that en- 


` ables them. 


Symbols such as Romero can now only 
point the way, So it falls to us to take ac- 
tion. We asked ourselves what we from 
Canada could do that the Salvadorans 
can't do for themselves? Why fly all the 
way down there when your airfare is 
worth more than the cost of the labour 
you contribute? 


These questions were answered as we 
discovered genuine appreciation for the 
very fact that we were prepared to come 
all the way from Canada, proof to Salva- 
dorans that there are people out there 
who do care and are prepared to share a 
little in the experience of their lives. We 
also hope that we act as a catalyst for 
other Salvadorans to volunteer with 
Habitat. Ironically, volunteerism isn't a 
well established idea in many such coun- 
tries. s 


Our visit also gave us a perspective, 
which we could never have gained as 
tourists. It changed us and so we hope 
that it may also inspire some of you to 
experience the people of El Salvador and 
gain a little insight into their struggles to 
survive in this world.

RESPONDING TO DISASTERS THE PWRDF WAY 


THE OFFICLAL RELIEF AND DEVELOPMENT AGENCY OF THE ANGLICAN CHURCH OF CANADA 


o you, like me, sometimes think 

that there are more disasters in 

the world now than ever be- 
fore? So does the Primate's World Relief 
and Development Fund; "Changing global 
weather patterns, growing poverty, conflict 
and abuse of our natural environment have 
indeed combined to produce disasters of 
greater volatility and destruction leaving 
large sections of the world's population 
weakened and vulnerable.” 


Already this year we have seen the tragic 
consequences of earthquakes in Central 
America and India. The scale of such disas- 
ters can leave us feeling helpless and asking 
what can we possibly do to help. At such 
times my thoughts turn immediately to the 
PWRDF and personally I feel that there is 
no better way to make my donation. So 
how does the Fund work? 


Usually PWRDF channels its assistance 
through Action For Churches Together 
(ACT). This is "a network of over 200 
churches and humanitarian agencies work- 
ing to identify emerging crises and guide 
appropriate responses." For example 
PWRDF immediately channelled $15,000 
to India which is being distributed by coor- 
dinating local offices. The initial donation 
was taken from general funds budgeted for 
emergency relief made possible by regular 
donations. This sum will increase as desig- 
nated donations are sent in. This way 
money can reach places in need very 
quickly, even before appeals are made, ena- 
bling partners to provide immediate assis- 
tance to survivors. 
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By working together with local partners 
we can trust that our money is going di- 
rectly to organisations that "have the 
capacity to respond. They are rooted in 
the region of crises and have the knowl- 
edge and ability to work with local people. 
Rooted in the context they can follow up 
the emergency with essential rehabilitation 
programming." One aspect of this type of 
direct giving that particularly appeals to 
me is that we can trust that our dona- 
tions are getting straight to where they 
are needed and with minimal overhead 
expenses. This way we can bypass govern- 
ments and other bureaucracies and large 
unwieldy organisations. 


For those of you with access to the Inter- 
net, I urge you to look up the PWRDF 
website (www.pdrf.org) to discover for 
yourself some of the work that the Fund is 
involved in. For your information I often 
post bulletins from this on the Called to 
Care notice board outside the Crump room. 
They also have an emergency Hotline 
(416-924- 9199 extension 806) which I 
have just listened to. This gave me up-to- 
date information on the situation in India 
and outlined different ways of donating. 


In writing this I have quoted extensively 
from an excellent leaflet entitled "Canadian 
Churches Respond To Emergencies." I am 
always happy to talk about PWRDF so if 
you have any questions do please contact 
me.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


The library purchased 29 new books, three children's vid- 
eos and added 42 Christian Music and Christmas CD's. 
this past year. In addition numerous book and CD dona- 
tions were received during the year for which we are truly 
grateful. We also acquired books for a study session on 
Desmond Tutu and a book relevant to a visiting speaker. 


For the year 2000, our total operating funds were 
$1,230.69 (received from Vestry, ACW and the Book 
Sale) and we are most thankful for all the financial 
support. 


The library committee is confident that the Christ Church 
library collection serves and satisfies many of our church 
members. Use of library resources is continuous, and we 
continue to add new material to the library book collec- 
tions as our budget allows. If anyone has suggestions for 
future acquisitions please pass them on to a committee 
member for consideration. 


In order to justify the budget provided us to keep up 
the library we must identify two problems that seri- 
ously reduce the library's collection: missing books 
that have not been signed out, and long overdue books 
borrowed beyond the three-week loan period.

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CONCEPTUAL DESIGN PRESENTED 
Update from Viscom 


n March 1999, the House Committee presented a list of 13 

recommended capital projects to vestry. Soon afterwards, to 

avoid piecemeal planning, the Visioning Committee (Viscom) 
was formed, to develop a long-range integrated plan (LRIP) for 
improving the non-worship facilities at Christ Church. 


Their work began with a workshop about our identity and beliefs, followed by a 
detailed interview process to identify the needs of the many different areas of ministry 
at Christ Church. This led to the development of three guiding principles for future 
renovations, — "carrying out our mission", "a more welcoming atmosphere" and 
"barrier free access." 


At a parish meeting on March 20, attended by 50 to 60 parishioners, the architects 
from Kasian Kennedy, who had been working in consultation with Viscom since late 
October 2000, described the shortcomings of the current facilities, and presented a 
conceptual design which addressed these shortcomings within the guiding principles. 


The design included: 


- Complete renovation of the existing premises on all four levels (we have 
a bilevel basement). This includes installation of an elevator, together with 
exit stairs as required by the fire regulations, as well as accessible 
washrooms. 


- A one-storey addition, with basement, on the west side. This addition 
principally replaces areas displaced by the elevator, exit stairs and 
expanded washrooms. 


Cost of the complete project, including upgrading existing electrical and mechanical 
systems, is estimated at $2.3 million plus GST. Any parking requirements stipulated 
by the city would be an additional cost. 


Vestry, at its April meeting, approved the project in principle, and endorsed the 
formation of a fund-raising committee to look at the feasibility of raising the 
funds required . 


Canon law requires that the church involve the diocese in the project, and on April 17 
two members of Viscom made a presentation to the Diocesan Advisory Committee on 
Church Architecture (DACCA). The proposed design was well received.

‘The Land’ is not a new book, since it was published in 1977. However, 
it has become a classic of Biblical Studies. For all of you who have tried 
to read through the Bible and have gotten stuck at Leviticus, reading 
this book is an accessible way to get an overview of the entire Bible.

GOOD WORK IN COLOMBIA 
Christ Church Helps Disabled Children 


Thank you, Christ Church Parishioners, for your donation to FANDIC, a 
registered non-profit organization working with disabled children in Bucaramanga, 
Colombia. | am happy to report that FANDIC has been able to increase the 
number of children it assists with therapy and education to 40, a fourfold increase 
from last year. All of these children receive physiotherapy once or twice a week 
and four children are integrated into the school system. 


FANDIC also works with the parents of these children, to help them understand their child’s disability 
to take the necessary steps to improve the welfare of their child. 


FANDIC is the only community-based program in the northern sector of the city. 


FANDIC and a local university called Univerisaria de Santander held a conference on Community 
Development with a Focus on Disability on April 6, 2001. | participated in this conference and was 
able to view first hand the interest exhibited in the topic by over 400 attendees - students, 
professionals, hospital administrators, government officials, people with disabilities and those working 
in the area of disability. There appears to be a growing desire in Colombia to address the rights of the 
disabled and | believe that Canada can play a role in the future by contributing lessons learned from 
our Own experience.

The Episcopal Church of El Salvador is a member of ACT 
and along with many other churches has been in the vanguard of providing relief to 
earthquake victims, many of whom are living in desperate conditions in ravaged commu- 
nities throughout the country. San Andres Apostal is one such church and after a parish 
appeal we sent them a modest $3,000 (approx.) to help them in their work. | think 
that you will be interested to read their latest letter describing some of the things that 
they are involved with, and their plans for the future. 


Dear Brothers and Sisters at Christ Church, 

Thank you for your prayers and the financial assistance that you have sent to 
us. First, | would like to say to you that already, thank God, the earth tremors have 
diminished in number and intensity. We have passed the emergency period and 
have entered a new state, which is reconstruction. At the moment, the Diocese 
has, together with the Development Fund of the US Episcopal Church, prepared a 
plan to reconstruct 200 houses which will be built as follows: 

100 in the province of Usulutan, to the east of the capital and 100 in the prov- 
ince of Santa Ana y Sonsonate, to the west of the capital. 

The church of San Andres Apostol formed an emergency response commit- 
tee on Jan 13th when the first quake occurred. This committee consists of 5 people 
who are meeting with the affected people in these areas every 15 days to provide 
support and encouragement. 

The money that we have Pa received from you will be used to initi- 
ate a campaign for mental A health and prevention of infectious dis- 
eases such as diarrhoea, respi- ($ 2! ys ratory infections, and others caused by

poor shelter and contaminated 3 water. Also, because of the disaster, 
there are many problems with “4 major hysteria among the women and 
children. 


Presently, we are talking with a psychologist to support us in this work. 
I want to express our thanks for your support and prayers. Greetings to the parish- 
ioners at Christ Church and we hope to see some of you in August.

Did You Know? 


The Christ Church 
bell tower, which was 
constructed in 1954, 
is one of only four 
active ringing towers 
in Canada. 


he tower contains eight bells ranging 
in weight from 366 pounds to 952 

pounds. All were specially cast in 
England to suit our church and “to ring har- 
moniously in the (Elbow) valley.” The bells 
were shipped to Calgary via the Panama 
Canal. The first three were installed in 1955 
under the supervision of an expert from the 
English foundry. 

The late Judge E.R. (Ted) Tavender was 
instrumental in getting the bell tower built. He 
was, as he once remarked, “desperately fond 
of English pealing bells.” Judge Tavender col- 
lected information in London and with other 
enthusiasts, including the then rector Canon 
` W.H.H. Crump, ordered the first three bells

from Gillette & Johnson of Croydon, Surrey. 

The archives inform us that immediately 
after the first three bells were installed, a bell- 
ringer from the installation team proceeded to 
give Judge Tavender and four other volunteers 
a two-hour seminar in basic bell handling. He 
then returned to England, leaving the neo- 
phytes to fend for themselves. 

Three more bells arrived and were installed 
in 1956 and the total collection of eight was 
completed in 1957 with the arrival of the last 
two bells from England. 

Judge Tavender lived above the church for 
many years, where he could hear the bells.

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RENOVATION AND RENEWAL NEWS 


R epresentatives of Christ Church re- 
cently took our preliminary plan for the 
renovation of our non-worship space to the 
Diocesan Executive Committee, whose per- 
mission we require under church law to pro- 
ceed with the project. 


The plan was well received and permission 
was immediately 
granted to proceed with 
the next step, which is a 
feasibility study. This 
study will primarily in- 
volve interviewing a 
representative sample of 
parishioners, to see if it's 
likely that we can raise 
the estimated sum of 
$2,400,000. This survey 
will probably take place in November. 


The plan represents the culmination of two 
years of work by the visioning committee, 
which included, among other things, inter- 
viewing some 30 of our areas of ministry, 
five months working with our architect, and 
four parish meetings. 


It involves remodelling the existing building, 
and a 5,000 square foot extension. It will in- 
clude a fully automatic elevator, new me- 
chanical and electrical services, new wash- 
rooms, upgraded kitchens, wide well-lit 
walkways and improved office and meeting 
space. The whole facility will be more wel- 
coming and inviting. 


The renewal of the building will revitalize 
the work of all our ministries, whose input 
has been sought in the development of the 
preliminary plan. We will continue to address 
their needs as we move forward, enabling 
them to live out our mission statement in new 
ways. 


Please check out the plans, which are on 
display in the Crump Room, and feel free 
to give your comments and ideas to the 
Wardens. The design is still only concep- 
tual, and there is still plenty of time for you 
to influence the final outcome.

SYNOD REPORT 


REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE 65TH SYNOD OF THE 
DIOCESE OF CALGARY 


Ri delegates from Christ Church attended the 65th 
Synod, on October 12 and 13. The gathering included 
280 people from across the diocese of Calgary, which en- 
compasses territory within the province from Red Deer south 
to the U.S. border. The diocese includes 70 active clergy, 
18,800 active members, 68 parishes and $6,650,000 in in- 
come. The following are some of the highlights from the 
meeting: 


1) Holy Trinity Church 

This North Calgary congregation has been meeting for the past 20 years, firstly 
in a strip mall, and later in a school. Now they have obtained a prime 1.5 acre 
site for a new 425-seat church in the community known as Hidden Valley. 

Cost of the new church is about $3 million, with $2.5 million still needed. 
Synod decided to proceed with the project, and raise funds through a mortgage. 
It is hoped to raise most of the funds for the payments through a diocese-wide 
appeal. We stated our support of the new church, and a video about this excit- 
ing project will soon be shown at our church. 


2) Long Range Plan 
Synod approved a motion that the diocese undertake a process of discernment 
and vision building and report back to the next Synod. 


3) Companion Diocese 

Synod expressed support for the diocesan initiative to arrange a companion 
diocese in another part of the world. Calgary has been without a companion 
diocese since the link with Tomotu expired five years ago. 


4) Budget for 2002 
The budget of $1,107,000 was approved.

DID YOU KNOW... 


he beautiful Rose Window in the Chancel of our church was designed and 
executed in England by Keith New, who also designed three of the windows 
in Coventry Cathedral. 


The window was dedicated on February 5, 1961 by the Right Reverend W.H. 
Crump, Bishop of Saskatchewan and former Rector of Christ Church. It was a gift 
from Mr. Lorraine Patrick C.B.E. (1896-1978). Born in London, Ontario, he 
came to Calgary with his parents in 1912. Although not a member of our parish, 
Mr. Patrick was a generous benefactor to Christ Church. 


The theme of the window is the 'Seven Gifts of the Holy Spirit,’ which are: the 
Spirit of Wisdom, of Understanding, of Counsel, of Strength, of Knowledge, of Pi- 
ety, and of Fear of the Lord. 


Last year, a small portion of our treasured Rose Window was broken by vandals 
and had to be repaired at a significant cost. We are grateful that as a result of dona- 
tions from three of our parishioners and a reallocation of budget expenditures by 
Vestry, the Rose Window and two other stained glass windows have now had a 
new protective covering applied.

We were all impressed with the depth of faith 
and positive spirit that was evident among the 
Salvadorian families who had experienced such 
hardships.

Everyone was very po- 
lite and appreciative of a place to sleep with good food. 
People said they much preferred staying at the church as 
it was so much quieter and better for the children. 

After dinner we cleaned up amongst more happy 
chatter and then some of us sat and talked with the 
guests. By 9 p.m. it was quiet. 

Was this what I expected? I think so. These are people just like us, 
who have fallen on hard times. Most cannot find affordable housing. 
Some are working, but at minimum wage. There is a lot of love in the 
families. A touching moment was watching a young couple bathe their 
toddler and hearing them all laugh as he played with the water. It is 
amazing how they stay so cheerful. 

There are definite needs. Clothing for toddlers, toys, socks for 
all ages and washable bedding of all kinds. An amazingly generous 
laundry washes bedding after every use, but I noticed how very worn and 
thin many of the covers were. 

This was a good experience, and I feel I can be of help. It takes 
very little time and I recommend it to anyone who wants to pitch in.

SPRINGING PAST LENT 


IN LENT we take thought for Christ's way of the Cross. We consider the death and 
resurrection of Christ to be the heart of the Christian story of redemption. Lent, as 
preparation for the celebration of Easter, encourages us to look for more than we can 
reasonably expect out of life. Eternal life is more than a proposition - it is a promise! 


Should we push beyond reasonable expectations? So often we are warned to be cautious. So 
often we are constrained by circumstances so that we cannot spring past the Lent which 
confines us. 


Spiritual preparation always has a special quality. If we engage in it, we prepare ourselves 
to admit that God can do the totally unexpected. We prepare ourselves to think that human 
thought has its limits, so that thought breaks its barriers into faith. 


Eternal life is 
more than a 

proposition — 
it is a promise 


Only by this faith do the traditional disciplines of Lent make sense. 
Lent encourages us to die a little bit to ourselves, not primarily so 
that we can get better control over ourselves, but so that we can 
experience that life is somehow larger than our own personal tastes 
and needs. 


In this respect we push beyond reasonable expectations, not to be irrational, but to confront 
the limits of what confines us to everyday fear and trembling. Lent prepares us for a larger 
world, a world greater than our imagining. As one of us, confronted by the barriers of his 
world's realities, Jesus was prepared to trust God's pledge of life to this world. This life, 
lived to its culmination on the cross, shattered the constraints which govern this universe, so 
that human life might reach for something greater.

The three places we are visiting are themselves, and are within easy reach of, interesting 
places to visit and Helen Cusworth has kindly agreed to advise on the planning of tourist 


activities.

Thur. July 25 - Sun. July 28: Choir sings at Ely Cathedral, 
Evensong Thursday - Sunday, with two morning services on Sunday 


Tues. July 30 - Fri. August 2: Choir sings at St. George's Chapel, Windsor Castle, 
Evensong each day 


Mon. August 5 - Sun. August 11: Choir sings at Wells Cathedral, 
Evensong Monday -Sunday, with one day off, and two morning services on Sunday 


Ely is near Cambridge, Windsor is near London and Wells is near Bath, Glastonbury, 
Stonehenge etc.

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DID YOU KNOW? 


THE VERY FIRST SERVICE AT CHRIST CHURCH was held 89 years ago in 
January, 1913. The event was a culmination of three years of work and planning by a 
small group of people. 


The first step in the journey was the selection and acquisition of 
a site for the new building. This challenge was solved in 1910 
when Fred C. Lowes offered four lots on the site where our 
church stands today as a gift to the Bishop of Calgary. The 
following summer, on June 25, 1911, some 49 parishioners 
petitioned the Right Reverend Cyprian Pinkham, D.D., Lord 
Bishop of Calgary "that a church may be erected in Elbow Park 
at the earliest possible moment." A year later, in August of 
1912, the Bishop created the parish of Christ Church, Elbow 
Park. Two months later, a contract was let to build a basement 
church. 


The new church extended from the present day east wall, westward to what is now the 
Chancel arch. It was designed to seat 150 people and turned out to be the first of seven 
building phases, ending in 1962 when the Crump Room was built. 


Hopes were high that the new church would be built in time for Christmas. 
Construction proceeded quickly and by mid-December the architects advised that in 
spite of the cold winter weather, the church would be ready for use on Christmas Day, 
1912. Alas, reality prevailed. The heating stove was not ready, and on December 17 
the Vestry had to recommend "that no services be held until the church is made as 
comfortable as possible with some heat." 


Some time after Christmas, the anxiously awaited stove was installed, and with great 
joy and thanksgiving the first service took place on January 5, 1913.

The two churches to- 
gether built houses for Habitat. 


On these beginnings more bricks have been laid. We are help- 
ing to build a sound educational base for one little boy, Angel 
Leiva. He was the recipient of a scholarship which San Andres 
initiated and we funded. San Andres graduated the first class 
from its primary school last fall, and this $500 US bursary will 
enable Angel to continue his education for the next three years 
at the public secondary school. Some of you saw pictures of 
this guy bedaubed with green paint, but he is vibrant inside as 
well as outside! 


The Advent Calendars, designed and painted by Janet Campbell and which some of you bought, 
have yielded money which has been put into the Called to Care/ San Andres fund. Thank you for 
your efforts. But these calendars also helped to build more relationships between the children in 
Kathy Chapman's Sunday Schoo! class and children at San Andres school. Those children, we hear, 
have had fun sticking stars onto the calendars our children sent them. 


And, finally, we have greatly helped San Andres in the rebuilding of its church facade to make it 
more welcoming. Pip Longson, at Father David's request, drew a design for this entranceway, and 
now Norm Diamond has translated that into architectural plans. Father David is excited to hear that 
and is eagerly awaiting them as "the man who is constructing the facade is ready to begin." 


Clearly, all this amounts to more than a facade for a building. Hopefully it is a doorway to further 
shared opportunities.

A MAGICAL MOMENT IN BORNEO 


The following is an exerpt from Diane Stuemer's account of her sailing 
trip around the world. Diane was confirmed at Christ Church and has 
taught in our Sunday School. 


I often think, particularly since September 11, about a fellow we met on a 
wooden boat deep in the jungle of Borneo. I don't know his real name; 
everybody called him "Mr. Ambon," after the city in West Timor from 
which he came. He was a friend of our guide, Andi, and since Mr. Ambon 
didn't speak a word of English, Andi translated his many questions. Most of 
them had to do with religion. Mr. Ambon was a devout Muslim, and we 
were the first Christians he had ever met. He had come on our river 
expedition only because he wanted to talk to us. 


During one of our many philosophical conversations on the tree-shrouded, 
chocolate-coloured river, Herbert and I made the comment that all the 
world's major religions are founded on the same basic beliefs. It was more 
important, we told Mr. Ambon, to remember to love each other as human 
beings than to worry about the things that divided us. I watched Mr. 


Ambon's face as Andi translated that thought, and saw his eyes brighten 
and his head nod, as he understood what we had said. Then he leaned 
forward with an eager smile and said, "Do all Christians believe as you 
do?" 


I couldn't speak for all Christians, I said, but this was our family's belief, 
and it was shared by most of the people we knew. There was another pause 
as Andi translated, and then Mr. Ambon's broad, cinnamon-coloured face 
broke into the widest grin I've ever seen. He leaned over and clasped 
Herbert's hands, holding them long and hard. 


"I am so happy," he said, his eyes glistening, "because that's exactly the 
way I feel, too."

THE LONG DAYS OF SUMMER allow for so much more outdoor activity 
and generally the change enlivens our mood.

WILLIAM’S SABBATICAL January, February, March 2002 
I would like to share with you some snapshots of my time away. 


Santiago, N.Spain. This was the destination of the pilgrimage where we walked an ancient 
trail for 112 km. This medieval city is crowned by a majestic and beautiful cathedral which 
contains a shrine to St. James of Compostela. We reached it in time for the special noonday 
Mass for pilgrims. However, we were surprised by a ceremony that took place at the conclusion 
of the service. High above the altar at the intersection of the nave and the transepts hung a 
botafumero, a huge thurible, about 5’ high and 2’ wide, containing incense to purify and sanctify 
the altar and people. At the end of the service, a team of ten men released the thick rope attached 
to the thurible, and gradually swung it higher and higher so that its trajectory rose to the apex of 
the vault of the ceiling in each transept. All of this while the huge organ grew louder and louder 
in ascending chords. The cathedral filled with incense and then the thurible was allowed to 
swing down. It was very dramatic, if perhaps outside the sphere of worship. 


St. Deiniol’s Library, N.Wales. This is a quaint institution founded in memory of W. E. 
Gladstone, who was prime minister of Great Britain and Ireland and responsible for the 
disestablishment of the Church of Ireland in 1869. This foundation is specifically for clergy to 
take time off from their parishes and keep up to date with the latest theological thinking. 
Attached to the Library is a residence where full board is provided, so that study may be pursued 
without too many worldly, mundane cares! The atmosphere is one of relaxed academia. Some 
come to research obscure topics, others, such as I, come to read around a particular topic. My 
interest was parish structure and organization, perhaps not a riveting subject for some, but one I 
found fascinating. My own ministry was put into perspective when, by an extraordinary 
coincidence, on my last day there, I sat beside a retired priest who had been in my father’s 
parish in the 1930’s! 


Bellingham, Washington State. Here I attended all services on Sunday at a very busy 
parish, where at times I nearly felt invisible and at others, was mistaken for the priest they were 
about to call as Rector! 


St. Mary of the Lake Seminary, Chicago Ill. A 900 acre campus of one of the largest 
Roman Catholic seminaries in the United States. I attended a conference here with 50 other 


clergy of about 15 denominations. We discussed the advantages and disadvantages of large 
multi-staffed parishes. It was reinforced for me yet again that there is no such thing as 
maintaining the status quo! A parish is either growing or stagnating and it is not difficult to 
choose between those two. 


Three months went by very quickly but the wide variety of places and moods became the 
ingredient that restored me. Thank you all for making it possible and I ask you all for your 
continued support and prayers as together, we move forward where the Spirit leads.

FROM THE LIBRARY SHELVES — BOOK REVIEW (CONTINUED) 


Jesus had the freedom to be Himself under all circumstances. He never filled the needs 
of his ego. He was free to forgive, free to endure, free to be, and free to die. Jesus 
chose to love his twelve disciples even when they failed Him (as they often did). The 
portrait that the Gospels drew of Jesus was one of self-giving. It was His humanity 
that reveals the meaning of God. 


Prayer is the experience of meeting God. But how can we believe in the power of prayer 
when we live in a rational, pragmatic and science-based world? We do that through the 
simple action of sharing our friendship and our acceptance. Prayer can be the active 
opposition to those prejudices and stereotypes that diminish people. As Christians, we 
should be living as if everything we do and say is a prayer. For Spong, prayer is being 
present and sharing love—and it’s not necessarily addressed to heaven. Praying is 
accepting that we have no control over many of life’s experiences—good or bad. Spong 
does not believe there is a supernatural being standing over our world. The God that 
Spong worships is part of who he is. Prayer is the recognition that holiness is found in 
the center of life. 


The business of Church is not to judge our lives, but to enhance our consciousness, to 
expose ignorance and prejudice and to help us live our lives in all its fullness. What 
often draws people into church are the “hatching, matching and dispatching” functions 
of church life i.e. births, weddings, funerals. 


The Church has changed in recent years. Altars now face the congregation — 
recognizing that the Kingdom of God might be amongst the people. We no longer have 
to be on our knees to pray — we are not subjects of a king, nor are we serfs to a Jord or 
Uncle Toms to a master. Spong believes that there is no God “out there," but instead 
God is within ourselves. The new prayer book has taken out references to God being 
manipulated by prayers of the faithful. 


How does Spong see the future of the church? Many Christians can only imagine God 
as an intervening, personal, supernatural presence who can invade history and make a 
difference. He hopes that worship in the future will be oriented toward the world of our 
human community. It will eventually become less hierarchical and denominational. - 


The evolution of the Holy One did not end when the scriptures ended. 
Followers of Christ will have no part in the division between Catholic and 
Protestant, nor will His name be used to denigrate any of the other great 
religions of the world. Instead He will be at the door as an inviting 
presence who says to all “Come Unto Me and discover the infinite 
dimensions of transcendent wonder.”

Why Christianity Must Change or Die: A Bish op Speaks to Believers in Exile” 
by John Shelby Spong 


BOOK REVIEW by Janet Clarke Bell 


I realize now that I was spiritually hungry when I picked up this provocative book from the 
Christ Church library. Spong grabbed me with his passionate stand on the Bible, Jesus and the- 
ology. He challenged me to think about my Anglican faith and to question whether I am a be- 
liever in exile. . 


John Shelby Spong is the former Episcopal Bishop of Newark, New J ersey, and the author of a 
number of bestsellers on Christianity. He begins the book by asking whether we can really say 
the Apostles’ Creed with honesty and meaning. The ancient words that shaped the creed have 
become empty and meaningless for many of my generation. Yet the hunger for God has never 
been greater. 


We know that the God of the Christian faith no longer fights wars and defeats enemies (despite 
the promises of George Bush), nor does God choose special people to carry out his message. 
God does not heal the sick, spare the dying, reward the good or punish the evil in our society. 
The power once assigned to God can now be explained in countless other ways. 


Christianity, according to Spong, needs to deliver new images of God. Paul Tillich, Spong’s 
teacher and mentor, had suggested that God could be viewed, not as an external supernatural 
force, but rather as an internal reality opening us up to the meaning of life itself. Spong sug- 
gests that Tillich’s idea of God as “the ground of all being” serves us better than our traditional 
ideas of God “up in heaven." 


The image of Jesus as Rescuer must also be put aside. A supernatural redeemer is pre- 
Darwinian superstition and nonsense. Spong prefers to think of Christ as Spirit. He uses Paul’s 
words from his letter to the Galatians, to describe the fruit of Spirit as love, joy, peace, pa- 
tience, kindness, goodness, gentleness and faith in God. 


Despite all his reservations about institutional Christianity, Spong believes 
deeply in Christ as The Experience. Jesus made radical statements that expanded 
the meaning of love. He broke apart barriers between Jew and Gentile, Jew and 
Samaritans, men and women. Jesus announced that there would be no status de- 
fined by religion, tribe or culture.

This month we are 
featuring a Colombian Organization called FANDIC. 


In Spanish FANDIC stands for Fundacién Amigos de los Nifios Discapacitados para su 
Integración a la Comunidad. The English translation is Friends of Disabled Children for their 
Integration into the Community. FANDIC is a grassroots charitable organization that was 
formed to assist children with disabilities — and living in poverty — improve their quality of 
life. Its mission is to develop programs that assist the integration of these children into the school 
system and into their communities. FANDIC offers therapy, tutoring and community services 
free of charge by arranging to have students from local universities and schools Participate in a 
practical community experience. 


Christ Church’s connection with this organization is through Marlene Wiens, one of our 
parishioners and founding member of FANDIC.

RELIGION AND SCIENCE CONTINUED) 


Polkinghome sees God in the vast cosmos with its 15 billion years of 

history since the Big Bang.God is at work in the universe, guiding and 

enticing the unfolding of creation. God acts in the world without setting 

aside the laws of nature. We can take the predictable aspects of nature, 

such as the seasons, as signs of God’s faithfulness. Acts of God take . 
place in the cloudy, unpredictable parts of the world. Faith may feel the 

divine hand at work but we cannot isolate it and analyse it. It can’t be 

demonstrated in an experimental way. 


The world was not created as a puppet theatre for a Cosmic Tyrant. 
Evolution has given us persistent novelty through an interplay between 
chance and necessity. If the physical universe is one of true becoming, 
with the future not yet formed, then Polkinghome believes that God does 
not know the future. This is not an imperfection of the divine nature, - 
because the future is not there to be known. 


When we pray we are offering to God our willingness to be used in 
collaboration with His will. Our desires become possible when human 
and divine will work together. Prayer is not a substitute for action, but a 
commitment to action. Praying forces us to state what we really want. 
We have to accept the mystery of human destiny. If we pray for the 
healing of a person stricken with cancer, the answer we get may not be 
remission. It may, however, bring us to the acceptance of that person’s 
destiny. 


Polkinghome concluded his remarks by turning to — 
1 Thessalonians (5:21,22) 
“Test everything. Hold on to the good.”

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RELIGION AND SCIENCE CAN CO-EXIST 


Lecturer mixes theology and physics 


QO: March 4, we had the honour of meeting Sir John 
Polkinghome, an internationally known physicist who spent 20 
years doing research in theoretical particle physics at Cambridge 
University, and then switched to theology. He is the Past President and 
now Fellow of Queens’ College, Cambridge, the Canon Theologian of 
Liverpool, England, and the co-founder of the Society of Ordained 
Scientists. He was in Calgary to deliver the Bentall Lecture on Education 
and Theology. His topic was “Can a Scientist Pray? Affirming both 
Religious and Scientific Responses to the World.” 


Polkinghome views science and religion as “theoretical cousins.” He 
explained that many scientists pray without even knowing it. To have a 
sense of wonder about the universe is a form of praying. For 
Polkinghome, there is a Mind and a Purpose behind the history of the 
universe, and the One, whose veiled presence is only intimated, is worthy 
of our worship. 


Polkinghome spent time explaining the interface between quantum 
theory and faith. He explained how we could speak with integrity about 
God’s acts in the world while at the same time accepting what science 
has to say about the process of the physical world. There are many 
intrinsic unpredictabilities inherent in our world. Physicists can only 
assign probabilities for the outcomes of quantum events. And there is 
widespread sensitivity to the minute details of circumstance, otherwise 
known as “chaos.” Post-Newtonian physics has shown us that the world 
does not run like clockwork, but instead is unpredictable and uncertain. 
There are more clouds than rocks in the physical world. 


So how can we make sense of this unpredictability?

DO YOU KNOW...CAROLYNNE SCOTT? 


A special ministry overcomes disability 


hat is special about Carolynne 

Scott’s ministry? Carolynne has 
Parkinson’s disease and conducts her min- 
istry from a small suite at the Renoir. 
There, limited by the daily unpredictable 
symptoms of this disease, she produces 
batches of greeting cards for every occa- 
sion and donates the sale proceeds equally 
to the Parkinson’s Society and to Christ 


Qe burch. 


Originally from Winnipeg, Carolynne 
holds a Bachelor of Library Science from 
the University of Alberta. She came to Cal- 
gary and Christ Church in 1981. She says 
she was so shy that she would not venture 
to the Crump Room for coffee after the 
worship service, because she didn’t know 
anyone. 


In the fall of 1989, Carolynne learned she 
had Parkinson’s disease. Shortly thereafter 
her mother died and eventually her disabil- 
ity caused her to resign from the Calgary 
Public Library, where she was an area 
. ao Carolynne began to withdraw in- 

watdly and gradually drifted away from 
Christ Church. 


One day in late 1993, the then new rector, 
William Pike went to visit her. As Caro- 
lynne tells it, “William held out a hand (to 
me) and allowed me to come back to Christ 
Church.” Elizabeth Brain recruited a team 
of volunteers to assist her by running er- 
rands, driving her to medical appointments 
(of which there were many), and simply 
checking in on her. (See Carolynne’s trib- 
ute to her volunteers on page 18 of the Feb- 
ruary, 2001 ‘Courier’). 


By 1997, she joined the Christ Church li- 
brary committee as a volunteer, doing cata- 
loguing, book reviews and writing notices. 


By 1999, Carolynne’s deteriorating condi- 
tion required what would be the first of two 
major brain surgeries and she could no 
longer continue living by herself. She 
moved into the Renoir where she would 
receive closer care, and that’s where the 
next chapter of her life began. 


Carolynne says that Parkinson’s changed 
her life in several ways. “It has opened me 
up to the needs of others. I have become 
more sensitive toward people, especially 
the residents here (at the Renoir).” Indeed 
that is how Carolynne’s current outreach 
project was born. She noticed that older 
residents had difficulty identifying their 
own ‘walkers’ from long lines of ‘walkers’ 
parked against the wall in the dining room. 
At her own expense, she proceeded to 
make laminated ID cards to attach to each 
of the 60 ‘walkers.’ Next came posters an- 
nouncing, various local events. Then came 
her greeting card project as a convenience 
to residents, who could not get out to buy 
their own cards for relatives’ birthdays, 
graduations, illness etc. 


Carolynne now produces hundreds of 
standard and personalized cards. Starting 
by selecting the appropriate graphic design 
from her extensive computer files, she then 
scans it onto a card sheet, types a name or 
greeting, prints, mechanically folds and 
then cuts the card.

Ail this she does in her combined sitting 
roonyoffice/studio/kitchen. Some days are 
better than others, depending on what her dis- 
ease will permit her to do. Two hours is about 
the maximum period she can work without 
resting. 


The cards are now sold to our parishioners 
and to friends, as well as Renoir residents. 
The fifty percent of Carolynne’s sales pro- 
ceeds donated to Christ Church pay for a su- 
pervisor for our Sunday nursery. 


Carolynne says her motivation is a desire to 
give something back to all those who have 
supported, and continue to support her. She 
also notes that her card business “makes me

RENEWAL PROJECT 


arlier this summer, parishioners received a 

letter from the Rector’s Warden announc- 
ing the results of the “Renewal at Christ 
Church” questionnaire. As mentioned in the let- 
ter, Vestry has asked the Renewal Committee to 
proceed with planning for a fund-raising cam- 
paign. Vestry has also given approval to hire a 
consultant to assist the Committee for this pur- 
pose and the diocesan Executive Committee has 
also given us approval for fund-raising. 


At the Executive Committee’s request, the Re- 
newal steering committee met with the Bishop, 
Archdeacon Barry Foster, and diocesan finan- 
cial officer, Stephen Koning, early in August to 
discuss the Christ Church Renewal Project, the 
Holy Trinity building project, associated dioce- 
san fund raising for Holy Trinity and how we 
can coordinate and cooperate with each other. 
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We were advised that fund raising for Holy 
Trinity will begin this fall and will be con- 

ducted throughout the diocese. Fund raising 
for the Renewal Project will be restricted to 


` our own parish and no assistance will be re- 


quested from the Diocese. 


Our plan is to do our preliminary organiza- 
tional work in the fall, with the general fund 
raising campaign to occur next year in the 
late winter or early spring. Upon completion 
of our fund raising program, an architect 
would be hired to commence work on a de- 
tailed design consistent with the amount of 
funds raised. During this phase, information 
meetings will be held with parishioners to 
discuss any necessary modifications to the 
conceptual plan to reflect your concerns and 
needs.

IN THE LIBRARY ~ BOOK REVIEW 


“The Once and Future Church” 
by Loren B. Mead (Alban Institute, 1991) 


God is always calling us to be more than we have been, to pata- 
phrase Loren B. Mead. Today, some churches are refuges of nar- 
row elitism; others work hard at becoming inclusive. Previously 
there were what Mead calls Apostolic Missions: everyone knew 
where they belonged. To be a good Christian, the citizen supported 
the Empire, reached upwards to improve the self and overcame the 
pagan outside the Empire. Today, the church is becoming a minis- 
try of the laity to carry out missions closer to home. 


Today, the judicature, a word Mead likes, must change to fulfill 
the needs of the churches: a church has a problem which needs ad- 
dressing. The diocese should have pamphlets or solutions or an 
experience with the problem. Someone can advise the church com- 
mittee or board, which advice the church may or may not take. 


The greatest change required is with the clergy who’ve gone from 
high status/low stress to a low status/high stress job. At the same 
time, the clergy must be flexible and imaginative, traditional for 
those who demand it, and for those who want to, change course. 
The clergy must be religious and spiritual and able to manage in- 
stitutions coping with change. The clergy must also be single- 
minded in equipping their congregations as people of God for a 
new mission in a new age. The clergy must be a resource for the 
officers of the future church, training the church officers for mis- 
sion work within the church and outside the church doors — in the 
parish. 


Whether or not you agree with Mead, this is a very readable 
book. There are many more topics packed within its thin 92 
pages.

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SPIRITUAL DIRECTION 


An excerpt from Liz Stileman’s article, 
printed in The Sower 


Have you ever thought about meeting 
with a Spiritual Director? Maybe you al- 
ready have one, or are thinking of looking 
for someone with whom you could discuss 
your spiritual journey? If so, you are among 
a growing number of people doing the same 
thing. They want to talk with someone about 
their lives and issues, their relationship with 
the Divine, and how all aspects of their ex- 
periences impact on their journey in faith. 


In Care of Mind Care of Spirit, Gerald May 
says, “Spiritual Direction is a journey to- 
wards more freely and deeply choosing to 
surrender to God,” Incidentally, we don’t 
have to be ‘put off or intimidated by the 
term ‘director’ though it is the one most 
widely used to describe this ancient minis- 
try. Anamchara — Gaelic for ‘soul friend” 
fits the process of Spiritual Direction as 
well, and was very popular in the early 
Celtic Church. The desert Fathers and Moth- 
ers of the 4" and 5" centuries were mentors 
consulted by those yearning to know, love 
and follow Christ in their lives. Though 
Spiritual Direction has continued unabated, 
particularly within the monastic orders, it 
has recently received growing interest and 
participation. The Cursillo movement, as 
well as writings of such mystics as Thomas 
Merton and Evelyn Underhill, have influ- 
enced this trend, and now the ministry is in- 
creasingly viewed as established and valid 
within our own and other Christian denomi- 
nations. As a result, the number of courses 
available for aspiring Spiritual Directors is 
growing rapidly. Many of these are adminis- 
tered by graduates from the Shalem Institute 
in Washington D.C. 


Courses typically include “requirements of 
personal spiritual discipline, study, seminars 
and spiritual direction given, received and 
supervised.” (Taken from the Certificate of 
Completion issued by the Episcopal Diocese 
of South Carolina) In addition, many Spiri- 
tual Directors are members of Spiritual Di- 
rectors International, a 10-year-old organiza- 

«tion with more than 4,000 members world- 
wide. 


Spiritual Directors usually arrange for their 
own personal support and guidance. This is 
done within groups which meet to pray, dis- 
cuss concerns and provide mutual encour- 
agement and teaching. They also receive Di- 
rection themselves, and need constantly to 
remind themselves of their total reliance on 
God as the Director, understanding their 
companioning and confidential role as a con- 
duit or channel through which God’s work is 
done.

On Wednesday, May 22, 2002 at 6:30 p.m. women from different Angli- 
can Churches in Calgary were seen arriving at St. Peter’s Church carrying 
food. They were there to share their food and to listen to Miss S. Soori- 
yakumary relate her experiences as the Coordinator of Refugee Pro- 
grammes in Chennai, South India. 


Miss S. Sooriyakumary is the Coordinator of Refugee Programmes for 
the Organization for Eedam Refugees Rehabilitation in Chennai, South 
India. She was invited to Canada by the Primate Fund, as a partner to par- 
ticipate in a National Anglican Refugee Consultation and to speak at the 
Canadian Council for Refugees. Nina Chiba, Calgary Diocese Refugee 
Coordinator, attended the Anglican Refugee Consultation and invited 
Miss Sooriyakumary to Calgary. 


After sharing of food and many stories about our Anglican ways, the 
twenty women formed a circle to listen to Miss Sooriyakumary. She out- 
lined the history of her organization highlighting some of the horrors, like 
trying to get passports for the Tamil refugees who left home with nothing 
and the joys of seeing the hope on the faces of those who can survive 
within such camps. 


„She was very grateful to receive funding from the Primate’s World Relief 
and Development Fund since refugee projects find it very difficult to se- 
cure funding. She also stressed how necessary it was for decisions to be 
made locally and she was happy the churches funded groups without 
needing to control or dominate their patrons. She appreciated the wel- 
come and friendship extended to her particularly by the Calgary women 
she met and spoke with. She is very sensitive to the dynamics of helping 
Western thinkers appreciate the equality of people from other very differ- 
ent parts of the world. Miss Sooriyakumary is committed to her work and 
appreciates partnering with PWRDF.

SEEING MORE CLEARLY IN 
NICARAGUA! 


In December 2001, Christ Church’s Called to 
Care Committee contributed $300 (towards a 
goal of $5000) for a homegrown project called 
The Nicaragua Eye Care and Medical Mis- 
sion. This project was borne out of a relation- 
ship that developed between a local business — 
the Planet Coffee Roasters Ltd. on 4" St. S.W. 
and a small coffee plantation, Aroma Nica, 
which was attempting to sell its coffee directly 
to roasters. The socially-minded plantation 
owners wanted to maximize returns to their 
coffee harvesters who barely eke out a living at 
this seasonal work. Typically coffee is sold 
with many middlemen adding their costs to a 
paltry amount paid for the original product. 


As a result, 18 volunteers from Calgary, in- 
cluding a physician, a registered nurse, two 
optometrists, an optician and support staff 
travelled at their own expense to the tiny vil- 
lage of Las Sabanas in north western Nica- 
ragua over the past Christmas holidays. 


The project was a resounding success in that 
the optometry team examined over 700 people. 
200 pairs of reading glasses were handed out at 
the clinic, while donated lenses and frames for 
400 pairs of eyeglasses were assembled once 
the team returned home, then mailed to those 
requiring prescriptions. The medical team 
treated a wide variety of infections and ill- 
nesses, and was able to fill numerous prescrip- 
tions. f 


Thanks to supporters like Christ Church, grass- 
roots projects such as this can make a signif- 
cant contribution in Central America.

Book Reviews (continued) 


Healing Through Prayer: Foreword by Peter Downie 


HIS BOOK OF ESSAYS is mostly by medical doctors and scientists. For example Dr. Dossey, 

when he left medical school, was aware of the placebo effect with patients. But not until he was 
confronted for some time with patients who got well despite all odds against their recovery, did he re- 
alize something greater was at work. Doctors can cure illness but they cannot heal. Psychologists and 
psychiatrists can help patients with their personal problems so they can help scientists in curing them- 
selves. But no one can help heal the spirit. It is pointless to help cure a patient only to have one com- 
mit suicide when he’s cured. Science and prayer can heal people who may then go on to lead produc- 
tive lives. Prayer lowers blood pressure, cholesterol, etc. 


Six doctors and one physicist, John Polkinghorne, all vouch for the combination of science and prayer. 
Faith in God works miracles, these doctors maintain. 


Some nursing homes have been set up on this basis. There is Barrswood, a hospital and retreat, which 
has a staff doctor, two priests and a variety of health care workers. Patients range in age from older 
people to children. Most of the patients are healed, with one exception. The hospital is not an escape 
from, but into, life. Some people are old, ready to die, in extreme pain from arthritis or cancer, and 
prayer helps them to release and die in peace and dignity. 

Even if you are healthy, you will find this book fascinating, full of interesting anecdotes.

DO YOU KNOW...John Ronning: 
the lighter side of life 


Collecting has been a 
lifelong hobby for 
John Ronning. 


John was seven years 
old when his father 
gave him two pennies 
dated 1900 and 1901. 
He declared then that he 
would collect every 
penny from 1900 on. 


Some years ago he began collecting cigarette 
lighters, which he admits is a rather unusual 
hobby. 


His wife Alice read an article that recom- 
mended “the collecting of smokers’ supplies, 
as they might some day become extinct.” Tak- 
ing her at her word, John started collecting 
and today has more than two thousand ciga- 
rette lighters. Many were not very practical, 
but as he says, “that is what makes them so 
interesting.” 


Manufacturers of that day often went a bit 
wild when designing new lighters. Take, for 
example, the one designed as small truck. 
Press a button and it scoots across the table to 
deliver not only a lighter but a load of ciga- 
rettes. Another is the “knight in armour” set. 
Lift the knight’s visor and a lighter is re- 
vealed...the striker is under the saddle and the 
flint lies along the horse’s tail!

The tiny pygmy lighter, no larger than a 
loonie, was probably designed for a 
woman’s purse. It works, but has to be 
refueled after every use. 


In his collection are lighters designed as 
Dusenberg cars, airplanes, ski boots, 
ships, slot machines...no end of imagina- 
tive creations. On the other hand, his 
Royal Doulton and Crown Derby sets are 
works of art, delicately crafted china that 
are among his most prized possessions. 
How many lighters does he have? A 
quick check of the records and he has 
the exact number: “two thousand, four 
hundred and fifty two...as at Septem- 
ber ninth.” 
Oh yes... that collection of pennies? John 
now has every penny issued since Cana- 
dian pennies were first made in 1858 
with one exception: he still doesn’t have 
one of the four variations of the 1859 
penny. 

“Tt is available,” he says, “for 
about a thousand dollars!”

Ermie Johnson was born jf 
in Smith Falls, Ontario. Edna 
was born north of Regina, in 
Govan, Saskatchewan. They 
were married in Regina 63 
years ago, when Edna was a 
nurse at the Grey Nuns Hospital 
in Regina and Ernie was a jun- 
ior intern there, having gradu- 
ated from Queen’s University 
with Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery 

ees. 

Shortly after World War II began, Emie 
enlisted in the Canadian army, but soon thereafter 
was incapacitated for eleven months with very 
acute rheumatoid arthritis. He was therefore 
given a medical discharge from the army. As 
soon as he was able, he then volunteered for 
overseas service with the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, however complete medical examination 
and x-rays disqualified him from enlisting. In- 
stead, the air force persuaded him to fill a vital 
need for a physician and surgeon in a rural area 
of Saskatchewan, as opposed to the alternative of 
examining RCAF recruits in Canada. 

Thus began Ernie and Edna’s very busy 
teamwork in healthcare. From 1941 to 1947 

© did his own surgery and Edna assisted him 

th his medical office in Elfros, plus surgery 
and maternity cases in the nearby 80-bed Wadena 
Hospital. During this time, son David (1941) and 
daughter Judy (1943) were born. 

Treating patients in the far-flung regions of 
this rural practice and, when necessary, bringing 
them to hospital required the use of all means of 
land transportation. Timely medical and surgical 
care was a serious concern. To address this issue, 
Ernie, having obtained his pilot’s license, became 
the first to own an airplane to facilitate and make 
possible visits to patients and their speedy trans- 
fer to hospitals. This was especially important in 
winter, when roads were often impassable.

Known as ‘The Flying Doc- 
tor’, Ernie was credited 
with saving many lives 
which otherwise would have 
been lost. During this time, 
he was also appointed a Pro- 
` vincial Coroner. 
In 1947, Ernie was able 
<- to leave his Saskatchewan 
practice to study ophthalmol- 
ogy. He was awarded the Sidney Hermant Fel- 
lowship in Ophthalmology from the University of 
Toronto and subsequently did postgraduate work 
in Ophthalmology in Vancouver BC, Portland, 
Maine and Stanford University. He also contin- 
ued to serve in the RCAF Reserve. 


Ernie and Edna moved to Calgary in 1951 
and began their lengthy association with Christ 
Church the following year. Meanwhile, Ernie be- 
gan his practice of Ophthalmology, eventually 
founding the Johnson Eye Clinic, a busy eye 
medical and surgical practice which he and other 
eye surgeons operated for several years. 

One evening, Ernie and Edna attended a 
lecture that would literally change their lives. The 
speaker was Dr. Ben Gullison, a Canadian mis- 
sionary physician and surgeon at a hospital in 
Sompeta, India. This hospital, for which he had 
obtained a well-trained Indian ophthalmologist, 
had run out of money and he had come to Canada 
to seek funding. 

Ernie and several others, took up the cause 
and began organizing fund raising dinners etc. to 
help Dr. Gullison.. In 1963 they founded, what 
would eventually become, Operation Eyesight 
Universal which developed over 70 projects in 
16 developing countries. Its head office continues 
to be located in Calgary, with branches in To- 
ronto and Vancouver. Ernie remains active as 
an unpaid volunteer worker and executive 
member of the organization.

Raising money in Calgary for Operation 
Eyesight was not totally fulfilling for Ernie, so 
in 1968, he and Edna, travelled to Sompeta for 
four months to become personally involved with 
Dr. Gullison, and his staff, in this “poorest of 
the poor” areas of India. He was the first volun- 
teer eye surgeon to go to Sompeta. One day, 
starting at 3:30am they performed more than 90 
cataract operations. Edna, as usual, was at 
Emie’s side, helping in the operating room. 
Edna, recalling that day says, “We had three op- 
erating tables and we just kept going from one 
to the other all day, with excellent Indian work- 
ers doing all the pre- and post-operative work” 

In addition to her operating room work, in 
Sompeta, Edna was busy with others setting 
up so-called “eye camps” in outlying villages 
to enable patients to reach an operating facil- 
ity. She helped organize vans for transportation, 
and schools and tents for patients and opera- 
tions. Ernie says of Edna, “She has always been 
a most efficient right hand.” 

On subsequent visits to Sompeta and 
other areas of India, Africa and other developing 
countries, Ernie concentrated more on training 
local surgeons to handle many of the procedures 
themselves. This was Ernie and Edna’s vision 
for the developing countries.To address the 
shortage of eye surgeons in India, two excellent 
eye-surgical teaching programs have been 
started there by Operation Eyesight in each of 
two large universities in Manipal and Manga- 
lore. Eventually most of Ernie’s time overseas 
was devoted to giving lectures and monitoring 
these programs. 

From the mid-60’s to mid-70’s the John- 
sons’ undertook many volunteer ophthalmic 
teaching and surgery trips to various other de- 
veloping countries. Ernie cites, as an example, 
doing surgery in Tunisia with the American hos- 
pital ship ‘Hope.’ Edna also used the time in Tu- 
nisia to help organize and prepare for subse- 
quent teams of doctors who would participate in 
the project. 


Even in Canada, they made volunteer 
trips to Newfoundland to service the out- 
ports and do surveys of eye problems there, 
as well as in the Northwest Territories and 
western Arctic. 

Ernie was awarded The Order of 
Canada, and degrees, hospital and faculty 
positions, far too numerous to mention. 
They are perhaps best summed up by the 
following excerpt from the citation to the 
first Queen’s University Alumni Associa- 
tion Outstanding Achievement Award, 
presented to Ernie: 


“for his significant contributions to heal- 
ing sciences as an ophthalmic surgeon, 
internationally recognized for his shared 
techniques in ophthalmic surgery; foun- 
der teacher and clinician in Operation 
Eyesight Universal, through which he 
has restored sight to the world’s poor 
and blind; a benefactor of physicians 
and surgeons through scholarships as 
well as training; promoter and provider 
of health care on Canada’s last frontiers 
and the Flying Doctor for the Civil 
Aviation Rescue Emergency Services as 
well as other contributions to charity 
and public service...and not least, his 
fidelity to his Queen’s University Alma 
Mater and sagacious service on the Uni- 
versity Council.” 


Just last year, Queen’s further hon- 
oured Ernie through the naming of the “Dr. 
Ernest A. Johnson Chair in Ophthalmol- 
ogy”. Also last year, the Queen’s University 
Calgary Alumni inaugurated an annual for- 
mal dinner, the “Johnson Dinner’, in honour 
ots 
Ernie and Edna — truly partners in vision.

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Christ Church Tour (continued) 


At Wells, there were again no sermons (except 
for one) so the readings and prayers became ser- 
mons in themselves. The choir rose magnifi- 
cently to the standard, and sang so well and con- 
sistently. Decorum during processing and the ser- 
vice itself is important; we were well instructed 
by the various vergers, but there seems to be 
something intangible in the buildings themselves 
that had the choir instinctively doing the right 
thing. 


One of the highlights of the week at Wells was a 
recording session in the octagonal chapter house. 
We were originally to have recorded in the Lady 
Chapel at Ely, but the floor was under repair. It 
was a suggestion from none other that John 
Rutter himself, which led us to ask for and re- 
ceive permission to record at Wells. As there 
are no lights in the chapter house, we set up the 
equipment and started to sing for as long as the 
light held, stopping every 15 minutes for the out- 
side clock to chime. The staff had turned the fa- 
mous inside clock off, but the one outside contin- 
ued. As the sun was setting, we were virtually 
singing the last few pages from memory! The 
sound of the choir was just outstanding, and as 
they finished singing, the sound would leave the 
choir and you could actually hear the chord as it 
travelled around the room. 


Our last day in Wells was a big one, physically 
and emotionally. Rehearsal began at 9:00, Eucha- 
rist at 9:45, Matins at 11:30, rehearsal at 2:00 and 
Evensong at 3:00. We had saved all our big mu- 
sic for the last day - Palestrina, Howells, Mozart, 
Leighton, Elgar and Brahms — and the choir out- 
did itself. There were quite a few tears at the end 
of Evensong, particularly in the prayers and dur- 
ing our final dismissal from the clergy, when 
Archdeacon Acworth stood on a stone bench and 
said the Irish blessing as we were lined up in the 
north aisle for the last time. 


Choir's hard work well received 


The choir - and organists Gary Tong and Jim 
Picken - did an outstanding job on the tour. 


Everyone stayed healthy and got along well, 
which is important when travelling with that 
many people for such a long time. The choir had 
prepared an enormous amount of music, some 
27 different settings, responses and anthems, as 
well as 29 psalms and many hymns. 


Each day began with a 90-minute (or longer) 
rehearsal in the morning, an hour-long rehearsal 
in the cathedral or chapel before the service, and 
then the service itself. 


We sang 17 services during the time we were 
there, so it was truly a working tour. The choir 
was very well received, not only as a choir, but 
also as ambassadors for Christ Church. Nick 
Woodcock, the Precentor at Ely, said the choir 
had made a real impact on the cathedral and its 
people, and my sense is that they did so at Win- 
dsor, and also at Wells 

Everywhere we went, we were invited to re- 
turn, which is a real compliment, but for now 
we will let the impressions and memories sort 
themselves out and take time to ponder the 
kaleidoscope of visual, aural and spiritual 
sensations.

MORE FROM THE CCECC 


All the children are settling in well to their 
new environment. The Parent Information 
Night was very well attended; the teachers 
presented an overview of the day’s routine 
and showed a video, illustrating how children 
learn by exploring their environment. A par- 
ent representative for children in the three- 
year-old group was elected.

Some policy details are outlined below as in- 
formation to the parish in general, and as a se- 
quel to that provided in the last Courier: 


- The preschool staff consists of two quali- 
fied ECE teachers, who, in addition to their 
Early Childhood training, have First Aid 
qualifications in Child Care. They see the pre- 
school as part of the program of the church. A 
portion of the budget is allocated to profes- 
sional development. The third member of staff 
is a qualified music teacher. At the moment 
she is Ms. Geneviev Guerrero, who holds a B. 
Mus. degree with a major in Primary educa- 
tion. In addition, two members of the clergy 
staff, William and Anna, visit each class twice 
a month.

- Our mission is to provide, within the 
Christian ethos of Christ Church, a nur- 
turing environment for preschool chil- 
dren as they explore their world through 
play-based activities and to support 
family life by means of education pro- 
grams for parents and guardians. 


- The curriculum consists of activities 
that develop the natural curiosity inher- 
ent in children and through which their 
spiritual, emotional, physical, social and 
intellectual growth can proceed at an 
individual rate. Classes are small, with 
16 in the four-year-old classes, and 14 
in the three's. 


- The second thrust of the CCECC is 
parent support. This year, two parent 
forums will be held: one in November, 
dealing with early reading, and the sec- 
ond in the spring, the topic of which is 
yet to be decided. These meetings are 
open to everyone interested. Details are 
posted in the Sunday bulletins.

Ely Cathedral 


“The ship of the fens,” as Ely Cathedral has been 

described, rises out of the countryside and is 

visible for miles around. Its most distinctive fea- 

ture is the lantern, which collapsed in 1322 and 

was rebuilt from massive timbers which can be 

sgen when touring the lantern and roof area of 
athedral. 


The organ was not available for use, as the 
blower was being repaired, so we had instead a 
concert grand piano and a very small three-stop 
chamber organ with which to accompany the 
choir. What we thought would be disastrous 
turned out very well, as the choir was able to fo- 
cus on singing and ensemble, rather than worry- 
ing about being heard over the massive organ. 
As a result, Evensongs were very peaceful, with 
candles lit on the music racks and the light 
streaming in from the West Door and down the 
length of the nave with its wonderful painted 
ceiling. 

Precentor, Nicholas Woodcock, was very 

to the choir, showing us his favourite spots 
in the cathedral and taking time to chat with in- 
dividual members of the choir. 


There were no sermons at Evensong, so the read- 
ings and prayers, in a sense, became the sermon. 
At Ely, the clergy would take a word or phrase 
from the anthem and use it as the theme for the 
prayers, which really unified the service. On 
Sunday morning we sang Eucharist under the 
magnificent lantern, where an altar and choir 
stalls have been placed. Coffee hour in the north 
aisle followed the service, with a chance to visit 
with the very friendly people of Ely. 


CHRIST CHURCH CHOIR TOUR 


On July 22, Christ Church Choir set forth on another three-week singing tour of England. 
This time, our destinations were Ely Cathedral, St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, and Wells 
Cathedral - each one very different from the other, but each remarkable. 


St. George’s Chapel 


At St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, we went from 
Ely's soaring Norman edifice to a smaller, more 
intimate chapel steeped in history. Shortly after 
our arrival in Windsor we left the hotel where we 
were all staying and walked up the hill to the cas- 
tle where the organist of St. George’s, Roger 
Judd, had prepared a wonderful reception for us. 
As it was a very hot day, he wisely set it up out- 
side on the lawn — in a part of the castle where 
the clergy and musicians live, but the general 
public never sees. 


We hadn’t had any proper lunch so we all fell on 
the food and Roger was kept very busy dashing 
in and out carrying big platters of tasty things, 
which were devoured as soon as he put them 
down. 


At the reception we met Charles Wallace, the 
Succentor of St. George’s (the priest who sings 
the service and is responsible for the musical end 
of things. He is also the chaplain of the school 
and the choir boys attend, so is a very busy man. 
Originally from Canada, he was at St. John’s in 
Victoria before taking this job in Windsor three 
years ago.) He showed us our “rehearsal room” 
which was located at the side of the lay clerks’ 
houses, down a steep flight of stairs and through 
a large door — into the dungeon! 


This dungeon was our singing home for the next 
four days, as we rehearsed in the gloom sur- 
rounded by some metal helmets, an old mailbox 
and other paraphernalia tucked away in the dusty 
corners — a sort of royal basement! 


Following our introduction to the dungeon, 
Roger took us on our own private tour of St. 
George’s Chapel, complete with “inside sto- 
ries” and an all-too-brief organ recital. After 
that evening, and for the next four days, we 
trundled up and down the hill with our Cana- 
dian maple leaf scarves attached to backpacks 
so the policemen at the Henry VIII gate would 
let us in. They got to know us quite well, and 
were heard to say on one occasion, “Here 
comes the Calgary Stampede.” 


Singing the services in St. George’s was a 
wonderful experience, particularly in the his- 
torical sense. Before the services, we would 
line up in the north aisle to await “Tolls 
Down.” For the choristers at the front of the 
line, this meant standing almost directly oppo- 
site the chapel where King George VI, the 
Queen Mother and Princess Margaret are bur- 
ied. Where the conductor stands is very close 
to a marble slab, under which are buried the 
remains of King Henry VIII, Jane Seymour and 
other members of royalty (in lead-lined coffins 
on racks below the floor of the chapel). Over- 
head are the banners of the members of the Or- 
der of the Garter, along with all the plaques on 
the wall for everyone who has ever been a 
member. 


One evening after Evensong, a gentleman who 
had attended all the services asked if he could 
show us the Albert Memorial Chapel, which is 
generally closed to the public. He gave us a 
fascinating tour of the very ornate chapel dedi- 
cated as a memorial to Queen Victoria’s hus- 
band. Lying on the floor in front of the altar 
was the Queen Mother’s Garter banner, which 
had been taken down at the time of her death 
and placed on the floor until the family could 
decide where it should go. Needless to say, a 
number of us were on our hands and knees ex- 
amining the workmanship! 


On the Friday evening, after our last Even- 
song, the Succentor and the Precentor hosted 
a reception of the choir in the Dean’s cloister, 
with the vergers solemnly passing around 
bowls of peanuts, while overhead the Royal 
Standard flew, as the Queen was in residence 
that day. 


The whole week at Windsor had, for me, a 
slightly surreal feel to it — from the gloom of 
the dungeon to the changing of the guard, 
from the Albert Memorial Chapel to the 
grandeur of the choir stalls; you felt as if you 
were involved in a part of history you had 
only read about, and at any moment you 
would be plucked out of it and placed back 
on the street with the hordes of tourists. 


Wells Cathedral 


From Windsor, the choir traveled to Wells. 
Tucked away in Somerset, where the town 
itself is not large, the cathedral is wonder- 

ful — broad and solid with beautiful grounds 
and approaches. When the sun sets, the ca- 
thedral takes on an amber tone which is quite 
spectacular. We were in Wells for an entire 
week, singing Monday through Sunday 
(three services on Sunday) with Thursday off 
for good behaviour. Our rehearsal hall was 
actually the concert hall for the school, with a 
spiral staircase at either end and wonderfully 
carved wooden ceiling details. The staff and 
clergy were most hospitable and helpful, giv- 
ing us a reception Tuesday evening and go- 
ing out of their way to make us welcome. 


The Dean of the cathedral is a renowned 
reader and we were fortunate enough to hear 
him on several occasions. When he read the 
lessons at Evensong, you had the feeling that 
you did not want him to stop — the story was 
told so effectively and with such a wonderful 
use of the space and silence which both the 
buildings and readings require.

Ch : Church now enters a critical 
fr 1 St time of its life, as we con- 
sider how it will show its face to the world 
over the next significant period of its life, per- 
haps, we hope, for at least the rest of this very 
young century! 

The renewal plan’s chief objective is to pro- 
vide welcoming and living space for our com- 
munity life here at Christ Church. We have a 
wonderful church, the successful culmination 
of several generations of parish life — worship, 
socializing, and, yes, episodes of building. 
Although our worship space is adequate and 
sufficient, the living space around it is con- 
stricted, almost an afterthought. 

In past times, a parish church as purely a 
place to worship was the be-all and the end-all 
for its existence. All the rest of the building, 
except the sanctuary, was purely incidental. 

That was in the days of strong neighbour- 
hoods when community was a given for any- 
one living in the area. No one had to forge 
bonds of belonging, because everyone already 
belonged. Families were largely stable and jobs 


were enduring. 

But now times have changed. Community 
is no longer a given. A parish church can no 
longer be solely a place to worship. It has to 
foster a community for those who worship. It 
has to offer convincing evidence that it wants 
to create community and that it can actually 
provide community. Hence the bricks and mor- 
tar. Through them we can open up space and 
demonstrate our commitment to community at 
Christ Church. 

So, although it looks as though we are 
undertaking a project that adds to the dimen- 
sions of an already large building, this project 
is vital for letting our building take on a lease 
on life, a lease on life which requires now a 
church community to open up the space for 
people to be able to meet, become friends, and 
generally feel at ease and accepted. 

Sometimes our most simple needs are our 
most profound. Please consider with prayer 
how we may take measures for Christ Church’ s 
living presence for the future.

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Book Review 
I am a Palestinian Christian, by Mitri Raheb 


I the first place (according to the author), 
n Israelis are not supposed to be in 
Palestine. They were not granted a state there; as 
well, the U.N. has ordered them out of Palestine. 
They have not left and seem intent on further 
incursions on land not rightly theirs. 

Raheb was born in June 1962 in Bethlehem, 
where his family has lived since the 1st Century. 
Originally, Palestinian Christians numbered in 
the thousands until the 7th Century when Islam 
managed to convert many. As of this book’s 
writing, there are 14 million Christians on the 
West Bank and Gaza, a minority in the midst of 
200 million Moslems with the Israeli army run- 
ning around at will amongst them. The 
Palestinians do not have an army but they do 
have militant groups trying to shove the Israelis 
back into their own state. There have been 
attempts on both sides to bring about peace, to 
no avail. The Israelis will not leave Palestine; 
they are building settlements in Palestine and 
the militant groups will not give up trying to 
shove them out. The original trouble began as 
the result of a bus accident and, while there have 
been periods of peace, nothing has worked. The 
Palestinians want their own country and the 
Israelis are overcrowded in their own state. As 
well, Palestine has better agricultural land. 

After Israeli exports to the United States, 
Palestine is Israel’s next largest importer of 
Israeli goods. These are just some of the many 
reasons why everyone seems incapable of bring- 
ing peace to the Middle East. 

Read the book — it is fascinating to find all the 
problems there are. The book is in the library.

Christmas Eve at Tsuu Tina 


M husband, Michael, Janet Campbell 
y and I were privileged to be present 
at the Christmas Eve Service at St. Barnabas’ 
Anglican Church in Tsuu T’ina. We wanted, on 
this special night, to be with the new friends 
we have been walking with in solidarity over 
the past couple of years. It was a sparkling 
clear night, the stars over the 
fields were brilliantly bright, a 
night that seemed full of expecta- 
tion of some remarkable celestial 
happening. We did indeed share 
in a moving event, and our eyes 
were opened by Rev. Mervin 
Wolfleg, their rector. After the 
ceremonial lighting of the sweet 
grass and a native prayer, Mervin 
led us to the manger in a whole 
new way by his interpretation of 
the Christmas story; a story I 
would like to share with you. 
The substance of the story 
was traditional, with the Holy 
Family, the kings, the shepherds, 
and all that we are familiar with. 
But this was an all-inclusive story. Who were 
the Kings? They were the descendents of the 
sons of Noah, and, as such, were representa- 
tives of the White, Asian (yellow), and African 
(black) nations. So where, he asked, were the 
red-skinned nations? Mervin then explained 
that as a boy he had been a shepherd and had 
helped his uncle to shear sheep. He described 
the oiliness of the lanolin that sticks to one and 
is hard to remove, and the stink of one’s body 
and clothing. He said that he was not pleasant 
company after shearing nor, he said, were the 


shepherds in Biblical times. Yet it was the 
shepherds, the marginalized folk, like the First 
Nations people, who were the first to hear the 
news of the birth of Christ, and who then began 
to spread that good news. A lamb has tradi- 
tionally been a symbol of the Jewish people, 
and so they were there too. How inclusive this 
was especially in the light of 
recent political speeches! All 
of us were there at the stable 
because we had come to know 
Jesus in our hearts. Mervin 
then said how much more 
complete the Church would be 
if it had listened to and had 
continued to hear the voices of 
all those who were in touch 
with the Earth and the ele- 
ments of nature. 

My apologies to Mervin 
for having reduced his won- 
derful explanation to a short 
paragraph, but I hope it con- 
veys his message. His story 
impressed me and made me 
realize that there are many valid perspectives to 
the spiritual life we share with our friends of 
the Tsuu T’ina nation as well as with others in 
Calgary and beyond. We need to listen to and 
learn from each other if we are to understand 
anything about this complex time and space in 
which we live, and about all the people with 
whom we share the Earth.

Called to Care Outreach 


Hospice Uganda 


F the past year, Called to Care has 
Or been sending funds to Hospice 
Uganda, a palliative care NGO that cares for 
some of the poorest and sickest people in 
Africa. Hospice Uganda is entirely dependent 
on the goodwill of donors. Dr. Jenn Brenner, 
a pediatrician from Calgary's Children's 
Hospital, has just returned from a three month 
teaching experience at the Hospice, and brings 
with her great thanks and joy . 

from the people at the i 
Hospice for the generous 
support that Christ Church 
has offered them. 

Hospice Uganda started 
its service to patients and 
families in 1993. Its mandate — 
is to look after terminally ill 
cancer and AIDs patients by 
bringing them modern meth- 
ods of pain and symptom 
control, as well as counseling — 

d spiritual support to both; 
the patient and the family. 

They estimate that up to 75% of their can- 
cer patients also have AIDs. It is now possible 
to manage many of these patients at home. 
However, this costs a large sum of money in 
transport and specially trained staff. Patients 
are asked to pay what they can. The hospice 
assists those who cannot afford it. 

There are three hospices in Uganda which 
reach village areas: Kampala, Mobile Mbarara 
and Little Hospice Hoima. Hospice Uganda 


also provides a teaching service for health pro- 
fessionals. A total of 900 professionals and 
450 non-health professionals have attended 
courses in palliative care since 1993. With the 
assistance of Diana, Princess of Wales 
Memorial Fund, the Hospice is extending its 
training to other African countries. 
Donations come from all over the world on an 
ad hoc basis. Many volunteers support the 
work selflessly, significant- 
ly improving quality of life 
for their patients. 

Here are some words of 
thanks from Martha, the 
© director of Hospice: 
"Another year has come 
_ with its joys and sorrows. 
We thank you for all the 
good work you have been 
doing to keep us floating. 
Some times the troubles are 
so many and we think that 
~ we are sinking but with 
~ your love, plus our little 
faith, we have managed to keep afloat. We 
always thank the Good Lord, who works 
through you, so that we can be able to give 
comfort and peace to our storm-struck friends 
the patients."

San Andres Mission Project 


Ch = Church prays for our partner church of San Andres in San Salvador on a 
Tl St weekly basis, but, in order to get to know the church better, a series of short 
articles is being written for the Courier. The last edition spoke about the new facade built for 
the church. This article will tell you about their mission project. 

San Andrés has identified a small community of 70 families in Usulutan for their mission 
project. These families are composed of ex-soldiers wounded in the war who later received land 
and work. This community received assistance from San Andres (and by extension from Christ 
Church) during the earthquake of 2001. Since that time, commitment between the community 
and the Diocese has increased, leading to weekly visitation from a couple from San Andres for 
Bible Class, monthly visits by Rev. David for communion, and health brigades every two 
months. The brigade team consists of volunteer doctors and church volunteers. Pharmacies sup- 
ply free vitamins but funds are raised for the purchase of medicines. 

The support for this mission project has become so strong that the Diocese plans to expand it 
to another 60 less-privileged families. In 2003, it hopes to buy a lot and construct 60 homes, a 
school, a health clinic, and a church. American ERD will support construction and the govern- 
ment will provide salaries. This multi-faceted approach to community building is part of the 
philosophy of "accompaniment" or walking alongside a community, assisting them in ways that 
they themselves define.

The San Andres Mission Project 


oye J , _ _ Christ Church team which recently 
AHO JULO -PEKU travelled to El Salvador is grateful 


for the privilege of viSiting our partner church San Andres and working 
with them on a Habitat for Humanity ‘Rise Up and Build’ project. 

On the first two days of the visit, Ed and Kay Schmitt (priests from 
Vancouver working for the Anglican diocese of El Salvador) showed us 
five Anglican church communities (which included schools, housing pro- 
jects and clinics). The poverty we witnessed was shocking and it was dis- 
couraging to hear how the political process is widening the gap between 
rich and poor. Amazing work is being undertaken in the face of daunting 
challenges. We met six scholars who are able to attend school thanks to a 
small financial contribution from Christ Church. Alison and Chris visit- 
ed the two communities in Usulutan supported by San Andres as their 
outreach project. 

We attended three Palm Sunday services. At the service at San 
Andres, we were invited to lead some of the singing in the street proces- 
sion. Father David and the parishioners were delighted to receive the 
gifts and card from Christ Church. He leads a small but very active and 
vibrant congregation. The church also runs a school on the premises (two 
shifts from 7 am to 6 pm). 

With the help of Father David and young people from San Andres, we 
built two of the seven houses completed in Nahuizalco in Holy Week. In 
the mountain town where we stayed, Juayua, we witnessed nightly pro- 
cessions (some lasting all night). Statues of Jesus and saints were shuf- 
fled through the streets on plinths carried by people wearing special 
clothes, accompanied by the local band and a crowd of all ages carrying 
candles (no Easter/Pasqua bunnies or eggs were sighted!). Devotions 
were held each morning for all Habitat volunteers. Father David's reflec- 
tion on Isaiah — “we have been disempowered, life for us is a struggle, 
but Isaiah gives us hope that God supports us, as the Habitat houses 
change people's lives and give them hope” - was delivered with convic- 
tion and clarity. 

Following the emotional dedication ceremony of the houses, we 
returned to El Salvador to build five bookcases for San Andres school. A 
delicious farewell dinner was held and speeches given expressing grati-

tude for the support and partnership of Christ Church. We stated that we 
felt enriched and inspired by the courage, vision, tenacity and action 
demonstrated by this congregation. A relatively small financial contribu- 
tion from us helps provide more choices for parishioners’ futures (how 
about more scholarships?). 

A big thank you to those at Christ Church who provided financial 
donations and gifts for San Andres, Habitat and the Anglican Diocese as 
well as prayer support for our trip. Watch this space for details of our 
upcoming trip presentation and please continue to support this extremely 
worthwhile partnership.

Born March 14, 1924, Donald Marto- 
Malinowski dedicated his life to his country, his 
people and his Christian beliefs.

There are samples of everyone’s work, or what 
they are most known for, at the end of each 
chapter. These are written by Richard H. 
Schmidt, whose 30 years of parish ministry in 
the United States led to the writing of this 
book. It is published by Wm. Erdmans 
Publishing Co., of Grand Rapids, Michigan, so 
I presume Mr. Schmidt may have lived in 
Michigan. 

It is an exciting book to read, since the author 
writes in a sequence of time and events leading 
up to a special event that caused the church to 
alter course but “never deviate far from the 
original course” or purpose envisioned by the 
church fathers in earlier times and accounts for 
the way the Anglican church ended up the way 
it is and why we are still arguing points of the- 
ology to this day. 

Personally, I think the arguments make the 
congregations think more about their religion 
than many other Christian religion. Of course, 
the most famous example we know is when the 
Pope in Rome refused to grant Henry VIII of 
England a divorce. However, we must remem- 
ber that reform was blowing through the 
Roman church from as early as the 12th and 
13th centuries (from time to time) and reached 
its peak in the 15th and 16th centuries. There 
were problems arising, such as the sale of 
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indulgences, the concubines of the priests, the 
wealth of the monasteries and the amount of 
land the church owned. St. Francis of Assisi 
was an early reform voice to speak out about 
the abuses of the church, and its interpretations 
of the Bible. 

Glorious Companions is in the library...read it. 
It’s an easy, wonderful read.

Our Oncology Fund eases suffering 


FZ - Cy a; Cy J, Oncology Fund was established several years ago 
ANC ‘tht Vol 2 AUEFE4¢ by Jean Acheson, a social worker and parishioner, 


who had perceived the need for small sums of money required for medication by financially 
exhausted women and men with cancer. People who “fell through the cracks” often needed as little 
as $20 to $125 to tide them over a few days until another source of financial assistance could be 
found for them. 

We were recently called on to assist another 
such patient. A self-employed person from a 
rural area, with little support system, had come 
into Calgary to be with her sisters while under- 
going chemotherapy at the Tom Baker Cancer 
Clinic. While the medical system paid for her 
cancer treatment, she ran into the barrier that a 
very effective anti-nausea drug, was NOT cov- 
ered. The cost can be $25 FOR EACH PILL! - 
and the usual cycle is five pills. 

A Resource Counsellor wrote us,““Thank you 
for your gracious donation that enabled our 
patient to purchase prescription medications 
which are not covered under Alberta Health 
Care. Clients are often left with huge bills for 
medication costs and no way to pay them if 
they do not have additional medical coverage 
(eg. Blue Cross). Your funds helped ease these 
costs for our client.” 

The Oncology Fund helped lessen this 
woman’s suffering for a very modest sum. 

If you know anyone in the health care sys- 
tem who you could lobby to have anti-nausea 
medication covered for cancer patients, please 
mention this to them.

A month 
later, early July I got to meet Badger. He was back, 
his mother still on the program. One might have 
thought that a mother with a newborn baby would 
be pretty high on the priority list for some social 
assistance, eh? 
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A while ago I found out that Inn from the 
Cold has been ‘factored in’ to Alberta Social 
Welfare’s need to provide assistance; in that they 
will help out if Inn from the Cold can’t cope. Well 
excuse me, shouldn’t this be the other way 
around, I ask? A resoundingly common response 
to this question, when put to a meeting of Calgary 
church coordinators, was typically Albertan; “We 
don’t want the government to take over OUR pro- 
gram, they’d only substitute it with a multimillion 
dollar bureaucracy, We do a much better job”. So 
here we are, a bunch of fools filling the gap 
between the need and the collective will of our 
society to provide help. 

So how should we respond to this? As follow- 
ers of Christ we should be happy to serve the 
need, but should we be satisfied at that? 

A key goal of Inn from the Cold was to raise 
awareness as to the true nature of the homeless- 
ness problem, and this inevitably leads us to look 
for solutions. Should we be trying to grow Inn 
from the Cold to take care of the whole problem? 
Bear in mind the program houses some 45 people 
a night, from a Calgary homeless population of 
well over 2000. Or should we be lending more 
support to the efforts of organisations such as the 
Calgary Homeless Foundation and perhaps putting 
more pressure on our political leaders? If govern- 
ment isn’t going to take responsibility for a solu- 
tion, what alternatives are there? Perhaps the pro- 
gram needs to grow some more before we can 
expect to reach ‘critical awareness’ that leads to 
pressure for permanent solutions? A debate 
around these issues might help here at Christ 
Church. Helloooo... Please let us know what you 
think. 

Meantime, we fools plod on, the problem isn’t 
going to go away soon, Badger and mum still 
need shelter and meals and for now there is no 
alternative programme for his family. 


At a practical level we have been running the 
Inn from the Cold program now for nearly six 
years and we are reaching a watershed in that we 
really need some new volunteers who are willing 
to take responsibility for some of the organising. 
An important part of expanding the awareness is a 
healthy turnover of volunteers and many of our 
key people, especially team co-ordinators, and 
cooks who have all been involved from the very 
beginning need a break from the organisational 
aspects. Also, we have just lost our free laundry 
service, and in doing so have come to realise just 
how much of a help that has been. We will need 
more volunteers and/or funds to fill that gap. 

The alternative to renewed support is probably 
to scale back the program in the coming year. Do 
we at Christ Church want this? Can we keep it up 
or could we even aim to expand our effort to 
improve our coverage of the summer months 
when demand is greatest? 

I entreat you all to respond to these challenges 
in the context of our parish Spiritual Renewal. I 
believe we, as a community of Christ, are capable 
of meeting and even exceeding our goals. 

There will be a gathering of our Inn from the 
Cold volunteers on November 5th at Christ 
Church, in appreciation of the past year’s efforts. 
We also aim to make this an information session 
for anyone interested in helping us out for the 
coming year. So please mark your calendars.

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William is leaving: what happens now? - 


Dy sadness, shock. ..some of 
G2 BEM apris le 40, the emotions we at Christ 
Church håve expressed over William’s news. 
This does leave us much to think about, so our 
task, as a parish, over the next few months is to 
prepare for William and Mary’s departure, cele- 
brate their ministry among us and say our good- 
byes. 

We are beginning to plan some celebratory 
@.-::: where we can express our love and appre- 
ciation for the unique gifts that William and 
Mary have provided over the past ten years. 
William will be meeting one on one with parish- 
ioners who want to communicate their feelings 
personally. 

William has planned a special meeting on 
December 13 to deal with issues of transition. 
On December 27 we will have a parish party to 
say thank you. 

In the New Year, and only after all the good- 
byes are complete, will we begin the process of 
taking steps to seek a new rector. This was the 
counsel of Bishop Barry Hollowell in our recent 

eeting with the Wardens and Archdeacon 
arry Foster. We wardens unanimously agree 
that this is indeed the right approach. 

There are nonetheless many practical ques- 
tions on people’s minds about how we will pro- 
ceed, so not wishing in any way to distract any- 
one from the main task for now, here’s a brief 
outline of what will happen in due course: . 

Many parishioners have expressed anxious- 
ness as to whether or not William’s resignation 


means that Roy and Kersi will have to leave. 
Although this is so stated in the Diocesan 
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Canons, the Bishop has an overriding discretion - 


in this matter and we are pleased to say that he 
has clearly indicated that Roy and Kersi are both 
assured of a place in the future of Christ Church. 

Bishop Barry will appoint an interim Rector 
for the parish, hopefully by the beginning of 
Advent. 

The process to appoint a new Rector is the 
Bishop’s process with a great deal of input and 
consultation with the congregation. In the new 
year a group of parishioners will be appointed to 
form a Canonical (Selection) Committee, which 


will be responsible for preparing a parish profile, 


working with the Bishop to find candidates, 
interviewing them and recommending a candi- 
date for approval. The Bishop will ultimately 
make a final recommendation to the wardens 
and vestry for their approval. Details of how this 
process will be enacted are to be a subject of 
discussion between the Wardens, Bishop Barry 
and Archdeacon Barry Foster over the next few 
months. 

Given that it will take time to identify candi- 
dates, conduct interviews, make a selection and 
give the candidate time to resign from his or her 
parish, Christ Church could be without an 
incumbent until some time in 2005. 

In the meantime, let us give thanks for 
William’s ministry and pray for William and 
Mary as they start a new path on their journey.

Good news from Tom Baker Cancer Centre! 


Fa the Oncology 
Jt: Shug asl, Fund was 

approached s with usual request — to assist 
with a clinical trial of Paclitaxel for a patient 
with nasal cavity tumours. It is approved by 
Alberta Health for other kinds of tumours, but 
not this type. We were told the cost was $800 
per week. Her doctor was so sure it would help, 
that he proposed to pay for the first week him- 
self. The Oncology Fund agreed to pay for one 
week and Rotarian Madeleine King was able to 
get the Rotary Club to generously contribute an 
additional $800 to Called to Care for this 
patient. 

The patient is responding so well that, as of 
Sept. 5th, she was given Director's Approval for 
an additional six cycles. This is the first step 
towards having the drug approved for other 
patients with nasal cavity tumours. Hurrah! 

In late September we found the actual cost of 
the drug was $953.33 per week, times two, or 


$1906.66. Two other parishioners had kindly 
contributed an additional $300 so we were still 
able to completely cover two weeks of the clini- 
cal trial. Thanks to all who have contributed to 
the Oncology Fund this year. 


Correction - but is it good use of 
your health care dollars?! 


In the last Courier I wrote that a very effective 
anti-nausea drug used for chemotherapy patients 
was not covered by Alberta Health Care. The 
cost can be $25 for each pill and the usual cycle 
is five pills. I was advised that it WOULD be 
covered, if a patient was so nauseated and dehy- 
drated that he/she was admitted to a hospital TO 
BE GIVEN THE DRUG INTRAVENOUSLY. 
Cost of a hospital bed is $1100 - $1500 per day. 
You do the math and decide.

Lost Icons, Reflections on Cultural Bereavement, 
by Archbishop Rowan Williams (Morehouse) 


Doubts and Loves, What is Left of Christianity, 
by Richard Holloway (Canongate) 


Both of these books provide important commen- 


©: on reconciling our faith stance with what is 


appening in these ‘post-modern’ times. 

Rowan Williams wrote his book before he was 
elected Archbishop of Canterbury. It thus makes for 
interesting reading in light of the issues he has had to 
face as senior prelate.of the Anglican Communion. 

Rowan William turns to the traditional concept 
of the icon of the Eastern Christian world. Icons 
have traditionally provided ways of understanding 
human behaviour and relationships against a back- 
ground that represents basic constraints that hold 
human society together. Herein, he suggests, lies 
part of the struggle in modern, mostly Western, 
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debate, as it tries to disentangle structures that 
have served limited and oppressive interests yet 
that have been defended and justified as ‘natural’ 
from those structures that have some claim to be 
intrinsic to human welfare and sense. In this he 
includes current confusion over the family or gen- 
der roles, or sexual preference, over religion and 
secularity, race or sovereignty. 

A number of areas beset by confused debate 
include childhood in our culture, the erosion of 
societal mechanisms that control or limit rivalry, 
community, remorse. This is a book that attempts 
to articulate anger at the recent history of public 
corruption and barbarity compounded by apathy 
and narcissism in our world. 

In this dense, closely argued book, Rowan 
Williams challenges our assumptions and opens 
horizons for us. 

While Rowan Williams tries to recover the 
theme of icons as a foundational presence that 


undergirds the basic constraints holding human 
society together, Richard Holloway deals in a less 
abstruse way with the question of the meaning of 
life. He believes that it is more important to fol- 
low the way of Jesus than to believe or disbelieve 
traditional Christian claims about him. 

The absence of any agreement on core mean- 
ings and values undergirding the human experi- 
ence is a dominant characteristic of ‘post-moder- 
nity.’ There is no universally accepted answer to 
questions of ‘ultimate concern.’ ` 

For Holloway, the women’s movement has had 
an important impact. If we accept women’s right 
to order their destiny, then we have already started 
to deconstruct the traditional view of the Bible, 
where the status of women is intrinsically subordi- 
nate to men. This is heady and challenging stuff! 
The author asks if it is right for Christianity to 
identify previous cultural arrangements exclusive- 
ly with the mind of God. 


If we are with Bishop Holloway up to this ` 
point, he proposes some choices: one, to abandon 
Christianity as being out of tune with the best val- 
ues of contemporary culture, or two, to cling to a 
version of Christianity that is antipathetic to the 
freedoms of post-modern society. However, he 
also proposes a third choice that is both Christian 
and post-modern, that supports feminism and the 
rights of sexual minorities. It is a radical position 
that uncouples Christianity from absolute claims 
about the status of the Bible and tradition. He sees 
the emancipation of women as the force that broke 
the chain. The challenge is for us to discover new 
ways of using the Christian tradition to deepen our 
humanity and tend to the care of the earth and one 
another. 

This is a courageous and intelligent book, but not 
one to be read if you are content in your comfort- 
able pew!

EI Salvador News: 


The Called to Care committee are very 
pleased to be able to fund three scholarships 
for young people in El Salvador this year. 
Two of these will be administered by our 
partner church in San Andres in San 
Salvador. This will enable two more 
students from the San Andre's school to go 
onto and complete High School. San Andres 
is situated in a poor working class area of 
the capital San Salvador. The other 
scholarship will go to the rural church of 
San Pedro y San Pablo and is given in 
response to a request from Canadian 
anglican priests the Revs. Kay and Ed 
Schmitt who have been working as VIM 
Partners in Mission in El Salvador. 

Kay wrote to us " ....There are two young 
people from San Pedro Y San Pablo who are 
ready to go to university, but do not have 


the means. You will remember that Cuilapa is a 
farming community, and that with commodity 
prices so low right now, many of these families 
are barely hanging on. According to both our 
observation and even polls of parents in the 
country, parents’ greatest wish is that their 
children obtain more education and have better 
opportunities in life than they have had. As a = 
result, the young people are more sensitized to 
the possibility, and realistically, there is little 
for them except the maquilas (clothing 
factories) or other manual work with just a 
bachillerato (High School certificate). 

Called to Care thank all at Christ Church who 
contribute to the El Salvador account and make 
it possible for us to be able to help in a modest 
way. Wherever we live in the world the 
importance of education for our young people is 
something we hold in common and the long- 
term results of providing this are immeasurable.

Financial Report - First Quarter 2004. 


A problem very many churches seem to be facing is how to maintain their staff and 
programmes in face of static or dwindling offerings for the ongoing operating expenses. It 
appears that we are no longer an exception to this trend. It is difficult to predict how our church 
finances will unfold this early in the year, yet we do need to watch the signs and prepare to take 
corrective action where necessary. 


The signs are not encouraging. As of the end of March our offerings were almost $4,000 below 
those of last year. This may seem to be a paltry amount in view of our forecast income of 
$490,000 for the year and the optimist in me says we can surely make this up over the year. On

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How to Read the Bible... 


In these days of fundamentalism and of 
Bishop Spong, we ask just how are we to 
read the Bible? 


Do we just look at the plain meaning (to us) 
of the text? 


Or do we study historical background, 
original languages, past interpretations and 
current philosophy? 


The fundamentalists say it has to be simple, 
the scholars say it is complex. 


Can we go beyond this “either/or” 
approach? 


In this respect I have found the ancient pattern of reading scripture known as “Lectio Divina” 
very helpful. Lectio Divina, a Latin term, means “reading within the divine light.” 


It lays out four steps in reading scripture. 


Step 1. We consider the text in its literal meaning. What do the words mean basically? 
This is our introduction to the text. We strike up an ACQUAINTANCE with the text. 
We establish speaking terms with it. 


Step 2. We then ask how the texts suggest we live. We ask the moral question. What 
difference does the text make in our lives? We become FRIENDLY with the text. 


Step 3. We then ask how the text expands our understanding and leads us to different 
levels of meaning. How does the text enlarge our minds? We establish 
FRIENDSHIP with the text. 


Step 4. Finally we seek UNION with God through the text. Can we participate in the love 
of God for the world through this text? Can we experience the resurrection of 
Christ through this text? 


When reading scripture, we often engage in these steps without reflecting what we are doing. 
I find this format of great help in keeping the proper perspective on our “reading, marking 
and inwardly digesting” the words of scripture. 


Roy 
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that the opening deficit this year ($27,400) represents the limit of what we can handle for the 
beginning of a year. It is therefore crucial that it doesn't increase for next year. We also have a 
potential cash flow problem this year, outlined in this article, and for these reasons we consider 
it prudent to begin taking measures to curb expenditures until we see an improvement in the 
offerings trend. 


As many of you are aware, for many years we have received about 20% of our annual 
offerings close to Christmas. But our expenditure doesn't vary much throughout the year (mainly 
due to salaries). The result, every year, is an increasing cash shortfall until the end of December, 
as depicted in the cumulative cash flow graph. 


This year, because we started with a significant deficit, our normal income and spending 
pattern will, if unchecked, result in a cash flow difficulty in the fall. (see graph). There are 
several things we can do about this. We can defer some expenditure and we may be able to raise 
our overdraft limit, but we dearly wish to avoid taking such actions. Another possibility that 
some of you might be able to consider, would be to fast track a portion of your pledges / 
offerings for the year. This could make a tremendous difference. 


It is looking increasingly likely that we will have to pay for the services of a treasurer to, at 
least, review our accounts on a quarterly basis. Is there no-one in this parish, packed as we are 
with professional talent, who is prepared to come forward to help out on this? If not, we will 
soon probably need to sacrifice the capital improvements budget. 


At the AGM in February, Dick Schulli, our past Treasurer, said we needed $600,000 a year to 
operate comfortably. He is right. Let us reflect on this and how bitterly ironic it would be if we 
were to complete our "Renewing the Welcome" building expansion against a backdrop of emascu- 
lated programmes. For those of you who perhaps only attend occasionally — if you want us to 
be here for you sometime in the future, don't take it for granted. We can't operate on thin air. 


In case anyone is thinking that the state of our operating funds might affect our building 
programme, let me dispel that idea once and for all. The funds raised for the building project are 
completely separate and cannot be used in any way to run our day to day affairs. In fact we 
expect the new building will give us lower utilities and maintenance costs and should save us a 
significant amount in annual operating funds.

Cursillo 


Cursillo, (pronounced kur-SEE-yo) is a 
Spanish word meaning "short course". Cursillo 
was started in the Roman Catholic Church in 
Spain in an attempt to train and encourage lay 
people to become Christian leaders in their 
communities. The Cursillo method became so 
successful that it spread to other denominations 
worldwide. Cursillo today still reflects its 
heritage by the use of many Spanish terms. 


The Cursillo method helps individuals 
understand their calling to be Christian leaders. 
This leadership can be exercised at work, in 
family life, in social life as well as at church. 


The Cursillo short course typically starts on a 
Thursday evening at a retreat location and 
wraps up on the Sunday afternoon. It is led by 
lay people who have previously taken the 
course. Several different teams lead the 
weekend. There is the lay team (a director and 
speakers), a spiritual team (made up of clergy 
and deacons), a music team and a kitchen team. 
The weekend consists of fifteen talks on various 
subjects such as study, piety, action and 
leadership. Each talk is prepared and given by a 
team member who relates how their Christian 
life relates to the specific subject. In addition 
to the talks there is time for discussion after 
each talk, prayer time, worship time and some 
private time for reflection and meditation. 
There is also a lot of music and an abundance of 
food. All this takes place in the beautiful and 
spiritual setting of Entheos. 


In the diocese of Calgary the Cursillo 
began in Christ Church and since that time 
78 members have attended a Cursillo 
weekend. Although Cursillo in this diocese 
is organized by the Anglican Church, the 
weekend is open to all Christian 
denominations. 


Cursillo is not a substitute for parish 
activity but is designed to help you renew 
and enhance your Christian life, and 
function more fully within your parish. 


The weekend is held separately for men 
and women and is held each spring and fall. 
There is also a similar weekend held for 
teens TEC (Teens Encounter Christ) 


The next Cursillo weekend is: Women's 
May 13.

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Book Review 


The Dignity of Difference by Rabbi 
Jonathan Sachs, Published by Continuum 
2002 (London and New York), ISBN 0- 
8264 1443-5. 


Firstly, Sachs points out that he is not 
a Liberal Judaic. His faith is Orthodox. 
He talks of how to maintain identity as a 
minority; how to cope with insecurity 
AND how to sustain dignity in a world 
that often seems to deny it. Science, 
politics, and philosophies tell us what 
and how, but not why, except religion. 
His book is one theory on how to avoid the clash of civilization. 


When we leam that God loves differences and we have only one world, which is getting 
smaller, Sachs says the market delivers a spiritual message. The market exchange leads to a 
mutual enrichment. 


God made a covenant with all humanity then turned to one people and commanded it to be 
different to teach humanity the dignity of difference. Biblical monotheism teaches that unity 
creates diversity. 


Sachs is a very unusual thinker. He says purity of heart is essential between man and God; 
but envy makes man marry, build a house, etc. The Anglican wants a hardworking wife of 
wisdom but a Judaic wants a businesswoman. 


He claims the natural effect of commerce leads to peace. Nations mutually dependent on 
markets will not fight. Unlike the battlefield, the market is an area in which both sides win. 
Sachs is a good lively writer. I picked only one aspect he wrote on. This is a fascinating book. 
Get it from the Church Library.

church that has the Spirit of Christ, I hope 
that it can be a companionable church. In 
faith we are borne up by the support and 


understanding of others. We are not in 
competition to outshine each other, but to 
be companions on a journey. 


So let this be a companionable year. We 
are facing significant changes, even 
upheavals. 


Our search committee will be conducting 
interviews for a new Rector and proceeding 
to an appointment in consultation with the 
Bishop. The Building Project will be getting 
underway. But if we can remain companions 
in the grace of Christ, we will find the 
strength to deal effectively with these 
changes of leadership and our physical 
setting.

Janet Campbell: 1950-2004 


In the fall of 1997 Janet joined the community of 
Christ Church. It was not long before she became 
active in the life of the church, and participated fully 
in many of its ministries. 

Her interest in social justice issues involved her 
right from the beginning in Inn from the Cold, first 
as a coordinator and then as one who was willing to 
sleep over on the night shift. Once Riverview United 
moved out of the Christ Church venue, she went with 
her husband Jim Hillson over to Riverview and assis- 
ted with their program. She was most interested in 
the forums for the Homeless held at Christ Church, 
but illness precluded her from participating as fully 
as she would have liked. 


She represented Christ Church as a member of the 
Diocesan Jubilee Committee in 2000. As well she 
assisted Alison Longson in her PWRODF activities, 
making banners, setting up displays and with Alison 
gave a talk on the work of PWRDF. 

She was an active member of the Circle of Spiri- 
tuality which was developed by Pat Curtis and Carol 
Hayes, and here she shone both as a presenter and as 
a woman who was deeply interested in women's 
issues, a lifelong passion. 

She was on the committee that set up the ‘Explor- 
ing the Kingdom’ Course, and latterly worked on the 
book club for women which discussed the book 
‘Some Women Amazed Us' . Janet and Barbara Luhowy 
made up a vegetarian cookbook for the Kingdom 
course, and some of the recipes were used during the 
recent Parables course and the Lenten program. 
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She served on Vestry for a 2 year term, and also 
coordinated the schedule for the members of the 
Healing Team, as well as being an active member and 
giving some presentations on the Healing Ministry. At 
the 9:15 service she led the intercessory prayers and 
was a lay administrator. Her faith was strengthened by 
her love and joy for the services in the BAS, and her 
abiding interest in Celtic spirituality. 

As an artist Janet's creativity will be remembered 
when we look at her beautiful Advent banner, specially 
designed and made by her for Christ Church. She also 
designed and painted 2 Advent/Christmas calendars for 
the Sunday School and gave a series of art lessons for 
the 50 Somethings group this spring. 

Her love for children led her to volunteer as the 
Sunday School superintendent, an activity sadly cut 
short by her illness this year. 


In 2003 as part of the Renewal Project she worked 
with Elizabeth Brain and Ruth Clark on the Prayer 
Booklet ‘All Things New’ as she believed very strongly 
that a building program for a church would not be 
successful without spiritual renewal as well. 


This tribute to Janet includes only those areas of 
her life that took place at Christ Church. She was 
equally as active in the larger community, but that is a 
story for another time. 


In 'All Things New’, Janet wrote Reflection #4 on 'I 
came that you may have life’ John10:7-10. Her words 
on this selection reflect her faith and belief. They are: 
‘Jesus, I think, was not referring to material wealth 
and possessions, but the wealth one feels in living in 
true community with each other and with God. I have 
found an abundance of life as I participate in the life 
of Christ Church through deep friendships and the 
caring ministry of the staff and clergy. Christ Church is 
a parish that enables me to give thanks for the mate- 
rial possessions of my life. When I am mindful of how 
much I have materially, I am motivated to reach out 
to others who are in want. To offer this thanks in 
community, with people who offer me meaningful rela- 
tionships, is truly to share in the abundance of life.'

Beil Ringers’ Homecoming 
50 Years of Bells at Christ Church (1955 - 2005) 


July 2005 will mark the 50th anniversary of 
English Pealing Bells at Christ Church, in 
Calgary, Alberta Canada. 


In 1955 Edward (Ted) Rusling Tavender's 
dream of English Pealing Bells in Christ 
Church, Elbow Park, Calgary, came true. His 
dream gave Christ Church the only ring of 
bells for a thousand kilometres, and that is 
still true to this day. 


On July 5, 1955, three bells hung in the 
tower and it was time to learn how to ring 
them. Six volunteers from the parish with no 
previous experience filled the ringing 
chamber and listened intently as they were 


instructed in basic bell handling skills. Their 


teacher was the bell installer who came from 
England with the bells, and after this 2 1⁄2 
hour seminar he returned to England, leaving 
the Calgarians to develop on their own. Many 
stays were broken in these early days, fortu- 
nately something that 50-years of practice 
seems to have overcome. 


On July 5, 2005 the celebrations begin 
with a re-enactment of the first bell-handling 
seminar, using six volunteers from the parish 
with no previous experience. Over the 
weekend of July 9 and 10, The Christ Church 
Guild of Bell Ringers will host a homecoming 
and ringing weekend. The highlight will be 
ringing for the Sunday service, just as it was 
done 50 years before, the 6, 7 and 8, will ring 
for Ye an hour before the morning service. 


We are looking for volunteers to join in 
this re-enactment, anyone with connections 
to the original 6 will be given priority. The 
remaining volunteers will be randomly 
drawn from all applicants.

closely with the Christ Church Design Sub- 
Committee all summer to ensure that the 
layout of the new space meets the needs of 
all. The major components of the design 

eo been reviewed by the primary users of 
the building as well as the Building 
Committee. Vestry has been updated as to 
the status of the conceptual design and the 
Building Committee has requested the CPV 
Group to proceed with the detailed design 
development. 


In July representatives from the Building 
Committee and the CPV Group met with our 
immediate neighbours as well as the 
executive of the Elbow Park Residents 
Association to discuss their concerns 
regarding traffic, access to their property 
and the visual changes which may be 
caused by the development. We believe that 

e most recent improvements to the 
conceptual plan will mitigate most 
concerns. CPV Group will prepare a 
Development Permit Application to be filed 
with the City of Calgary early in September. 


There will be open. sessions after each 
service on Sunday September 19th where 
the detailed version of the conceptual plans 
will be set up for viewing. Members of the 
Design Sub-Committee and CPV Group will 
be available to answer questions. 
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One final note which may be of interest to 
you is that the Building Committee has 
approved the immediate replacement of the 
boilers which are part of the Church heating 
system. This capital expenditure will be 
incurred prior to construction of the new space 
due to the fragile condition of the existing 
boiler. We have had expert opinion that there is 
a risk that the old system will not make it 
through another heating season. This work 
was budgeted and planned to be part of the 
actual construction in 2005. The new boiler is a 
higher efficiency system which will save 
operating costs this coming winter and in future 
years.

Diocesan Campaign Update 


Christ Church's contribu- 
tion to the Diocesan campaignes 
stands at $157,617; this in- 
cludes $3202 from the boat 
collection of ‘twoneys', so 
keep them coming. The target 
for Christ Church is $400,000. 
This amount was formulated in the Diocesan 
Office on a pro rata basis as the five million 
dollar target was divided amongst the 
parishes in the diocese. The Christ Church 
Corporation accepted the target during the 
course of gaining diocesan approval for the 
Christ Church building project. The current 
state of the Diocesan Campaign boils down 
to the following issues. 


Money and pledges are coming in more 
slowly than hoped. The most pressing pro- 
blem is the fact that Holy Trinity Church, a 
new building in northwest Calgary, has 
against it a demand bank loan, held by the 
Diocese. This requires $1.7M to retire it and 
the Diocese's capacity to pay interest may 
fail in a year or two. 


Holy Trinity had functioned for 20 years 
or so in other buildings until the church was 
built two years ago and is the only Anglican 
Church in an area that will eventually 
contain 150,000 people. We see it as 
another in a series of churches seeded by 
other churches and part of our mission to 
share the Good News.

Cursillo 


Cursillo, (pronounced kur-SEE-yo) is a 
Spanish word meaning "short course". 
Cursillo was started in the Roman Catholic 
Church in Spain in an attempt to train and 
encourage lay people to become Christian 
leaders in their communities. The Cursillo 
method became so successful that it spread 
to other denominations worldwide. Cursillo 
today still reflects its heritage by the use of 
many Spanish terms. 


The Cursillo method helps 
individuals understand their 
calling to be Christian ~ 
leaders. This leadership can 
be exercised at work, in 
family life, in social life as 
well as at church. 

The Cursillo short course 
typically starts on a Thurs- 
day evening at a retreat 
location and wraps up on the Sunday 
atternoon. It is led by lay people who ‘have 
previously taken the course. Several 
different teams lead the weekend. There is 
the lay team (a director and speakers), a 
spiritual team (made up of clergy and dea- 
cons), a music team and a kitchen team. 
The weekend itself consists of fifteen talks 
on various subjects such as study, piety, 
action and leadership. Each talk is prepared 
and given by a team member who relates 
how their Christian life relates to the 
specific subject. In addition to the talks 
there is time for discussion after each talk, 
prayer time, worship time and some private 
time for reflection and meditation. There is 


also lots of music and an abundance of food. 


All this takes place in the beautiful and 
spiritual setting of Entheos.

Tn the diocese of Calgary, the Cursillo began 
in Christ Church and since that time 78 
members have attended a Cursillo weekend. 
Although Cursillo in this diocese is organized 
by the Anglican Church, the weekend is open 
to all Christian denominations. 

Cursillo is not a substitute for parish 
activity but is designed to help you renew and 
enhance your Christian life, and function more 
fully within your parish. 

The weekend is held separately for men and 
women and is held each spring and fall. There 
is also a similar weekend held for teens TEC 
(Teens Encounter Christ). 

The next Cursillo weekends are, Men's April 
28-May 1, and Women's May 12-15.

OUR VISIT TO HOLY TRINITY 


Welcome to Holy Trinity! And what a 
welcome it was. On a cold dark night in 


`- December a small group of us from Christ 


Church braved the seeming unknown to pay a 
visit to the youngest church in our diocese. 
Everything about it bade us come in, from 


the sincere friendly greetings of the parish- 
ioners to the open narthex whose folding glass 


` walls drew us right into the worship space. 


New Christians "come in" to the church via a 
glorious three-tiered font, perched archi- 


: tecturally on its. Rocky Mountain base. Babies 


and young children have pools at two levels 


, and a large lower level pool allows for total 


immersion of adults. 


It was clear that many had been drawn in to 
this church, some after long periods of 
personal struggle, to find an authentic spiritual 
home. Although the average age of their 300 


` -or so congregation is about 27, this is not a 


young faith community. It was born as a 
kitchen table ministry 23 years ago in rector 
Stephen Hambidge's home, and grew up among 
‘the chalk and blackboards of local schools 
before finally finding this home that truly suits 
‘the aspirations and needs of their constantly 


. į growing spiritual community. 


We remember Stephen preaching in our 
church in the spring of 2004. He talked about 
‘the marriage feast at Cana, and how as a dio- 
-cese we need to share meals. We certainly 
‘shared a feast both for the body and for the 
‘spirit with Holy Trinity that night. There were 

delicious baked treats, but also treats for our 
‘weary souls. This is a body of vigorous 
‘Christians in the 21st century. Their staff of 


three consists of rector, receptionist and 
recording artist, who has a whole plateful of 
audio-visual skills and a fully equipped 
recording studio with computer website 
connections. The whole building was wired 
for sound transmission, so it was impossible 
to escape the rector's pronouncements wher- 
ever you were - even in the bathroom! 


The education spaces, the hall, the 
offices, the library, the youth room, all 
maximally flexible, surround the worship 
space, which is filled with comfortable 
chairs (some new to accommodate the latest 
arrivals), but no books, as all service mater- 
ial is tastefully designed by Anthony (their 
AV expert) and projected onto a white space 
behind and above the altar. We listened to 
the explanations of the symbotic nature of 
the architecture, heard how they had writ- 
ter hundreds of scripture verses into the 
half-completed walls, as well as some mov- 
ing personal stories of faith. We viewed the 
delightful, thoughtful and witty video 
"commercials" that the Sunday School (Kidz 
Zone) had prepared for their Christmas show 
last year, and laughed with them. 


But we were moved! This is a sacred . 
space filled with folk who are embracing life 
in all its confusion and complexity and not 
being afraid to say, "I am a Christian" (or is 
that "I am a Canadian"?). We cannot let 
them down; they must be part of our 
renewed welcome here at Christ Church.

Our thoughts and prayers over the past 
few weeks have quite rightly been occupied 
with the terrible tsunami in South Asia. It 
has been encouraging to hear how so many 
people and governments throughout the 
world have responded with almost 
unprecedented generosity towards the 
affected countries. 


At the same time, it is important not to 
forget other areas where people are strug- 
gling with ongoing disaster and tragedy. As 
I read in a New York Times article, "The 
150,000 or so fatalities from the tsunami 
are well within the margin of error for esti- 
mates of the number of deaths every year 
from malaria. Probably two million people 
die annually of malaria, most of them 
children and most in Africa, or maybe it's 
three million - we don't even know. But the 
bottom line is that this month and every 
month, more people will die of malaria 
(165,000 or more) and ATDS (240,000) than 
died in the tsunamis, and almost as many 
will die because of diarrhea (140,000)". 


_In response to the AIDS/HIV pandemic, 
the PWRDF have set up an initiative entitled 
PARTNERSHIP FOR LIFE FOR A GENERATION 
WITHOUT AIDS. Through this initiative 
PWRDF challenge Canadian Anglicans to 
pledge their financial support, raise aware- 
ness, pray for development partners, people 
infected, those affected by HIV/ AIDS and 
urge our government to be an agent for 
positive change. 

Over the next four years PWRDF has 
pledged to:

. tives to help people affected by HIV/AIDS 
take control of their own lives; 


* Raise awareness and deepen involvement of

2005 Lenten Evening Series - A Review 


This year the Lenten Talks for 2005 centred around the parish of Christ Church and its congre- 
gation. Early speakers talked of the questions required with meditation and with prayer, probably 
because Easter was “approaching” not “arising”. Although successful in generating thought, the talk 
became more heated when a discussion on the Cathedral was introduced.

The talks were all successful with roughly 40 people attending. One evening there were 60 people, 
but generally the attendance didn't fluctuate much. There were fewer towards the end of the talks 
but probably because Easter was quickly arising. 


Some people were upset because there was no early communal supper before the Eucharist, but 
coffee and tea supplanted that fellowship adequately.

QUESTIONS ABOUT PWRDF TSUNAMI RESPONSE 
1. How much has been raised for Tsunami response? 


As of March 2005, PWRDF Tsunami donations 
reached $1,055,630. $747,980 will be eligible for 
CIDA matching funds. The generous response of PWRDF donors will go a long way towards 
accompanying our partners on the road to recovery.

2. How will PWRDF access matching government funds? 


PWRDF is working with three other Canadian Churches- Mennonite Central Committee, United 
Church of Canada, and the Presbyterian Church of Canada-to draw down the matching funds from the 
Federal Government for the benefit of ACT (Action by Churches Together) Tsunami appeal. 


3. What is the total of the ACT Appeal? 


ACT has revised its appeal with a total target amount of US$75 million dollars for tsunami relief and 
recovery in Indonesia, Sri Lanka, India, Somalia and Thailand. PWRDF will make a total contribution 
of C$1 million dollars, including matching funds from the Canadian Government. Part of PWRDF 
contribution has already been sent to the ACT Coordinating Office in Geneva that directs funds to 
ACT implementing partners on the ground as needed. 


4. How will PWRDF support bi-lateral partners? 


In addition to supporting the ACT Tsunami appeal, PWRDF provides direct support to partners. 
Emergency relief grants of $10,000 and $13,000 were disbursed to SathKorale Saddaham Kendraya - 
a Buddhist Peacebuilding Group and World Solidarity Forum -an interfaith peace and justice 
organization in Sri Lanka. Similarly, $35,000 went in support of relief and rehabilitation work of 
Movement for National Land and Agricultural Reform in Sri Lanka. 


PWRDF continues to be in regular communication with other partners on the ground. Some of our 
partners have been busy implementing relief activities for which they have received funds from other 
funding sources and asked us to hold funds for long-term rehabilitation reconstruction. Other 
partners that have skills in mobilizing focal communities in local livelihood management are assessing 
the situation and will start work as soon as the populations displaced by the tsunami get resettled in 
more or less permanently.

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Prayer Partners 


Prayer Partners is a very positive program at 
Christ Church. We currently have over 40 
partnerships established between members of 
the congregation. Children, Youth and Adults 
interested in getting to know another member 
of the parish are invited to sign up for this 
program. Younger people are then matched 
with an adult in the parish. An initial meeting 
is held in September (one Sunday - between the 
9:15 service and the 11:00 service) where the 
partners are introduced and participate in a 
short activity together. Refreshments are 
served at this time and photos of the partners 
taken. After that, the partnership begins with 
both members keeping each other in their 
prayers. If partners so desire, they might 
recognize special occasions such as birthdays, 
graduations, Christmas, Easter and other 
events in the person's life. (Cards, personal 
notes or phone calls are recommended). We 
strive to meet as a large group once or twice 
more in the year at which time we participate in 
a short activity and share refreshments. In the 
past 2 years, we have filled a number of shoe 
boxes for Operation Christmas Child with our 
partners in the month of November. This has 


proven to be a wonderful experience for all 
who participated. Registration in the program 
is ongoing. Young people must have the 
consent of their parents in order to 
participate in this program. Many 
partnerships continue after the initial year and 
a wonderful bond grows between the two 
members. 


We are currently searching for 2 new 
people to run the program. The time 
commitment is not huge after the 
partnerships are in place in the fall. If you 
have questions about the program or are 
interested in helping with Prayer Partners, 
please call Joni Mallabone at 252-9332.

Renewing the Welcome Project Update 


Report from the Building Committee 


The tendering process for our project has 
been completed and we have not received any 
acceptable bids. 


To summarize the tendering process, out of 
the 23 pre-qualified contractors that were 
solicited for tendering, nine expressed 
interest. Of those nine, only three decided to 
submit tenders after having reviewed the 
tender documents. On the tender due date, 
April 19th, two contractors declined to bid; 
we received only one bid. 


The bid was almost 60% above our budget for 
the project. In addition, the bid lacked many 
of the required stipulations that we required in 
order to qualify the bid. The Building 
Committee has therefore rejected the only bid 
that was received. 


In discussions with a number of contractors 
about our project, the following issues came 
to light: 

e Lack of interest in our project. In the 
extremely busy construction environment 
that we are experiencing, contractors have a 
number of projects from which to choose. 
They prefer "greenfield" or "grassroots" 
projects, i.e. new projects to be constructed 
on "vacant" land. Ours is definitely not that 
type of project. 

e Shortage of sub-trades. Again in this busy 
construction environment, the shortage of 
subtrades places additional risk on the 
contractor to take on an additional project. 

e Avoidance of a complicated project. Our 
project is deemed to be very complicated - 


demolition of part of a building, construction 
next to a "heritage" building, potential of 
asbestos removal, etc. Again, contractors do not 
want to take on the risks of a complicated 
project when they have so many other simpler 
projects from which to choose. 

e Perceived concerns about a "Church" project, 
where the church functions will continue during 
the construction phase. 


So where do we go from here? The Building 

Committee reviewed a number of alternatives 

including: 

e terminating the project, 

e postponing the project in anticipation that the 
construction environment would stabilize and 

e engaging the services of a construction manager 
to run the project on our behalf and subcontract 
all work. 


In evaluating our alternatives, of utmost 
importance was that we proceed with the project 
and that we do not end up in debt. 


After much deliberation, the Building Committee 
decided to "go back to the drawing board" to 
finalize a revised design, the cost of which would 
fit the funds available in the present construction 
environment. This design will probably mean an 
expansion of a renovated existing structure to 
accommodate the features that we are seeking. 
While maintaining the original concept, the 
Committee believes that a revised design based on 
the expansion of the existing structure can be 
accomplished successfully. This alternative will 
obviously mean a delay in the construction project, 
perhaps not until the spring of 2006. The Design 
Sub-Committee will start the revised design 
process as soon as possible.

We learned of the terrible statistics, but more 
importantly, were able to put a human face on this 
growing problem during our Lenten discussions. We 
saw a videotape of Stephen Lewis's presentation to 
our Anglican General Synod 2004 in which he 
outlined the HIV/AIDS problem facing Africa, but 
which, if nothing is done, will spread rapidly 
through Asia, especially in the great populations of 
China and India. 


It's not the young and the old and the weak that are 
dying; it is young men and women in the prime of 
life; parents and bread winners, sons and daughters 
of the grandparent generation. This pandemic has a 
woman's face, and ironically, one of the most 
dangerous situations for a woman is to be married. 
Women absorb and carry the entire burden of care 
in sickness and in health, in home and in school, in 
the local communities. Women are culturally unable 
to say "no". Grandmothers are taking care of the 
grandchildren from all their own dead children. 
There are already 14 million orphans. The 
phenomenon of child-headed households, with

children as young as 8 in charge, known as “sibling 
families", is huge and growing, with children conse- 
quently deprived of both parenting and education. This 
is leading not only to a gigantic health crisis but also an 
economic crisis of untold proportions in countries that 
are already impoverished, not to mention the massive 
personal suffering of men, women and children. 


There is an extraordinary devastation taking place. It is 
the greatest threat to the planet. It could become catac- 
lysmic. Yet according to Mr. Lewis it has been a struggle 
to enlist religious groupings to help. They are only now 
and slowly coming on board. The UN Global Fund for 
AIDS was set up two years ago with a target of $7-10 
billion per year. In the first year a mere $2.1 billion was 
raised and it is already short for this year. Lewis has 
been proud of Canada's leadership in the world both in 
foreign aid and in legislation to release generic Anti- 
retroviral drugs. But it is still too little and too slow. As 
all our speakers attested, there is tremendous sophis- 
tication and knowledge at the grass routes, and many 
well qualified people are working desperately hard in 
desperate situations, but they lack the resources. 


Hope... there is a more hopeful side to this story. Both the PWRDF and the Mennonite Cen- 
tral Committee (MCC) are working in close collaboration with African teams on the ground. 


Many of you will have heard MCC's Abe Janzen's 
remarkable sermon. He spoke again at our second 


Lenten evening. Both organizations have realized that 
this is about a whole generation of people. 


The PWRDF HIV/AIDS Initiative is titled "Partnership for Life for a Generation Without AIDS" 


It calls for our solidarity with the people. It aims 

e to raise an additional $1 million to support our 
African partner initiatives, 

* to raise awareness of the devastation, 

* to help to change international and global 
policies. 

We saw some of the local initiatives on the video. It 

showed a PWRDF worker supporting various 

projects: 

e the Mother's Union in Kampala providing support 
in adversity, education about AIDS and support to 
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young girls (8-16) who had been forced onto the 
streets; helping grandmothers with emotional care and 
reintegration into the job market to support their large 
orphan families; 

e literacy training for women, 

e educational programs for men and children; 

e the Ruth ministry which enables local women to help 
care for the sick and their families in their homes, and 
gives support with income generating projects such as 
dress making and crafts; 

e the Chain Foundation that is caring for orphans and 
vulnerable children. 


These are ongoing projects that could be even more effective with increased resources. 


The MCC have named their equivalent project “Generations at Risk” 


They have developed 4 basic approaches, all of which 

are relatively simple and all immediately effective. They 

support: 

e orphans and vulnerable children by providing school 
uniforms and school kits, 

e home care by providing home care kits, 


e hospitals by providing quite inexpensive blood 
testing kits - so at least the blood used to treat 
malaria is safe, and funds to train nurses, some of 
whom are themselves dying of the disease, 

* a number of educational projects; the provision of 
HIV/AIDS educational literature and some 
community radio programming.
